Most educators believe the key to the 
future is reading, and that idea was cele- 
brated last week at Creeds Elementary 
School.

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Creationism — "And, God said... 
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Perspectives

The r«;ent decision to teach cre- 
ationism in lieu of evolution in Kan- 
sas public schools has the scientific 
community 
all in tethers. 
Given the 
emotional- 
ism on both 
sides of this 
issue, one has 
to wonder at 
the folly of 
men. As if 
knowledge 
and truth can 
be controlled 
by any au- 
t hori t y , 
whether sci- 
entific or re- 
ligious. 
Even in the 
ultra-oppiessi ve societies of commu- 
nist Russia and medieval Christian 
Europe, no governmental or church 
authority succeeded in suppressing 
the minds and hearts of men. The 
light of truth always filters through 
— with those who rely upon half- 
truths or false premises ending up 
with theirown credibility on the waste 
heaps of history. 

To give credit to someone I rarely 
agree with, the Rev. Jerry Falwell 
stated on "Rivera Live" that we should 
teach both evolution and creationism 
and let the students decide. As far as 
I am concerned, there's nothing 
wrong with that, so long as creation- 
ism is not confined to the Biblical 
account. 

Just as the Book of Genesis ex- 
plains creation for Jews, Christians 
and Moslems, the Hindus, Buddhists 
and Taoists each have their own fully- 
developed theory on the divine origin 
of the universe. I doubt Rev. Falwall 
and other Christian fundamentals 
would be willing to give those cre- 
ation theories equal footing, but, if 
they are, teach them all and let the 
students decide what to accept or 
reject. 

In a truly free society, one could 
argue that children should be encour- 
aged to investigate the teachings of 
all great schools of thought, which 
would certainly include our great re- 
ligions. Yet, American society is not, 
nor has it ever been, willing to extend 
that degree of freedom of thought to 
its children. 

That is, by no means, all bad. It is 
equally sound to argue that such pro-

found inquiry should first be grounded 
by both life experience and a mature 
mind, neither of which characterized 
the primary or even secondary stu- 
dent. 

The pondering of such questions 
by the immature mind is best left to 
the guidance of parents and the reli- 
gious faith in which they raise their 
children. Higher education, or sim- 
ply the free flowing ideas of adult 
society, are far more appropriate fo- 
rums for individuals to test their per- 
sonal beliefs against those of other 
faiths or philosophies. 

Personally, I don't see evolution 
and creationism as an either-or propo- 
sition. One strives to study the human 
vessel and the other God's infusion 
of the immortal soul into human kind. 
All religions believe that the soul's 
earthly sojourn is a testing experi- 
ence by which the individual can find 
the way to his or her rightful home 
with God. 

Who cares whether God created 
homo sapiens (i.e. "man") over eons 
of time or in the twinkling of an eye. 
From a spiritual point-of-view, what 
matters is that God did so, not how it 
was done. 

What is undeniable is that man's 
physical body shares great similarity 
with the biological characteristics of 
earlier mammals called homonids. 
But, just as undeniable, is that no 
living creature, hominid or otherwise, 
possesses the infinite capacity for 
intelligence manifest only in the mind 
of man. 

Rene Descartes, the discoverer of 
calculus and one of the most brilliant '• 
thinkers of all time, proposed that 



there were only two substances in the 
universe: matter and mind, with the 
latter being the intelligence that cre- 
ated matter and the universe itself. To 
Descartes, that creative intelligence 
is the essence of God and exists no- 
where else except in the mind of man. 

Descartes' dual nature of ntan is 
synonymous with the religious belief 
that man is both body and soul, with 
the soul being immortal and created 
by God in the Creator' s own likeness. 

What is critical is that Descartes' 
"dualism," as his theory is called, 
resolves the apparent conflict between 
evolution and creationism. Obvi- 
ously, only matter would be subject 
to evolution or any other natural law 
that governs the universe, since mind 
is immortal and the causative factor 
of all that is, including the natural 
laws themselves. 

Meanwhile, it is essential that man 
use that God-given intelligence to 
understand the natural world. How 
else can we effectively husband our 
environment oreven sustain ourselves 
without understanding the physical 
laws that govern our material exist- 
ence? 

It doesn't matter if Adam and Eve 
date from 30,000 B.C., when archae- 
ologists first find evidence of homo 
sapiens, or if time has erased much 
earlier traces of man's habitation on 
our planet dating back millions of 
years. 

What matters is that there is a homo 
sapiens in the first place — a creature 
whose superior intelligence remains 
unexplained no matter how efficiently 
the evolutionary processes of sur- 
vival of the fittest and natural selec- 
tion can be seen to operate within the 
natural world. 

Man is unquestionably unique. 
Every human mind can process two 
million bits of information a minute. 
No other being or, for that matter, 
super computer can even vaguely 
approximate that miracle — and com- 
puters only exist because they were 
envisioned in the mind of man. 

So, let science seek to discover the 
essenceoflifeitself, whether through 
the theory of evolution or otherwise. 
But, to explain the true origin of the 
universe or of man, even the most 
brilliant scientist will be forced to 
seek those answers outside the world 
ot matter in what Thomas Aquinas 
called the "First Cause" and Genesis 
described more poetically as "And, 
God said..." 



Get ready for big, bad Y2K

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Forget hurricanes. There are worse 
things to worry about; namely, Y2K.

In case some still don't know, let 
me offer a brief explanation. Y2K, 
technically a "bug," occurred in the 
early days of computers when pro- 
grammers in theirinfinite intelligence 
(can you see me smirking?) decided 
to save valuable computer memory 
space by taking a shortcut. 

That shortcut was using a two- 
digit code for year dates rather than a 
four-digit code. Essentially, when the 
year 2000 rolls around, computers 
are going to think it's 1900 instead — 
and that's going to screw life up for 
everyone.

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The city of Virginia Beach recently 
held a community forum for Hamp- 
ton Roads on the topic. One of the 
correspondents for the newspaper 
attended, and I learned a lot from the 
story. 

It's helped clear up some of the 
confusion for me, though I wish ev- 
eryone could have benefited by at- 
tending. 

The American Red Cross, our 
friend in times of disaster, supplied a 
pamphlet which everyone should read 
and take to heart. 

It gives suggestions on what folks 
can do to prepare for Y2K - most of 
it common sense suggestions that 
you'd follow during a storm or other 
crisis. 

I'm going to share those tips with 
you. Here's your Y2K checklist: 

■ Check with manufacturers of 
essential computer-controlled equip- 
ment in your home to see if it will be 
' affected. This might include fire and 
security alarms, appliances, even ga- 



rage door openers. 

■ Stock disaster supplies to last 
several days to a week for your fam- 
ily. That means water, nonperishable 
food and medications. 

■ As with any kind of potential 
disaster, such as a hurricane, have 
some extra cash or traveler's checks 
on hand in case systems using ATMs, 
credit cards, etc. fail. 

■ Keep your automobile gas tank 
fully fueled. 

■ In case the power fails, plan to 
use other cooking methods. But 
please, use your head : no open flames 
or charcoal grills indoors! 

■ Have extra blankets, coats, hats 
and gloves on hand to keep warm. 
Don't use a gas stove as a source of 
heat. 

■ Have plenty of flashlights and 
batteries on hand — much better than 
candles! 

■ Examine smoke alarms. If they 
are hard-wired, check to see if they 
have battery back-ups. 

■ If you plan to use a portable 
generator, connect what you want to 
power directly to the generator. Don't 
connect the generator to your home' s 
electrical system. 

■ Finally, check with the emer- 
gency services providers locally for 
more details on what you can do to 
prepare for Y2K. 

Personally, I think the best thing 
people can do is keep a level head. 
Come Dec. 31,1 don't think society 
will run amok with looting and riot- 
ing in the streets. 

And, heaven forbid, don't fortress 
yourself against the world, holed up 
to "jMDtect" your stuff. This is alarm- 
ist thinking. 

Just be smart about Y2K — and try 
to understand all that computer talk. 
I know I gave it my best.

Fighting crime 
takes on frightening 
new reality 

I have delayed writing about the 
subject of this week's column be- 
cause it is sensitive and frightening. 
This week on television, I heard some 
of my worst 
suspicions 
confirmed 
by a Los An- 
geles police 
officer on 
duty, in uni- 
form, in a 
police car. 
He said that 
he joined the 
force be- 
cause he 
wanted to 
help peq)le, 
especially 
young 
people. That 
thought has 
long passed 
and all he 
wants to do now is survive — not 
from some crazed criminal, but rather 
"the lawsuits that are flooding the 
courts." 

He said that he had worked hard to 
buy a house and to save a little money 
for his kids' college, but one lawsuit 
could wipe all of that out. He further 
said (and this is shocking) that he no 
longer made the arrests that he should 
because even if he didn'tdo anything 
wrong, his life could be ruined with 
just one frivolous lawsuit. Those 
bringing the suit lose nothing. TTiey 
just sit and wait for the chance to sue 
or diey create a situation to bring 
about a suit. 

The suits are brought about by those 
who claim to be protecting the civil 
rights of those who have been the 
victims of police brutality. This is not 
to say that there is no police brutality 
going on, but it happens in Pennsyl- 
vania, New York, Massachusetts and 
other northern states — those states 
who fought the Civil War to "free the 
slaves." 

Chesapeake, Virginia Beach and 
Portsmouth have had isolated cases 
where brutality was charged, but it is 
rare that brutality was proven. In any 
case, where brutality is proven against 
whites as well as blacks those police 
officers should get the maximum 
punishment, but it should come from 
their own departments.

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Air pollution: The 
perception and facts

A few issues back we talked about 
the pollution in the Chesapeake Bay. 
Today, I would like to discuss tl» air 
pollution — the perception and the 
facts. Most of the information listed 
is from the 
Foundation 
for Clean Air 
Progress - 
Around the 
Nation on the 
web site and 
the Environ- 
mental Pro- 
t e c t i n 
Agency and I 
found it very 
interesting. 
Hope you do 
too! 

Fifth-two 
percent of 
Virginians 
believe that 
air quality in 
the state has 
been deterio- 
rating over the 
past 10 years when in fact, the air 
quality has dramatically improved 
throughout the United States, includ- 
ing in Virginia. From 1986 to 1995, 
the average was only eight. In the 
Richmond and Norfolk areas, the 
number decreased by 36 percent. 

Emissions of air pollutants during 
the past 25 years in Virginia have 
been cut overall by almost one-third. 
TTiese reduction have occurred even 
while population and vehicle miles 
traveloJ have steadily increased. 

Pollution emissions in Virginia are 
expected to continue to decline, and 
by 2015 will have been reduced by 
almost half (49 percent) from 1970 
levels. These reductions continue to 
occur as requirements of the Clean 
Air Act of 1 990 are phased in through 
2008, and with the rate of equipment 
turnover, will produce improvements 
to 2015 and beyond. 

Rochester, N.Y., leads the list of 
top 10 clean air success stories men- 
tioned by the non-profit Foundation 
forClean Air Progress (FCAP). They 
have made the most significant 
progress in cleaning up their air over 
the last 1 years, having a 75 percent 
decrease in high ozone days over the 
last decade. Other cities in the top 
five are: 2) Buffalo, N.Y.. 3) Mil- 
waukee, Wl, 4) San Diego, CA, and 
5) Boston, Mass. 

The average ozone reduction in the 
Top 10 Clean Air Cities is 54.3 per- 
cent. This was attributed to the hard 
work on the part of the residents who 
contributed to their improved local 
air quality. The president of FCAP 
said that the word needed to be spread 
about how much cleaner the air has 
gotten in urban areas around the na- 
tion. He feels that when people are 
aware of what's possible, they're far 
more motivated to pitch in and help 
keep the progress going. 

Reductions have been seen in emis- 
sions of pollutants such as carbon 
monoxide (down 33 percent), nitro- 
gen oxides (down 12 percent), vola- 
tile organic compounds (down 42 
percent), sulfur dioxide (down 13 
percent), particulate matter (down 75 
percent) and lead (down 98 percent.) 
Improvements in vehicles and fuels 
are primarily responsible for our im- 
proving national air quality. 

Since 1970, emissions from ve- 
hicles and fuels have been reduced 
more than emissions from all other 
sources combined. 

As stated before, Virginia's air, 
lime most of the nation's, is getting 
cleaner. Though still an important 
challenge in many places, unhealthy 
levels of air pollution may be a 
memory within the next 10 to 15 
years. Much of the progress is the 
result of a nationwide commitment to 
cleaner air and since passage of the 
1970 Clean Air Act, air pollution has 
been declining. Expenditures of tens 
of billions of dollars annually on im- 
proved petroleum fuels, automobile 
engines and industrial pollution con- 
trol technology is responsible for most 
of the progress made in cleaner air. 
The average new car using today's 
cleaner gasolines produces only one- 
twentieth of the tailpipe pollution of 
its 1960s counterpart. It would take 
20of today 's new cars to generate the 
same amount of pollution as one mid- 
1 960s model car. In another 1 years, 
it will take 33 cars to produce the 
emissions of one mid- 1 960s's model. 



All gasoline sold in the United 
States contains no lead and the elimi- 
nation of this lead accounts for the 
dramatic reductions in airborne lead 
concentrations across the country — 
and explains why few places now 
violate the lead air quality standard. 
Many areas of the country, northern 
Virginia, greater Richmond and the 
Norfolk- Virginia Beach-Newport 
News areas are among those areas 
that use new cleaner-burning refor- 
mulated gasolines (RFC). 

Following are some ways in which 
we all can help clean up the air: 

On hot, sunny days, when condi- 
tions are conducive to smog: 

■Consider ways to limit yourdri v- 
ing. If it's practical, walk, share a 
ride, ride a bike or use public trans- 
portation. Avoid unnecessary trips 
by combining errands. 

■ Don't let your car idle for long 
periods of time when stopped in traf- 
fic or waiting in line at a drive-through 
window. Turn off the motor — even 
it is just for a few minutes. 

■ Avoid driving during rush hour, 
if possible. Your employer already 
may encourage flexible work sched- 
ules, which can cut auto emi ssions — 
not to mention stress and commuting 
time. 

■Always keep yourcarwell tuned, 
clean your fuel filters, reduce unnec- 
essary weight and monitor your gaso- 
line mileage. These simple steps will 
help keep yourcar running efficiently 
— which not only reduces pollution 
but also saves you money. 

■ Have your car's emission con- 
trols checked yearly to ensure they 
are working property.

■When filling your gas tank, don't 
pull the vapor-catcher back from the 
nozzle, and don't "top off the tank" 
by pulling the nozzle out. This will 
help minimize emissions. 

■ Save fuel and minimize emis- 
sions by avoiding sudden accelera- 
tion and unnecessafy braking. Drive 
at steady speeds and don't rev the 
engines when idling. 

■ Keep your tires property inflated, 
balanced and rotated. This will not 
only boost gas mileage but also ex- 
tend the life of your tires. Remember 
that radial tires produce less air pol- 
lution than bias-ply tires. 

Conserving energy saves money 
and reduces pollution created when 
electricity is generated. Conserve by: 

■ Turning off lights. 

■ Selecting energy-efficient ap- 
pliances. 

■ Insulating and weatherizing your 
home. 

■ Keeping windows closed when 
the heat or air conditioning is run- 
ning. 

■Using airconditioningonly when 
it's necessary. 
Other tips: 

■ Avoid using gas-powered lawn 
and garden equipment on hot sum- 
mer days when smog alerts are fore- 
cast. Running a gas-powered lawn 
mower for one hour emits the same 
amount of pollution as driving your 
car from Washington, D.C. to New 
York City and back. 

■ Never bum leaves, branches and 
other debris in your yard. Burning 
this material produces harmful emis- 
sions that can contribute to smog and 
other types of air pollution. 

■ Participate in recycling pro- 
grams. Recycling keeps trash out of 
incinerators and reduces emissions 
associated with burning solid waste. 

Something to think about: If only 
I (X) employees commuted to work in 
pairs instead of driving alone for only 
two weeks of the year, they would 
save 75 pounds of hydrocarbons, 30 
pounds of nitrogen oxides, 550 
pounds of carbon monoxide and 5(X) 
gallons of gasoline. 

Just think what we can do if we all 
do our part.

After working 15 ye^s for TTie Cousteau 
Society in Norfolk, Sandy Bond was ready 
for a little time off to spend with her chil- 
dren and volunteering in the community. 

Bond's new job, director of the South 
Hampton Roads Alliance for Youth, combi- 
nes her two loves: youngsters and volim- 
teerism. For the past year and a half she has 
led the Alliance in its mission of improving 
the lives of 35,000 at-risk youths in Nrafolk, 
Portsmouth, Chesapeake, Virginia Beach 
and Suffolk. 

"At The Cousteau Society our mission 
was 'To protect and preserve the planet for 
future generations,' which I loved. I've had 
it in my head for 15 years about those future 
generations, so this job is perfect for me. 
I'm programmed for youths. I get to work 
with the Boys and Girts Clubs, YMCA, 
Parks and Recreation departments and so 
on." 

The South Hampton Roads Alliance for 
Youth (SHRAY) is an offshoot of 1997's 
President's Summit for America's Future 
convened by Gen. Colin Powell. A delega- 
tion from Virginia Beach attended and, 
upon returning home, determined that a re- 
gional effort was needed. SHRAY was cre- 
ated to address the concern as a program of 
VOLUNTEER Hampton Roads. 

The Alliance is a catalyst for developing 
young people into healthy, productive citi- 
zens. Its goal is to connect the 35,000 
youths with five fundamental resources by 
the end of year 2000. Those resources are: 
(1) A caring adult, mentor or coach; (2) A 
healthy start for a healthy future; (3) A safe 
place to grow and learn; (4) Effective edu- 
cation for marketable skills; and (5) An op- 
portunity to give back through community 
service. 

As director, it's Bond job to make that 
happen. Sounds like a formidable task, but 
she's up to it. Grant writing and bringing in 
groups to work with youths are part bf her 
responsibilities. The Navy, she noted, has 
been a great provider of mentors for youths. 

"SHRAY doesn't try to re-invent the 
wheel," Bond noted, "but to find out what 
the gaps are and how we can bring people 
together." 

One of the parts of well-rounded kids, she 
added, is building confidence and character 
and giving them the skills they need for pos- 
itive lives and futures. 

Current projects being undertaken by 
SHRAY include the Caring Adult Task 
Force, which works to recruit new mentors, 
and the Healthy Start Task Force, which in- 
cludes a visitation program for first-time 
mothers and literacy programs. There is also 
the Safe Place Task Force, which highlights 
safe places and structured activities through 
such programs as the Boys and Girts Club. 

The Marketable Skills Task Force puts 
500 youths in business setting for Groundhog 
Job Shadow Day and cultivates partnerships 
between businesses and schools. The Oppor- 
tunity to Give Back Task Force coordinates 
500 young people doing volunteer jobs in 
their home cities during Make A Difference 
Day and promotes weekend and summer 
volunteer opportunities for youths. 

Plus, Bond's job is often just plain fun. On 
the recent Kids Fishing Day at Lynnhaven 
Pier, for example, dozens of children got to 
experience the joys of fishing for the first 
time. And a back-to-school activity at S.H. 
Clarke Academy in Portsmouth brought out 
business partners who provided new school 
clothes and supplies to at-risk youths. 

"It's wonderful working with the people in 
these programs," said Bond. "It truly is a 
positive experience. Plus, a lot of the things 
we do with SHRAY my kids can participate 
in. Hopefully, it makes me a better mom, 
too." 

Bond is a member of the Junior League 
and Children's Hospital of the King's 
Daughters-Holly Circle. She is a current 
board member with the Garden Club of Nor- 
folk and serves as treasurer of Boy Scout 
Pack 101. She is active with Church of the 
Good Shepherd. Bond is a 1976 graduate of 
Randolph-Macon College and holds a mas- 
ter's degree from the University of Rich- 
mond Graduate School.

are really what this show's all 
about, according to Gene aid 
Donna. The Virginia Beach 
youth was a rodeo fan and an as- 
piring cowboy when his riding 
career was interrupted by 
leukemia. 

He missed last year's rodeo 
because he was hospitalized at 
Childfens' Hospital of the 
Kings' Daughters. This year, 
he's back in the saddle and 
even plans to ride in Sunday's 
rodeo. 

"When we visited the hospi- 
tal last year, we met Daniel," 
Gene said. His father said, 
'You know, we usually come to 
the rodeo every year, but we 
won't be able to come this year 
because Daniel's just been di- 
agnosed with leukemia.'" 

When Gene learned that 
Daniel, who was taking riding 
lessons, always dreamed of rid- 
ing in a rodeo, he decided to 
strike a deal. "I said, 'I'll tell 
you what. Bub. If you'll get bet- 
ter, we'll arrange for you to ride 
next year." Both Gene and 
Daniel kept their word: al- 
though Daniel's still undergoing 
treatment he's resumed his rid- 
ing and he plans to ride in Sun- 
day's event. 

"Of all of the years that 
we've done this, that one thing 
seemed special," Gene said. 
The Tidewater Western Riders, 
who started the annual rodeo as

Tie vote kills Ferrell Parkway/ 
Upton Drive cost agreement

Months of negotiations between the 
city staff and developers went down the 
drain Tuesday when City Council, by a 
tie vote, denied an ordinance that would 
have allowed a cost participation and d;- 
velopment agreement for the construction 
of Ferrell Parkway, phase VI and Upton 
Drive. 

Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr. ab- 
stained because of a possible conflict 
leaving an even number of councilmem- 
bers to vote. 

Voting against the ordinance were 
councilmembers Barbara Henley, Nancy 
Parker, Reba McClanan, Louis R. Jones 
and Mayor Meyera Oberndorf. Voting 
against denial were councilmembers Lin- 
wood Branch III, Margaret Eure, Harold 
Heischober, Don Weeks and Vice Mayor 
William D. Sessoms Jr. A substitute 
motion to approve had failed by the same 
vote reversed.

City Manager James K. Spore saw the 
cost participation agreement with Lake 
GEM Inc. (Reasor Enterprises), the de- 
veloper, as a way to have a road on the 
city's highway plan much earlier and at a 
savings that was estimated at $4 million. 

Henley, however, saw the construction 
of the road as premature and "a very large 
commercial (area) in a large residential 
(community)." 

She said that she understood the sav- 
ings to the city and understood that the 
city would have more design consols 



over the development but that she found 
it difficult to support in any way some- 
thing that will be a great problem. Hen- 
ley said she was worried about the impact 
of the project on other commerical prop- 
erties in the area and that the area has 
more commercial activity than the area 
can afford. 

"It's got to bring additional traffic in 
the area and supporting the agreement 
would be premature when the city can't 
afford to build a fire station or a library."

The part of Ferrell Parkway which was 
under discussion extends from General 
Booth Boulevard to Upton Drive where it 
would be a four-lane divided controlled 
access roadway with a scenic buffer and 
bike path and a four-lane undivided road- 
way on Upton Drive between Ferrell 
Parkway and Warner Hall Drive. 

The property includes approxi- 
mately 1 24 acres which Lakeside Con- 
struction Corporation has under contract 
to purchase.

Parkway on the north, Upton Drive on 
the east, Elson Green on the south and 
Newstead Drive on the west. The remain- 
ing 80 acres is located to the south and 
cast of the shopping center property.

Beach SOL results lookf avorable

The journey towards having every 
school in Virginia meet the Standards of 
Learning (SOL) by 2006 is looking good 
for the Virginia Beach public education 
system. 

Most of the scores for the spring 1999 
SOL tests come close to or exceed meet- 
ing what will become accreditation stan- 
dards. 

Joe Lowenthal, public information co- 
ordinator for the school system, said that 
the administration was pleased with the 
results. 

"We had seven schools meet accredita- 
tion standards and a number of additional 
schools came very close to meeting the 
standards," he said. 

"School officials will continue to te- 
fine the curriculum and the delivery of it 
to ensure we are doing everything we can

percent for the three other third-grade sub- 
ject tests, which were English, science 
and history. 

At Seatack Elementary, none of the 
third-grade core subjects met accreditation 
standards. The lowest percentage at that 
grade level was in history, at nearly 26 
percent. Also, approximately 3 1 percent 
passed the science test, down nearly 14 
percent from 1998. 

In high school, the best news concern- 
ing scores is in writing and chemistry. 

The state passing rate for chemisu-y 
was 64.2 percent, and 10 of the 11 
schools exceedednot only the rate, but 
also the 70 percent required for accredita- 
tion. First Colonial and Kempsville were 
the highest, at nearly 97 percent for the 
former and 90 percent for the latter. The 
Open Campus facility showed the lowest 
score, at 50 percent. However, the score

Council adopts action 1 1-0

Virginia Beach City Council is asking 
the city of Norfolk to stop all efforts to 
lower the water level in Stumpy Lake 

By a unanimous vote (councilman 
W.W. Harrison Jr. abstained because of a 
conflict), City Council adopted a resolu- 
tion proposed by Mayor Meyera Obern- 
dorf and councilman Linwood Branch III 
requesting Norfolk as owner of the 
Stumpy Lake property to suspend all ef- 
forts to lower the water level in Stumpy 
Lake until necessary approvals allowing 
the development of the property have 
been secured. 

Council also, however, by a 1 1 -0 vote. 



deferred for one week action on changes 
in the city's Southern Watersheds Man- 
agement ordinance which may have some 
bearing on the Stumpy Lake issue. 

The deferral, requested by council wom- 
an Barbara Henley and by Richard Brown- 
er, representing the Southern Leadership 
Council, an organization of farmers in 
the southern part of the city, was deferred 
to give citizens more time to study tte 
proposed changes. Browner had asked fcr 
a two-week delay. 

Last January the city of Norfolk ap- 
proved the sale of the property except for 
the lake itself which is a part of that 
city's water system, to Transamerica Ser- 
vices, Inc. 



The developer plans to use the property 
consisting of approximately 1 ,400 acres 
for condominiums, housing for seniors, 
single-family dwellings and commercial 
and other uses. 

Council maintains that Transmerica 
won't be able to do any of these things 
until and unless it gets appropriate 
rezoning from the Virginia Beach City 
Council where most of the property is 
located — some is located in the city of 
Chesapeake. 

Tl^refore, the resolution states that the 
lake »:tivity is premature. 

Some council members at a work ses- 
sion earlier seemed to think that the state 
should do something about halting the 
activity. Councilwoman Barbara Itenle> 
said that she feared council's action 



would be too little, too later. She saki 
this is something for the governor to do 
something about. 

Councilman Louis D. Jones continued, 
"You're refering to the resolution which 
will call on the governor and the General 
Assembly." 

City Manager James K. Spore said that 
if the governor is not going to do some- 
thing on an emergency basis, the city 
should do something. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan said 
that when this was first mentioned, it 
was said this was wetlands and nothing 
would happen.

Beware the scams 

As if havoc-wreaking weather weren't 
enough, there's another "menace" out there In 
the aftermath of Dennis and its wind/rain 
damage. 

It's the unscrupulous sort who will take 
advantage of those adversely affected by the 
storm. 

Attorney General Mark Barley's office has 
issued a caution to Virginia consumers to be 
wary of consumer frajid in the wake of 
Dermis. 

■ Home improvement scams — Disasters 
always seem to bring a stream of questionable 
contractors who promise cheap or immediate 
home repairs. They often take money without 
doing work, do a shoddy Job or add extra 
costs throughout the Job. To avoid such 
scams, work with a contractor you know, get 
references, get repair agreements in writing, 
don't pay large sums in advance and don't 
make final payment until work is done to 
your satisfaction. Remember, you have three 
days to cancel a door-to-door sales contract if 
the product or service is more than $25. 

■ Charity/telemarketing scams — 
Consumers should be on the lookout for 
telemarketers who call soliciting for 
donations to purportedly help disaster 
victims. Some tips to follow: don't give a 
credit card or checking account number to 
anyone over the phone unless you have 
previously done business with them; get 
everything in writing; check out organizations 
by calling the Virginia Office of Consumer 
Affairs; give only to disaster relief charities 
which you know are reliable; and beware of 
copycat names that are very similar to 
reputable charities. 

■ Price gouging — Unfortunately, some 
unethical companies will attempt to take 
advantage of disasters to charge exhorbltant 
prices for products or services that people 
need. Consumers are urged to comparison 
shop when possible. 

There's no way to totally avoid a weather 
disaster, but you can use your head and avoid 
getting taken advantage of in the aftermath. 
Be wary of schemes and scams in the wake of 
Dennis and other storms this season. — 
V.E.H.

Aggressive driving 

As the school year begins throughout 
Hampton Roads, AAA is urging motorists to 
slow down in neighborhoods as children begin 
appearing on street corners. Slowing down 
and being extra careful around bus stops and 
school zones will help ensure the safety of 
young children during this exciting — and 
distracting — time of year. 

AAA is again launching its School's Open- 
Drive Carefully campaign alerting motorists 
to special risks incurred by school-aged 
children around vehicles. Motor vehicle- 
related fatalities are the top cause of death 
for children aged 5 to 18. 

The opening of school Is an exciting time for 
children," said Georjeane Blumling, director 
of public affairs for AAA of Tidewater. "By 
exercising safety precautions, motorists can 
help ensure it Is a safe time for children." 

For starters, don't speed through 
neighborhoods. According to BlumHng, in 
most residential areas of Virginia the speed 
limit is 25 miles per hour. The reaction time 
distance at 25 miles per hour (28 feet) Is 
nearly doubled if traveling at 35 miles per 
hour (54 feet). That difference for someone 
who is speeding through a neighborhood may 
mean the ability or inability of that driver to 
be able to react safely to an excited child 
walking to a bus stop. 

Much of the danger comes from the fact that 
children are smaller and harder for motorists 
to see. Youngsters often make the mistake of 
assuming that if they can see a car, the driver 
can see them. That's not always so. 

With this In mind, AAA urges motorists to 
consider a few tips during its 66th School's 
Open-Drive Carefully Campaign: 

■ Slow down around schools and In 
residential sireas. 

■ Drive with your headlights on, even during 
the day, so children and other drivers can see 
you. 

■ Look for clues that warn of children in the 
area, such as safety patrols, adult crossing 
guards, signs and bicycles. 

Remember "School's Open-Drive Carefully."

To promote even greatereconomic 
prosperity, it is important that our 
businesses not be subject to frivolous 
lawsuits from technology-related 
problems outside of their control — 
or burdensome taxes that stifle inno- 
vation and growth. I am pleased that 
Congress has passed Y2K legislation 
that will protect hi-tech companies 
from frivolous lawsuits. And, I re- 
main firmly opposed to taxing the 
Internet. 

Further, we must not try to impose 
burdensome government regulations 
on web-based transactions. This ac- 
tually discourages and distorts devel- 
opmentof the electronic market place, 
which has been truly phenomenal up 
to this point without any help or inter- 
ference from government.

I received two telephone calls as a 
result of last week's column. The 
readers were asking if I'was advising 
them to run out and purchase a hand 
gun.

Sadly, many

in, that all they have to do is call 911. 
We are very fortunate to have such 
a number to call, but it depends how 
close the police are when the call 
comes in. Take Chesapeake, for 
example. It is a sprawling city scat- 
tered over 353 square miles — and it 
is difficult to cover it all. Conse- 
quently, if someone is in your house 
bent on doing you and ybur fainily 
harm, it is doubtful that help could 
get there in time to stop someone 
from getting hurt. The response time 
is now eight minutes and increasing. 
The column was written to destroy 
the complacency that now exists with 
many citizens in the Hampton Roads 
area. I rode with the Chesapeake po- 
lice for 1 2 years as a crime reporter. 
I rode night and day, but mostly night 
because that is where the action is. 

I saw scumbags spit in the face of 
police officers. I saw them strike po- 
lice officers and curse them. Never 
once in 12 years did 1 seen an officer 
use excessive force in making an 
arrest. I went to murder scenes, wrecks 
where little babies were crushed be- 
yond recognition. I wfent on domestic 
calls where a husband had beat his 
wife to death. I have seen vultures 
just riding the streets looking for a 
motorist with car trouble so that they 
could rob him or her — preferably 
her — because women are easier to 
rob. I have been at the scene of rapes, 
murders and suicides. 

I guess what troubles me the most 
is the attitude of the criminals when 
they are caught. They are usually 
dmgged up and don't seem to care 
about anything. The streets are full of 
the kind that will do anything for 
drugs. They will steal your car or 
break into your house, even while 
you are there. They will stop you on 
the streets and rob you. 

A serial killer named Lucus came 
through South Norfolk and killed a 
giri. It was later determined that he 
had killed hundreds of women. 

He said he liked to torture the 
women before he killed them. There 
are more like Lucus on the streets, 
maybe in your city. You had better 
get some protection. The police can't 
always be there, a Doberman Pin- 
scher might help.

The Bayside area is unique to Vir- 
ginia Beach's history, as well as the 
nation's. 

Through the efforts of the Depart- 
ments of Libraries, Museums and 
Cultural Arts 
and the De- 
partment of 
Parks and 
Recreation 
the "Bayside 
History Trail 
- Legacy on 
the Lynn- 
haven" bro- 
chure, link- 
ing very sig- 
nificant his- 
toric sites, 
was created 
and made 
available for 
all who 
would like to 
travel down 
"history 
lane." In this 
brochure there 
is a map showing seven historical 
sites, three other significant sites, 
three places to park your car, a trail 
key and a map key. This trail can be 
taken on foot, bicycle or car. 

The Adam Thoroughgood House 
(Historic Site 2) at 1636 Parish Road 
was built circa 1 680 and offers visi- 
tors a view into the lifestyle of one of 
Virginia's wealthy colonists. Adam 
Thoroughgood was considered to be 
Virginia Beach's first English resi- 
dent who is said to have established 
the oldest, continuous transportation 
route in the nation. 

The boundaries which he estab- 
lished for Lynnhaven Parish became 
the boundaries for later Princess Anne 
County. He came to the shores of 
Virginia Beach from Lynn in Nor- 
folk County, England and he is tradi- 
tionally credited with associating the 
name Lynnhaven with this area. The 
Adam Thoroughgood House is oper- 
ated by the Chrysler Museum and is 
open Saturdays from 10 a.m. to 5 
p.m. and Sundays from 1 p.m. to 5 
p.m. There is a fee of $4 to tour this 
early 1600s house and grounds and 
the 17lh century garden. 

The Old Donation Episcopal 
Church, 4449 N. Witchduck Road 
(Historical Site 3) was built in 1736. 
The first Lynnhaven Parish Church 
was built in 1639 on land given by 
Adam Thoroughgood and was built 
on land still known today as Church 
Point. The original site of this first 
church is now under water. 

When erosion caused the grave- 
yard to sink, the church began to give 
way. It was abandoned in 1692 and 
the court ordered a new brick church 
built further up the river "near the 
ferry." This new brick church, built 
on two acres of land owned by John 
Thoroughgood was later called Do- 
nation, then after the Revolutionary 
War, the church was given the name 
of Old Donation in 1822 due to its 
proximity to Donation Farm. Fire 
gutted the building in 1882 and it 
stood empty for 34 years. The church 
was restored in 1916 and services 
have been uninterrupted since that 
time. The alms plates and Baptismal 
font still used at this church were 
originally those used in the first par- 
ish church built on TTioroughgood's 
Church Point. Princess Anne became 
a county in 1 69 1 and the first ordered 
couri house was built at the Brick 
Church (donation). 

The current Old Donation Episco- 
pal Church with only itsoriginal walls 
is open by appointment and the par- 
ish office hours are Monday through 
Friday, 9 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 

The Lynnhaven House (Historical 
Site 4) at 4405 Wishart Rd. near the 
intersection of Wishart and 
Witchduck roads was originally 
called the Wishart House but because 
of its proximity to the Lynnhaven 
River it was renamed Lynnhaven 
House. It is one of thrM of the oldest 
surviving houses in Old Princess 
Anne County and the one most au- 
thentically restored in Virginia Beach. 
Owned by Mr. and Mrs. William W. 
Oliver Sr., the house and one and a 
half acres of land was presented as a 



gift to the Association for the Preser- 
vation of Virginia Antiquities in 1 97 1 . 

James Wishart, one of 28 inden- 
tured servants listed in a 1 654 patent 
to Capt. Thomas Willoughby, pur- 
chased 600 acres between 1672 and 
1678 in the Little Creek vicinity. It is 
thought that he was related to the 
family of Wishard (Wishart) of 
Pittarrow, Kincardineshire, Scotland. 
The Willoughby family was a promi- 
nent in Elizabeth River Parish as the 
Thoroughgoods were in Lynnhaven 
Parish. Both families lands were sepa- 
rated only by Little Creek. In the 1 7- 
Cehtury, only the very rich could 
build a brick house because it took 
two indentured carpenters and two 
indentured bricklayers three to four 
years to build a house like the 
Lynnhaven House. 

The preservation of many of the 
interior features also makes 
Lynnhaven House an instructive ex- 
ample of its period. Be sure to look at 
the closed-string Jacobean stair a.s- 
cending in the hall of the two-room 
first floor building. The ceilings of 
the two rooms are highlighted by 
exposed joists with molded edges. 

A large cooking fireplace is intact 
in the first-floor secondary room and 
household skills and various crafts of 
the colonists are demonstrated on the 
tour of this small but stately structure 
built in 1725. The Lynnhaven House 
is open May and October on week- 
ends only; June 1 to Sept. 30, Tues- 
day through Sunday, noon to 4 p.m. 
Open yearly by appointment.

Pembroke Manor, listed as His- 
torical Site 7 on the map, was built in 
1764 by Jonathan Saunders on land 
given to his grandfather, who had 
come to be the rector of Lynnhaven 
Parish of the Church of England, by 
the English crown in 1694. Upon his 
death in 1765, he willed his new 
home to his 18-year-old son, John 
Saunders. Within five years, John 
Saunders was labeled a "public en- 
emy" because of his approval of the 
Troy cause during the Revolutionary 
War. In 1 770 he was declared a "Brit- 
ish Subject" by the Princess Anne 
Committee of Safety and all his prop- 
erty was confiscated. In 1781, Tho- 
mas Jefferson, then Virginia's Gov- 
ernor, sold the Saunders estate, 900 
acres more or less, to Capt. Henry 
Kellam. 

After his property was sold, John 
Saunders became a captain in the 
British Army and after the war, went 
to New Brunswick, Canada where he 
died in 1834. 

Jonathan Saunders and Capt. 
Kellam's gravestones reads, "Sacred 
to the memory of Captain Jonathan 
Saunders. A person of great piety and 
a most humane disposition, adored 
by all. Was a kind husband, father 
and sincere friend." Pembroke Manor 
is open on the first Saturday of each 
month from 1 1 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

The information above isjust small 
bits and pieces of the history involved 
in the "Bayside History Trail - Legacy 
on the Lynnhaven" brochure and wc 
hope it will whet your appetite enough 
to make you want to go and visit the 
places listed. There is so much more 
hi.story than the few words listed in 
this article. 

Again I want to say, I hope you 
enjoy your trek down this "History 
Trail."

Kathy Graves is in good company. In fact, 
make that very good company. 

After all, her hangout buddies are most 
likely Lady Luck, The Tooth Fairy and 
Glenda the Good Witch. 

As Cape Henry Collegiate School's 
resident good fairy — or. more often, the 
birthday fairy — Graves flits about 
spreading good cheer and hearing wishes 
from young and old alike. 

By day Graves is in her third year as 
teacher librarian at the Virginia Beach 
school. But every now and then (usually 
about once a month) she sheds her street 
clothes for frothy gowns, sparkling 
headpieces and a shiny wand.

water from the lake on a temporary 
basis, but this is a permanent alter- 
ation which will have a significant 
impact. 

McClanan said that the General 
Assembly representatives are run- 
ning for office and "we need to get 
commitments from them..." If we 
feel strongly, she said, the resolu- 
tion should be sent to the govern- 
ment and the General Assembly," 

Norfolk pumped sufficient water 
from Stumpy Lake to permit 
Transamericato examine the bed of 
Stumpy Lake to determine its suit- 
ability for the proposed develop- 
ment. 

However, Transamerica has indi- 
cated its desire to lower the water 
level of Stumpy Lake permanently 
by structurally altering a dam con- 
trolling the elevation of water in 
the lake, according to the resolu- 
tion. 

To develop the property, 
however, Transamerica would need 
lezoning and other approvals from 
Virginia Beach. 

Planning Director Robert Scott 
at a council work session Turaday, 



said that no rezonings or any other 
applications have been submitted 
by Transamercca. Up until now, he 
said, the concern in the community 
stemps from the belief that the ac- 
tivities are being carried on without 
the approval of city staffs. 

Most of the speakers at the for- 
mal meeting supported the le- 
soution. 

Fred Adams said that the Stumpy 
Lake property was important to the 
community to maintain a quality 
of life. Adams is a member of 
Friends of Stumpy Lake. 

Paul Hamaker said he was in 
favor of preserving Stumpy Lake. 
He said it was the last pristine 
piece of property and draining the 
lake will have an impact on the 
wildlife and one human life. 

Charles Traub III said there is no 
compelling reason for lowering tte 
lake, that the action was {xvmature 
and no development plans or re- 
quests for permits have been sub- 
mitted. A permanent drawdown 
would have environmental and sa- 
vice problems, he said. 

Doug Talbot, representing 
Transamerica Services Inc., s^ 
that no applications or plans have 
been filed because the evaluation of 



the property is not complete. He 
said Transamerica always is inter- 
ested in open forums and hoped the 
city would approach the issues 
with an open mind. 

He said that Stumpy Lake was 
made by a private water company 
and then acquired y Norfolk. 

In the absence of other informa- 
tion, said Branch, the resolution 
will send a message. He said there 
is a great deal of concern that devel- 
opment will take place.

■ A clarificationihat water quid- 
ily must always be protected aid 
that the modifying term wtoe 
practicable applies only to enhance- , 
ment of water quality. 

The resolution approved Tuesday 
notes that the temporary lowering 
of tl« water level in Stumpy lake 
resulted in significant adverse envi- 
ronmental impacts to the area m 
well as to surrounding areas and 
there are concerns that greater al- 
verse impacts would be experien(»l.

Rodeo rounds up 
special meaning 
for Beacli boy

Professional cowboys from 
across the country are en route to 
Virginia Beach for this weekend's 
rodeo at Princess Anne Park. Still, 
the biggest attraction at the Sunday 
afternoon show, scheduled for 2 
p.m., could prove to be 9-year-old 
Daniel Martin. 

Daniel, a lifelong rodeo enthusi- 
ast, had to sit out last year's rodeo 
because he was undergoing treat- 
ment for leukemia at Children's of 
King's Daughters. This year, with 
the disease in remission, he's ful- 
filling one end of a bargain made 
with rodeo chairman Gene Snow. 

Snow, a member of Tidewater 
Western Riders, which sponsors 
the rodeo, met Daniel last year dur- 
ing a special performance for pa- 
tients at the hospital. Daniel's par- 
ents, Sandy and Sheree, explained 
the boy's disappointment at miss- 
ing the show, and Snow promised 
him that if he was well enough he 
could ride this year. 

"Sure enough, we got a call a 
few weeks ago from Daniel's par- 
ents telling us that he could ride," 
Gene said. 

Proceeds from the weekend-long 
rodeo are donated to the children's 
hospital, so it seemed appropriate 
that Daniel would be featured in the 
event. 

"Of all the years that we've done 
this (the rodeo) this seemed so spe- 
cial," Snow said. 

Daniel, who lives in Larkspur 
with his parents and 12-year-old 
sister Sarah, was diagnosed with 
leukemia in May 1998 after he suf- 
fered severe back pains for several

weeks. The apparently healthy, 
very active child had a passion for 
horses and for baseball, but that 
spring's baseball practices produced 
severe back pains. 

Both Daniel and his mother re- 
member the exact date that they 
learned he had leukemia. 

"It was May 5, 1998," Daniel 
said. "I had been to my family 
physician, and to an orthopedic 
specialist" but tests performed by 
these doctors produced no answers. 
Finally, the pain became so sevwe 
that Daniel landed in the emergency 
room at Childrens' Hospital of the 
King's Daughters, where physi- 
cians diagnosed the problem as 
acute lymphoblastic leukemia. 

"They said that back problems 
aren't typically the way it mani- 
fests itself," Sheree said. "Usually, 
it produces tiredness, more like 
monotype symptoms." 

The diagnosis could have been 
devastating, but the Martins were 
optimistic from the beginning. 

"We were told that if you have to 
have leukemia, that's the bes^type 
to have," Sheree added. "There's an 
85 percent recovery rate. And 
Daniel's real positive about it. He's 
outgoing and optimistic; he does 
whatever they (the physicians) ask 
him to do." 

Daniel mutt have inherit- 
ed his attitude from his parents, 
who also appear optimistic, re- 
silient, and willing to discuss 
Daniel's disease openly. 

Still, the leukemia changed life 
in the Martin household. ShefM, a 
second-gra^ teacher, stayed home 



last year in order to home-school 
Daniel because the child's frequent 
hospitalizations and his suscepti- 
bility to contagious diseases made 
it impractical for him to attend 
school. 

The disease has been in remis- 
sion since the initial treatment, 
Sheree explained, but Daniel some- 
times encounters problems when 
the medicine that he takes pushes 
his white cell count too low ard 
leaves him vulnerable to any infec- 
tious disease that happens to be 
going around. 

This year, he'll be attending 
Greenbrier Christian Academy, but 
he missed the first week because he 
was hospitalized week with a fever 
that was thought to be caused by 
an virus. 

"My cells get too low some- 
times," Daniel explained matter-of- 
factly. The outgoing child missed 
being around other children last 
year, and looked forward to the start 
of school this year "but I still dkl 
my homework even though I 
couldn't go to school." 

Daniel's illness has also been 
hard on his 12-year-old sister, 
Sarah. "There have been things she 
wanted to do that she couldn't do 
because Daniel was in treatment," 
Sheree explained. "Sometimes we 
planned to do things as a family, or 
she wanted to have friends over to 
spend the night, and she couldn't 
because Daniel's count was too 
low." 

"We try to make sure that he's 
not exposed to too many 
diseases," said Renee, who added 
that the family uses a lot of hand 
wipes and anti-bacterial soaps in 
their effort to minimize household 
germs. She also expects that she 
might have to keep Daniel home 
from school for awhile this winter 
if there's a severe flu epidemic, epi- 
demic. 

Daniel also had to cope with the 
illness of his beloved pet, a boida- 
coUie named "Flash", and the death 
of a friend that he'd met in the hos- 
pital. 

The other boy, also a 9-year-old 
leukemia patient, was strikingly 
similar to Daniel and the two be- 
came friends almost immediately, 
Sheree said. 

"He'd only just met him a couple 
of weeks before at the hospital," 
Sheree said. 

Both boys were friendly, active, 
and very optimistic about their ill- 
ness, but the second boy died unex- 
pectedly during treatment. 

Flash, who began having 
seizures during Daniel's first hospi- 
talization, was eventually diag- 
nosed with epilepsy. The 75-pound 
collie is now on medication to con- 
trol the condition, but the dog was 
comatose for three days during 
Daniel's hospital stay. 

"We didn't know if the dog was 
going to live or not," Sheree said. 
"We had to leave him at the emer- 
gency vet clinic at night because 
our vet's office was closed at night. 
We'd get up every morning, pick 
Flash up, take him to our vet's, 
then go to the hospital." 

"When we first came home we 
were both on IVs," Daniel added. 

Daniel missed most of last base- 
ball season, but this year he 
pitched for his team at a local recre- 
ation center, where he was named 
most valuable player. He's also re- 
sumed riding, and he'll ride "Leo", 
a horse owned by Wakefield resi- 
dent Marsha Davis, who will be 
featured as rodeo queen in the up- 
coming rodeo. 

"I ride when I get a chance," 
Daniel said, "but 1 like to ride 
Western. I've always like rodeos, 
and I was real big on all that cow- 
boy stuff when I was little." 

"He had cowboy everything in 
his room for awhile," his mother 
added. As a small child, Daniel had 
the chance to meet cowboy Roy 
Rogers, and he still has an auto- 
graphed picture of the star. 

"I asked Him how he kept his hat 
on when he rides," Danielsaid, "and 
he joked and said he staplwl it." 

Daniel's decided to opt for a ca- 
reer in sports rather than a life as a 
cowboy. He hopes to become a 
professional baseball player, but if 
that doesn't work out he'd like to 
be a computer engineer or a physi- 
cian "because I like Math and Sci- 
eiK«." 

Still, Daniel's "real excited" 
about riding in Sunday's rodeo, 
which will also include clowns, 
pony rides and other activities for 
children. Daniel will ride during 
intermission. 

This weekend's shows are sdied- 
uled for 8 p.m. Friday and Saturday 
nights and 2 p.m. Sunday. For

is a nearly 28 percent improven^nt 
from 1998. 

In writing, Kempsville had the 
highest passing percentage at r^ar- 
ly 92 percent. Tailwood improved 
nearly 17 percent from last yea-, 
bringing its score to nearly 89 pa- 
cent. 

However, four of the schools dd 

not exceed the state pass rate of 81 
percent, but two of them met ac- 
creditation standards in the subject. 
Green Run showed a boost of near- 
ly 19 percent, boosting the score to 
nearly 80 percent. Also, Princess 
Anne's results in writing were 
close to 79 percent, up from last 
year's nearly 71 percent. 

The lowest scores were at the 
Open Campus facility, with nearly 
52 percent, and Virginia Beach 
Central Academy with approxi- 
mately 42 percent. The good news 
for the schools is that each im- 
proved more than 20 percent from 
last year's percentage. 

At the middle and high 
school levels, the primary area of 
low test scores was in history. 

The division pass rate for middle 
school history was neariy 41 pw- 
cent, up six percent from last year. 
Six institutions did not meet the 
state pass rate of 40 percent, which

were Salem, Bayside, Corporate 
Landing, Plaza, Larkspur and Cen- 
ter of Effective Learning. The low- 
est score was at the center, with 
only 10 percent of the students 
passing, opposed to last year's six 
percent. 

On the other hand, nearly 97 pCT- 
cent of Kemps Landing Magnet 
students taking the history SOL 
passed, improving two percent 
from last year's percentage. 



The high school U.S. history 
test results showed only First 
Colonial, Ocean Lakes and 
Kempsville exceeding the state 
pass rate of 32.3 percent, with 
none of the schools meeting the 
standards. At the Open Campus fe- 
cility, only three and a half pocent 
of the students passed, down nearly 
half percent from 1998. On the 
other h^nd, the highest result was 
at First Colonial at nearly 36 per- 
cent. 

In early July, a SOL resource 
guide for teachers of history and so- 
cial science was completed, and is 
anticipated to be used in class- 
rooms statewide in the 1999-2000 
school year. 

Kirk Schroder, president of the 
Virginia Board of Education, asked 
board member Mark Christie last 
year to coordinate the project with 
the assistance of history and social 
science experts. 

"This is another example of how 
the board is working with educators 
to ensure the successful implemen- 
tation of the Standards of 
Learning," said Schroder. "Social 
studies is the only content area in 
the SOL where parents have writ- 
ten to me with questions about 
classroom practices. "I think there 
were some valid concerns from 
both teachers and parents about the

Assistant Superintendent for Ac- 
counubility and Technology Dr.

"The results showed we did sig- 
nificantly better than bur neighbors 
in the area," he said. "All of our 
schools showed significantly pro- 
gress.

"One thing that's helped is teach- 
ers and staff becoming familiar 
with the test and its format. We 
also redesigned the curriculum for 
the SOLs and this process will be a 
continuation. There has been new 
methods of teacher training, with 
an increase emphasis on the 
SOLs." 

At the state level, the 
next step in the effort to improve 
SOL scores is for the Virginia 
Standards of Learning Assessment 
Program Advisory Committee to 
explore ideas for changes in the 
SOL tests and methods to help 
teachers ensure each child taking an 
SOL test has the best possible 
chance for success. 

The committee, headed by Jen- 
nifer Byler and Dr. Mark Edwards, 
has received ideas for improving 
the tests and performance reports. 

Earlier this month, Schroder sent 
a letter to Byler and Edwards asking 
the committee to look into changes 
in the social studies testing. 

Some of the ideas outlined in the 
letter include developing essay 
questions for the middle and high 
school history tests and giving 
school divisions more options to 
combine or separate world history 
from world geography. 

He also plans to seek the com- 
mittee's recommendation on im- 
proving the School Performance 
Report Card and student SOL re- 
ports. 

"These are ideas that Board mem- 
bers have heard in public hearings 
and from principals, parents and 
tethers in schools across 
Virginia," said Schroder. "While no 
decisions have been made, I believe 
each suggestion deserves further ex- 
ploration and consideration. I am 
eager to hear how the committee 
will advise the Board on these 
ideas."

Last week's 31st Street Park (fe- 
sign Workshop provided Virginia 
Beach residents with an opportuni- 
ty to give city officials their input 
on designing the planned public 
area. 

The 65,000-square-foot park is 
part of the 31st Street Redevelop- 
ment Project, a public/private part- 
nership among the city of Virginia 
Beach, the Virginia Beach Develop- 
ment Authority, 31st Street, L.C. 
and an independent (tevelqwr. 
When completed, the project will 
also feature a four-star hotel with 
300 rooms, an 800-space paiidng 
garage and a free-standing restaurant 
with public restrooms. 

As part of the agreement, the cfe- 
veloperwill provide $1 million for 
the construction and landscaping of 
the park. In addition, the de\e\opet 
will maintain the park and the pub- 
lic restrooms as well as provide 
funds for free entertainment open to 
the public. 

"Although the agreement spelled 
out a lot of the specifics about the 
size of the hotel and parking 
garage, it did not go into detail 
about the park," said David 
Bradley, management and budget 
analyst with the Department of

for the right-of-way. 

The highway would serve a shop- 
ping center which, planning direc- 
tor Robert Scott said, would be 
three-fourths the size of Lynnhaven 
Mall. 

The property is presently zoned 
commercial so the developer can go 
ahead with the project. Without 
city participation, the developer 
could develop the property with 
more modest road improvements. 
The city also would lose the con- 
trols over the development itwould 
have with the cost participation 
agreement. 

Doug Ellis, representing Ellis 
Gibson Development Group which 
will develop the properly with Rea- 
sor Enterpprises, said that the 
agreement is a way for the city to 
leverage its roadway dollars.

He said that 
the savings to taxpayers made 
sense and the community supports 
the project. 

Councilwoman Parker said that 
the project did not have the unique- 
ness she was looking for. She said 
that to invest public dollars, she 
wanted something unique. 

Obemdorf pointed out that the 
city would not be investing public 
dollars in buildings. 

Parker also said that this project 
would be pushed alviad of others.

"The City Council wanted input 
from the citizens as far as what 
they wanted in the park and this is 
what we hoped to gain a sense of 
from the design workshop." 

To help provide a structure for 
the planning process, residents 
were asked to answer the following 
question: "What is the park?" 

Although the responses to this 
question were numerous and di- 
verse, one thing the residents cfid 
agree upon was that the park could 
not accommodate all their wishes. 

With this established, residents 
then had to decide whether the parte 
should feature an active or a pas- 
sive recreation environment. An ac- 
tive recreation environment might 
be equipped with playgrounds or 
exercise equipment. In contrast, a 
passive recreation environment 
might have benches or walking 
paths. 

As part of the agreement, an en- 
tertainment structure must be con- 
structed in the park. Many residents 
felt the entertainment stnKJture 
should be portable or kept low to 
the ground in order to provide an 
unobstructed view of the ocean- 
front. 

They also felt that some features 
of the park, such as lighting and 
benctes, should be consistent with 
those along the oceanfront gitea- 
bclt. Residents also raised qus- 
tions about access to transpcxtation 
from die site. 

The key point in the comments 
offers was striking a balance be- 
tween preserving the view '^f the 
ocean and fulfilling the requite- 
ments of the agreement. 



Although citizens had an oppw- 
tunity to share their visions of the 
park, many were angered that the 
31st Street Redevelopment Project 
was slated to continue. 

Barbara Messener and aj^roxi- 
mately 20 other residents came to 
the design workshop to protest the 
project. 

"We don't have that many parks 
in the area," Messener said. "We 
need a place to relax, not to be en- 
tertained. The beach itself is the 
destination and that is what we 
must keep in mind." 

Messener has worked closely 
with the Friends of the 31st Street 
Park a group of Virginia Beach res- 
idents that have posted petitions 
and sponsored rallies opposing the 
project. Messener said she was 
frustrated by the apathy of many 
residents and their lack of informa- 
tion about the project. 

"It's so sad that we have some- 
thing so special the way it is now 
and it will be ruined by the 
project," Messener said. 

"We don't need another hotel on 
the oceanfront because the beach is 
already overcrowded. I feel that 
council is not taking into account 
the quality of life for the citizens. 
This should be their main objec- 
tive." 

The park developed would be 
larger than the existing parks at 
17 th and 24th streets combined. 
Through the agreement, the city 
would not have to pay to maintain 
the park. As a result, the project 
would allow the city to accomplish 
three major goals. 

First, the open vista to the ocean 
would be preserved and citizens 
would still have access to the beach 
from that location. Second, the city 
hopes the project will foster a mar- 
ket for more upscale retail stores 
along the oceanfront. Third, rev- 
enues from the project will be used 
to fund services provided by the 
city. 

"The project will generate ap- 
proximately $10 million of rev- 
enue for the city in the first 10 
years alone," said Charies R. Ap- 
plebach, media relations mani^er 
with the Public Information Office. 
"With the revenue that is generated, 
the city will have the funds for 
other projects vital to the commu- 
nity such as education." 

Although some residents main- 
tained their position against the 
project, others were willing to ac- 
cept that it will proceed and that 
they must provide their input with- 
in the existing framework. 

Barbara K. Ford was saddened 
that the existing land will be devd- 
oped. She told how she took her 
twin 8-year-old granddaughters 
down to the area to look at the 
ocean while Hurricane Dennis lin- 
gered off the coast. 

"I'm saddened that the future gen- 
erations will not have as large a 
view of the ocean because of the 
development," Ford said. 

"That's why I said on my com- 
ment sheet that the park should be 
an open area with grass and bench- 
es along the outer sides." 

Ford said she felt public input 
was limited because of require- 
ments that had been established as 
part of the agreement. 

"I'm rather frustrated that it all 
seems to be a done deal," she said. 
"Because of some of the mpre- 
ments that have been established 
about the park, I question wh^her 
the input from the citizens will 
have an impact." 

With the comments provided 
from the first meeting, city offi- 
cials will meet with designers to 
develop an initial plan for the park. 
This design will be shared with the 
public at an upcoming open house 
to gain additional comnwnts frcmi 
Virginia Beach resictaits.

Judge David H. Adams presides 
as King Neptune over annual test

U.S. Bankruptcy Court Judge 
David H. Adams doesn't know 
what to answer to these days. 

It's a tossup between "His 
Honor" and "His Majesty." 

After all, not many people can 
boast that they're a judge and a 
king — much less King 
Neptune. 

Since his coronation last 
month, Adams admits he has 
taken a lot of good-natured 
ribbing about that.

Norfolk. 

A member of the festival Board 
of Directors and former Triton, 
Adams learned several months 
ago that he'd been chosen for the 
honor. He follows in the 
footsteps of Clarence Holland, 
Tom Barton and other Beach 
notables who served as King of 
the Deep. 

Adams had to keep it a secret 
from everyone practically but his 
wife, Bonnie, until the 
coronation late last month. > 
"When people asked me who I 
thought the king would be this 
year, I'd just give them the 
names of those I thought. Like 
Finnochio, I could feel my nose 
growing every time," he 
chuckled. "I'm glad it's public 
now." 

Since it's, official, Adams can 
share his enthusiasm with 
everyone at being the ceremonial 



leader of the city's biggest 
"beach party." 

"It's exciting, a lot of fun and 
quite an honor.

Survey finds 45 
percent polled 
experience 
verbal attacks

City jobs can be hazardous and that 
doesn't mean only for police officers and 
firemen. 

In a survey made by Continental Re- 
search, Norfolk, for the Mayor's Interac- 
tion Initiative Task Nree 181 of 401 
city employees questioned'by mail, 181 
or 45.1 percent said that during the past 
year they had personally experienced ver- 
bal attacks (screaming, profanity, insults, 
abusive language or threats of harm) on 
their city job. 

Also, 129 or 32.2 percent, had received 
verbal attacks or threats from a customer 
or client, 39 or 7.5 percent from a co- 
worker and 22 from both, A fortunate 
220 had not experienced verbal attacks.

The number of times the employees 
experience verbal attacks or threats vary 
from everyday — 1 1 to rarely. And 192 
emf^oyees have witnessed these verbal 
attacks against a co-worker. 

Employees. 123, also witnessed these 
attacks or threats from a customer or 
client or from a co-worker, while 209 
said they had never witnessed an attack. 

The problem extends to physical vio- 
lence. Forty-two employees said they 
personally experienced physical violence 
— pushing, hitting, punching, being 
knocked down, threatened or injured with 
a weapon. 

Fifty-five employees said they had wit- 
nessed such attacks.

too. Forty-nine employees said they hal 
been attacked by a customer or client, 
while only six said they had been at- 
tacked by a co-worker. 

In spite of the figures, 185 said they 
feel that they are adequately trained or 
prepared to deal with difficult or threat 
ending encounters on their city jobs. 

However, task force headed by Dr. 
Terry S. Jenkins, concluded that more 
emphasis should be placed on training 
and recommended that a training manual 
be developed. 

The task force is composed of mental 
health, judicial, law enforcement and edu- 
cational professionals and other commu- 
nity leaders.

flood insurance 
in mind

When the city reassesses its Hood plain 
ordinances and regulations or makes other 
planning decisions, it should keep flood 
insurance in the limelight, cautioned the 
Planning Department's Clay Bemick. 

He said the federal government looks at 
Hood insurance as a package and if the 
city caused a problem by some of its ds- 
cisions, insurance rates and even partici- 
pation in the program could be jeopar- 
dized. 

He said that drainage in the southern 
part of the city is very different from 
what you have to do in the north. 

Planning Director Robert Scott had ex- 
plained that for the purposes of drainage, 
the dividing line is Dam Neck Road and 
Lynnhaven Parkway. North of the line, 
water drains into the Chesapeake Bay; 
South of the line, it drains southward. 

To qualify for insurance, Bemick said 
the finished floor of a structure has to be 
one foot above the 100 year flood. 

The discussion Tuesday at a City 
Council workshop centered on floodplain 
regulations and variances to assist City 
Council in making decisions on variance 
requests which come before it. 

Bemick said that one variance applica- 
tion which involves development at 
Seaboard and Princess Anne Roads, is 
now before council and the council will 
receive another in September, and five <x 
six in the next six months. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said that .she 
had received one call from a constituent 
saying that he had to cross four feet of 
water to get to his home. It was a traves- 
ty that the development was allowed, she 
said. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan said 
that "we have had some very unhappy 
people where development was allowed 
when it was obvious the land itself was 
not suitable. 

Bemick said that when development is 
permitted so long as construction is one

REMEMBER TOUR FREEDOMS 

Constitution Week 

Americans remember the Fourth of July as a 

celebration of the freedom from English 

tyranny with fireworks, parades and picnics. 
Yet the document that ensures our rights to 

freedom, the U.S. Constitution, is often 
forgotten. 

"We the People of the United States, in order 
to form a more perfect union..." The framers 
of the Constitution wrote these words 212 
years ago to begin the preamble of the grand 
document which guides our nation. 
Constitution Week, Sept. 17-23. is the time to 
learn more about it. 

Americans need only glance at today's 
headlines to find reasons to celebrate our 
Constitution. In edmost every part of the world 
the oppressed are valiantly struggling for the 
basic rights which we were granted more 
than 200 years ago. During Constitution 
Week, read this magnificent document to 
understand why so many are willing to risk 
life itself to obtain its benefits. 

Two centuries ago American colonists 
sacrificed and died to establish the freedoms 
guaranteed to us by the Constitution. These 
far-sighted men and women provided a 
republic which established laws to protect 
the rights of all citizens. Today we watch as 
people throughout the world battle for the 
rights that many of us take for granted. 

The framers of the Constitution believed in 
everyone's right to live free from tyranny. In 
1952, Congress authorized the president to 
issue an annual proclamation designating 
Sept. 17 of each year as Citizenship Day in 
commemoration of the signing of the 
Constitution. Three years later, the Daughters 
of the American Revolution proposed devoting 
an entire week to the document by extending 
the period of the observance. A second 
congressional resolution, approved Aug. 2, 
1955 authorized the establishment of 
Constitution Week. 

Now the president issues an annual 
proclamation calling for all citizens to read 
and study this historic, all-important 
document. The observance recognizes that 
not only "We the People" are the supreme 
authority, but that citizenship plays a 
primary role in preserving our system of 
government: democracy. 

Former Chief Justice Warren Burger, 
serving as celebration chairman of the 
Bicentennial of the U.S. Constitution, called 
Constitution Week a legacy representing not 
only the document, but also our commitment 
to educate all citizens concerning its history 
and principles. 

Think about the document which guarantees 
your freedoms this week as you enjoy your 
rights. Many would sacrifice everything to be 
as fortunate. — V.E.H.

Exodus to private schools harms U.S.

Now I've heard everything. Sev- 
eral speakers at the annual meeting 
called the Weekend, a national con- 
servation 
movement 
broadcast by 
C-Span, an- 
n ou need 
their belief 
that Thomas 
Jefferson did 
not mean by 
public edu- 
cation that 
schools 
should be 
government- 
owned and 
operated. 

As if 
Jefferson, a 
man fluent in 
three modem languages and Greek 
and Latin, did not understand the 
meaning of the world "public." The 
conservatives are simply going to 
ha ve to find a hero other than Jefferson 
when it comes to education. Jefferson 
battled his entire life to establish the 
principle of separation of church and 
state and the founding of public edu- 
cation itself. 

Why? Because private education 
was then, and is now, incapable of 
producing the educated citizenry es- 
sential to the preservation of the Re- 
public. And, education under the con- 
trol of any organized religion was, to 
Jefferson, the most inadequate of all. 
This brilliant framer of the U.S. 
Constitution was not in the least con- 
cerned with quality education for the 
affluent. It was the common citizenry 
that mattered, because they were the 
backbone of the Republic. Upon their 
shoulders would rest the future of 
America's form of government. 

So, wake up, America. First class 
public education is about a lot more 
than preparing our children for the 
workforce of the 21st century. It's 
about whether our representative form 
of government will produce leaders 
chosen by thoughtful, informed and 



education citizens or not. 

But any educational reform will be 
ineffective unless we first reverse the 
grave mistake we made in 1 966 which 
began the undermining of what was 
then the top K- 1 2 educational system 
in the world. In that year, under pres- 
sure from President Lyndon Johnson, 
Congress passed the Elementary and 
Secondary Schools Act. 

For the first time in America's his- 
tory, public funds began to flow to 
both parochial and other private 
schools,apractice that continues until 
present day. How on earth do politi- 
cians justify allocating tax revenues 
to private schools? Believe it or not, 
they are based on the economic cir- 
cumstances of students enrolled in 
the private school. 

Once federal and state aid began to 
flow to private schools, the exodus 
was on. Religious and private acad- 
emies sprung up, and both saw their 
enrollment spiral upward on an evrf- 
increasing basis. Not, of course, be- 
cause the public schools suddenly 
became incompetent, but so parents 
could avoid sending their children to 
integrated schools that were man- 
dated by the break up of de facto 
segregation under the Fair Housing 
Act passed that same year. 

Not only did the exodus begin to 
private schools, but the threat of inte- 
grated neighborhoods also set off the 
phenomena known as "white flight," 
which aggravated the problem for 
public education by destroying the 
once-strong tax base that funded the 
public schools in our cities (previ- 
ously the best schools in our nation). 

All the claims that the loss of finan- 
cial support is not a major factor in a 
public school'sabilitytodeliverqual- 
ity education is pure malarkey. Just 
compare the vast difference in the 
level of funds spent in support of 
wealthy suburban schools and those 
of the inner cities, and the relation- 
ship between educational perfor- 
mance and funding is obvious. 

One thing's for certain — govern- 



ment aid rescued parochial and other 
non-elite private academies in the 
1 960's. The rising cost of transporta- 
tion, audio-visual equipment, labo- 
ratories, libraries and other modem 
resources were threatening to drive 
theirtuitions beyond the middle-class 
budget. Even more critical, their in- 
adequate resources for moderniza- 
tion had already caused private 
schools (other than those servicing 
the children of the wealthy elite) to 
fall far below the standards of our 
top-notch public education system. 

Now, here we go again. A quarter 
of a century later the proponents of 
private education are back again with 
their hat-in-hand seeking vouchers 
from the public troth. This time it's 
because the cost of expensive tech- 
nological equipment required by the 
Information Age is driving private 
school tuition beyond middle-class 
affordability. 

American taxpayers need to put 
their collective foot down in no un- 
certain terms. The only result of our 
23-year fragmenting of our K- 1 2 edu- 
cational system between public and 
private schools is that American stu- 
dents now rank 1 1th insteadof 1 st in 
the worid in math and science, be- 
hind every other major industrialized 
nation. 

Every penny of educational fund- 
ing and reforms designed to increase 
school accountability, high standards 
of learning and competition resulting 
from parental choice must be within 
the public school system. Taxpayers 
should not be expected to fund an 
excellent system of public education 
as well as support a network of pri- 
vate schools, whose purpose is not to 
serve our national but their own elit- 
ist or religious agenda. 

Let's put the public back in public 
and the private back in private, once 
and for ail. Then, and only then, will 
the middle class exercise its very 
formidable might and force our 
elected officials to provide the worid- 
class education that ought to be the 
birthright of every child in America.

Mofumvtmd jami: SmatC Business success

Mohammed Jami has the two factors criti- 
cal to good enterprise: knowledge and confi- 
dence. 

Jami doesn't just understand what it takes 
to run a small business. He excels at it. 

The local entrepreneur's National Compu- 
Tech Services (NC-TS) garnered Virginia 
Beach Small Business of the Year 1999. 
The honor is presented annually by the 
Hampton Roads Chamber of Commerce. 

Founded in 1990, NC-TS is much like 
"The Little Train That Could." Shrugging 
off adversity during its first year of opera- 
tion, NC-TS prevailed over the pitfalls of a 
start-up business and quickly outgrew its of- 
fice space. 

Nine years ago Jami's operation began 
with just $10,000 starting capital, 500 
square feet of office space and just one em- 
ployee — himself. 

Today, the firm owns 2,100 square feet, 
has nine office buildings and grossed more 
than $1.3 million in sales last year. 

NC-TS specializes in providing Microsoft 
and Novell LAN and WAN networking sys- 
tems and is a provider for IBM, Compaq, 
AST, Hewlett-Packard, NEC, Acer and Dig- 
ital equipment Corp. The company provides 
planning, acquisition, management, com- 
puter refreshment and internet services. 

At the heart of the business is Mohammed 
Jami, simply known as "Jamie" to friends, 
family and clients. 

He attributes his success to "always 
putting service before the sale" and is a 
firm believer in the power of teamwork. 

"When hiring people, tell them how you 
like to do business. Teach them your philos- 
ophy. If they can do that, you can make a 
good team. Let them know how you like to 
treat people. As long as they can go that, 
you've got a teammate." said Jami. 

"Every one of our clients has been a refer- 
ral — and we've had clients with us about 
10 years." 

Attributing about 90 percent of his busi- 
ness to commercial accounts, large cus- 
tomers include Stihl Inc., Barker Campbell 
Farley and Mansfield, Price Waterhouse 
Coopers, and Naval Undersea Warfare Cen- 
ter in Suffolk. 

"We have clients with more than 150 
computers and some with just two or three. 
We treat them the same way. If their com- 
puters aren't working, they can't afford to be 
down. Not in small business." 

Jami, a graduate of Old Dominion Univer- 
sity with a dcsgree in biology, is an ail- 
American success story. For years he la- 
bored for others. Today, he's his own boss. 

"I worked for Computerland in Hampton 
for six years. It took me about three or four 
years to get to the point where I knew 
enough that I thought I could do this. There 
was just so much to leara because it's such 
a wide field. I picked networking and stuck 
with it." 

Getting started was the next — and scary 
— step. By the time Jami was ready to "go 
it" on his own, he was senior tech at Com- 
puteriand and couldn't advance any higher. 

"I saw an opportunity and took it," said 
Jami. "There was a small computer shop on 
Witchduck Road that had gone out of busi- 
ness. It was closed and the space was for 
rent, but the computer sign was still up 
there. I started thinking about that more and 
more. When I saw that sign it clicked" 

Jami co-signed a $10,000 bank loan with 
a former employer and good friend, a man 
he says "treated me like a son." 

With that National Compu-Tech Services 
was bom. 

"Rent was low — it was just a little hole 
in the wall," he laughed. 

By the end of his first year, NC-TS was 
experiencing typical start-up pains. Cash 
was low and the Jamis sold their home, 
using part of the money to sink into the 
business. By the end of the second year the 
outlook was much better. By the third year 
he had three technicians and was outgrow- 
ing the Witchduck Road space. 

By the end of six years, with six employ- 
ees, "there was no room left for anything." 
Jami found a old home — albeit run-down 
— at a prime location on Virginia Beach 
Boulevard across from Willis Wayside. The 
building got a total face-lift and today is a 
professional office space. 

"This was just an old shack — just terri- 
ble looking," Jami mused. "But my real es- 
tate agent said we could fix it up and get 




commercial zoning. We've been here four 
years. Time fiies. It's just been unbeliev- 
able. Now it's at the point where we need to 
expand again." 

Learning NC-TS was named Small Busi- 
ness of the Year, Jami was humbled. 

"It has taken a lot to get here. It's a very 
tough, competitive market," he noted. "I'm 
honored by the award."

The discussion Tuesday at a City 
Council workshop centered on 
floodplain regulations and variances 
to assist City Council in making 
decisions on variance requests 
which come before it. 

Bcmick said that one variance ap- 
plication which involves develop- 
ment at Seaboard and Princess 
Anne Roads, is now before council 
and the council will receive another 
in September, and five or six in the 
next six months. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said 
that she had received one call from 



a constituent saying that he had to 
cross four feet of water to get to 
his home. It was a travesty that the 
development was allowed, she said. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that "we have had some very 
unhappy people where development 
was allowed when it was obvious 
the land itself was not suitable. 

Bernick said that when develop- 
ment is permitted so long as con- 
struction is one foot above the 100 
year flood plain, the cumulative ef- 
fect is not being considered. 

He said that at present the city is 
engineering toward a 10-year flood 
for drainage and a 25-year flood for 
water quality.

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said she thought the city should 
push its engineering to a higher 
level.

He huffed. ..and he puffed.. .but he 
couldn't blow Hampton Roads down. 

What Hurricane Floyd's winds could- 
n't do, however, his waters did. 

Dumping neariy 20 inches of rain in 
some areas, tidal flooding compounded 
problems across the region — and con- 
tuuie to a week after Floyd's quick 
visit to the region. 

In Chesapeake, residents of Elmwood 
Landing in Deep Creek are still wring- 
ing out their belongings — and trying 
to rebuild their lives — after the subdi- 
vision was submersed by massive 
flooding. 



In Portsmouth, citizens could finally 
draw water from the tap Tuesday after 
enduring several days with no drink- 
able water and relying on the generosi- 
ty of surrounding cities and free bottled 
water to make it through the period. 

In Norfolk and Virginia Beach, citi- 
zens counted their blessings after being 
spared the brunt of Floyd's watery 
wrath. 

But Tuesday, officials across Hamp- 
ton Roads prepared for another soaking 
from Hurricane Harvey. As of press 
time, the National Weather Service es- 
timated as much as four inches of pre-

For the fifth consecutive year, the 
African American Cultural Council

Pickett, an African-American cowboy 
bom into slavery in 1 854.

This, 
and other t^hniques, will be displayed at 
it«TO(ko. 

In 1977, Pickett was entered into the 
National Cowboy Hall of Fame and was 



also featuredon a postage stamp, I'niil 
that year, Pickett had not been widely 
recognized before Lu Vason, discovered 
of the Bill Pickett Rodeo, found many 
African-Americans taking part in (lie 
Wyoming Cheyenne Frontier Day Fesii- 
val. This made Vason determined to 
make Americans aware of African- 
American's role in history as cowkiys

When more than 2.5 million people were 
ordered to evacuate coastal regions of Florida, 
Georgia, the Carolinas and Virginia, the 
American Red Cross was ready to give them a 
safe place to ride out the storm. It opened 
more than 730 shelters along the East Coast, 
providing a safehaven for more than 101,500 
people — more than the population of 
Charlottesville. 

Thus far. the Red Cross has provided more 
than 336,000 meals and snacks to people in 
the affected areas with 70-plus emergency 
response vehicles on the scene at sites 
affected by Hurricane Floyd. 

They're there to lend a shoulder to cry on, 
financial support (including rent for those 
who have lost their homes), essential items, 
and guidance about other financial assistance 
programs. Teams of trained, licensed mental 
health professionals are also on hand to help 
victims cope with the trauma and begin 
rebuilding their lives. 

All this help is provided free to the victims. 

But all this help also means money to the 
humanitarian Red Cross. The full cost of 
Hurricane Floyd won't be known until 
everyone return home — If their homes are 
left. A $10 million campaign Is now under 
way to help these victims. Some $400,000 
must be raised in Virginia and Washington, 
D.C. alone. 

Most of Hampton Roads was fortunate in 
Floyd, but many of our neighboring cities 
weren't. Consider, for example, the seemingly 
unbearable burden residents of Franklin 
must be feeling right now.

HAMPTON ROADS WEATHERED THE STORM 

Now the cleanup 

Few will forget Hurricane Floyd. Though the 
storm brought less wind than was expected, 
the torrential rainfall dumped during his brief 
visit is making life a mess for many. 

Just ask the folks in Elmwood Landing in 
Chesapeake's Deep Creek, where boats are 
making it where cars can't. Or in Olde Towne 
Portsmouth, where tides rose to the level of 
street signs and swamped vehicles. Or for 
citizens of Portsmouth and Chesapeake 
without clean drinking water. 

Still. Hampton Roads was fortunate — but 
residents shouldn't let their guard lapse. The 
devastation could have been much more 
widespread, as in Franklin, Hampton or 
northeastern North Carolina. Remember, 
hurricane season Isn't over until Nov. 1 . 

Those affected by Floyd are now starting the 
cleanup process. The trauma that results 
from a severe storm or other disaster often 
handicaps victims with doubt and fear. They 
wonder, "Why me?" Or, "Will things ever get 
back to normal?" or "Can we get through 
this?" The answer is "yes." 

Though some of the pain will linger, there 
are the tasks at hand which must be 
addressed. The quicker one acts, the better 
the chances of recovering stability and getting 
back to normal: 

■ First make sure that your home is 
structurally safe. Make temporary repairs to 
prevent further damage and keeping receipts 
for materials. Call your insurance company 
and get advice about what to do next. If your 
home is uninhabitable, as some in Deep 
Creek must be, find out what living expenses 
the company will pay for. 

■ Take an Inventory of possessions and 
property. If you have a list or videotape that 
was prepared before the disaster, compare 

■ Find out about any special loans or grants 
which may be available to help. Sources 
include the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA), the Small Business 
Administration (homeowners may qualify), 
local government, private lenders and 
American Red Cross disaster relief. 

■ Be extra cautious when hiring 
contractors. Unscrupulous contractors may 
take advantage of people who have 
experienced disasters. 

^Recovery hinges on clear thinking — and 
pVeparation for the future in case of future 
disasters.

It's our turn 
to forgive 
members of

government in the 1970s, it's a dif- 
ferent story altogether. Don't look 
now, but America has hypocritical 
egg all over its face. 

We are right to encourage our Irish 
and Israeli allies to let go of the past 
and move forward into a future unfet- 
tered by bitterness. We are also right 
to demand that persons who aid and 
abet the terrorists acts of others should 
be severely punished. 

But the recent uproar over the re- 
duction of sentences for 1 3 members 
of the FALN by presidential clem- 
ency is not a question of whether or 
not they should receive serious pun- 
ishment for illegal possession of fire- 
arms and explosives and for conspir- 
ing to commit bank robbery to fund 
their radical cause. 

Twenty years served in a federal 
penitentiary is very serious punish- 
ment, not some slap on the wrist. The 
reason President Carter, Archbishop 
Tutu, Nelson Mandela and 300 other 
highly-respected religious and hu- 
man rights leaders petitioned Presi- 
dent Clinton for clemency was not to 
protest their convictions, but to re- 
dress the injustice of the sentences 
imposed. 

Reasonable men can differ on the 
degree to which those who belong to 
terrorist organizations should be held 
accountable for the actions of others

in their group. If the current law does 
not satisfy American's sensibilities 
in this area, then it should be changed 
to reflect our societal view. 

But one thing no American should 
support is the right of federal judges 
to arbitrarily sentence those convicted 
of crimes beyond the maximum sen- 
tence proscribed by our criminal jus- 
tice code. No matter how outraged a 
judge may be by any crime, he should 
be bound to follow the law, not make 
new law by judicial decree. 

This whole clemency uproar has 
proven once again the farsighted ge- 
nius of the framers of our Constitu- 
tion. Personally familiar as they were 
with the unjust sentences handed 
down by the king's judges in the heaf* 
of public passion, the founders gave 
the president a complete and non- 
reviewable power to grant amnesty, 
clemency and pardon. 

The purpose of that power was to 
act as a check against a serious mis- 
carriage of justice by the judicial 
branch. The fact that the presidential 
power is not reviewable reflects the 
framers' belief that such a decision 
should be removed entirely from the 
political arena. Otherwise, the Sen- 
ate would have been given the right 
to ratify or reject the President's de- 
cision. 

Not that a minor thing like the 
Constitution has stopped the Senate 
■Judiciary Committee from conven- 
ing a hearing on the ]Aesidential grant 



of clemency. Of course, Chairman 
Orin Hatch insists that his committee 
is not reviewing the presidential de- 
cision, but is merely investigating the 
recommendation made by the Justice 
Department to the president on this 
issue. 

Huh? Since the power to grant 
clemency is exclusive to the Office 
of the President, he wouldn't have to 
seek recommendations from the Jus- 
tice Department or anybody else for 
that matter. Most presidents do, of 
course, but the bottom line is why 
should it be any of Congress' busi- 
ness what advice the Justice Depart- 
ment did or did not give since the 
Congress is constitutionally barred 
from intervening in the decision it- 
self. 

Equally important, it's time our 
do-nothing Congress start doing its 
own job rather than wasting their 
time and our tax dollars trying to do 
the president's. Senators of both par- 
ties are perfectly free to go out on the 
stump or on the talk shows and pro- 
test the president's decision in no 
uncertain terms. But, as taxpayers we 
have the right to demand that they 
play their political games on their 
own time and not on our dime. 

As for the clemency itself, I sup- 
pose it's a matter of choose your own 
poison. Personally, I fear more of a 
threat when out-of-control federal 
judges are allowed to arbitrarily ig- 
nore our criminal justice code than I 
do by 1 3 political prisoners convicted 
of non-violent crimes being condi- 
tionally released after spending 20 
years in a federal penitentiary. 

Even scarier are those who de- 
mand that these 13 be punished for 
the terrorist bombing in New York 
City that killed one police officer and 
maimed another, even though all of 
there were in federal prison when 
that bombing was planned and oc- 
curred. 

Once mere association in a group 
is enough to justify punishment for 
crimes which the individual did not 
directly or indirectly commit, our 
Fourth Amendment right to due pro- 
cess under the law is no longer worth 
the paper it is written on.

Not too bad. Last year during 
Bonnie we lost power for five days 
and phone service for two weeks — 
and the temperatures were in the 90s. 
This is a piece of cake compared to 
then. 

Well, I take that back. Not for our 
good folks in Portsmouth, portions of 
Chesapeake. Suffolk, Franklin and 
Hampton. It's a first that Virginia 
Beach and Norfolk were spared the 
brunt of the storm. 

Last Wednesday, as Floyd loomed 
closer and closer and the rain got 
harder and harder, speculations be- 
came anxious expectations. He was 
going to hit here for sure. 

Everyone battened down the 
hatches (or, at least, I hope they did). 
I began to make menial prepara- 
tions for how our three newspapers 
here — Virginia Beach Sun, Chesa- 
peake Post and Portsmouth Times — 
would handle the situation. I deter- 
mined that Thursday, come hell or 
high water (it was the latter), I'd be 
out there in the thick of it covering 
Floyd. 

Call nw foolhearty, but I actually 
liked the idea of dashing about in 
wind and rain. I slept pretty soundly 
Wednesday night, except for once 
when I awoke as hard rain lasted 
against the bedroom winctow. 

The following nuMming I began 
plotting my strategy. I knew where 
the shelters were, which areas were 
prone to flooding ami how long tte 
storm was supposed to last. 

Evan, disappointed that for a third 
time Im was missing a golf tourna- 



ment in Myrtle Beach, S.C. due to a 
hurricane, warned me to be extra 
careful plowing about in the rain. He 
and baby Milch headed over to 
grandma's to ride out the storm. 

I headed for the ocean front. 

As a Norfolk native and frequent 
oceanfront visitor, I've rarely seen 
the resort strip as abandoned as it was 
that windy morning. 1 found a park- 
ing spot right at 17th Street and ex- 
ited the Jeep Cherokee to winds push- 
ing 60 miles per hour. 

It was a ghost town, save for a few 
curious stalwarts standing on balco- 
nies and watching the waves crash 
from a safe spot on the boardwalk. 
The strong, sand-laden wind bit my 
cheeks, but.. .man. ..was it exhilarat- 
ing! 

During the brunt of the storm I 
checked out more of Virginia Beach 
and Chesapeake. By 1 p.m. Floyd 
had wimped out to little more than 
average rain and occasional gusts. 

That's when I thought it would be 
fun to check out the flooding. 

First I headed to Deep Creek in 
Chesapeake, which truly lived up to 
its name. I thanked goodness for my 
big sport utility vehicle while steer- 
ing through some deep spots. 

In one neighborhood, I got out to 
take photos of trucks going through 
the deep water. A nice man and his 
cute little boy wearing rubber boots 
watched the action from a lawn. One

up truck sped through the water as 
fast as they could, trying to splash a 
wave on me. 

They succeeded and laughed as 
they sped off. I hoped their truck 
would stall in a deep section. 

In Olde Towne Portsmouth, resi- 
dents were making merry with the 
weather. Some streets were totally 
submersed.

I learned recently that the Interna- 
tional Baccalaureate (IB) program 
students at Princess Anne High 
School who graduated thi s year scored 
higher on their IB exams than most 
"Students in 
the rest of the 
world. 

The world- 
wide average 
exam score is 
4.84 (on a 
scale from 1 
to 7); the 
Princess 
Anne aver- 
age score was 
5.36. That's 
incredible 
news! Of 
course we are 
proud of 
them, but we 
are not sur- 
prised. 

The public 
schools in 
Virginia Beach 
have long had a program for gifted 
students recognized for its excel lence. 
The elementary school program 
which began in 1974 is outstanding 
and has served as a model for other 
programs around the country. But it 
has been only in recent years that the 
gifted program has been expanded 
into the middle and high schools to 
meet the needs of tho.se students as 
well. 

The IB program, designed to meet 
the highest standards of any high 
school program in the world, is new 
to Virginia Beach; it began in the fall 
of 1995 with a pre-IB program, and 
the 1999 graduates are only the sec- 
ond class to complete the rigorous 
requirements of the expanded pro- 
gram. Students must complete six 
advanced level courses in language, 
math, science, history, technology 
and the arts in the junior and senior 
years and pass external exams ad- 
ministered by the IB Organization of 
Geneva, Switzerland. They must also 
write a 4,0(X)-word essay and com- 
plete 1 50 hours of approved commu- 
nity service. 

The Mathematics-Science Magnet 
Center is a school-within-a-school at 
Ocean Lakes High School. This in- 
terdisciplinary program for selected 
students focuses on mathematics and 
science courses and integrates com- 
puter technology as a part of a com- 
prehensive program to prepare stu- 
dents for a broad array of further 
academic pursuits. All of us will be 
thrilled in June 2(K)0, when the very 
first students complete the program 
graduate. 

In addition, each high school has a 
gifted resource teacher who is an 
advocate for gifted students' needs. 
The resource teacher not only works 
with gifted students whose educa- 
tional needs are beyond the scope of 
the regular program and for whom 
curricular modifications must be 
made for them to meet their potential, 
but is also available to work with 
their other teachers. 

Advanced placement courses are 
available in all high schools and stu- 
dents who excel in the visual and 
performing arts may apply to attend 
the regional Governor's School for 
the Arts. The exhibitions and perfor- 
mances these students provide are 
breathtaking. 

At the middle school level, Kemp's 
Landing Magnet School for the aca- 
demically gifted opened in the fall of 
1994, and the number of students 
served there has increased signifi- 
cantly over the years. Students ac- 
cepted into this rigorous extended- 
day program must complete a course 



of study that includes foreign lan- 
guages and high school credit math 
courses, as well as modified curricu- 
lum in other middle school courses 
that meet their needs. 

In addition, the cluster/resource 
teacher gifted program available in 
each middle schtxjl is a model of 
effective collaboration at work in our 
schools. Gifted students — clustered 
together in a classroom — interact 
with their teachers and all classmates, 
while still attaining the benefits of 
modified curriculum and instruction. 
Resource teachers work with cluster 
teachers and all staff to promote 
greater understanding of needs of 
gifted children, to develop challeng- 
ing curricula, and to promote instruc- 
tional strategies effective in the de- 
velopment of higher level thinking. 
For many years, identified gifted 
students from all elementary .schools 
attended a one-day-a-week program 
at Old Donation Center and remained 
at their home schools for the other 
four days. Programs for students tal- 
ented in dance and visual arts were 
added later. While these programs 
were highly acclaimed and highly 
successful. Old Donation Center was 
transformed into a full-time elemen- 
tary school for selected gifted stu- 
dents in 1998 in order to enhance 
opportunities for gifted elementary 
school students.

This fall an additional I (X) students 
will be accepted into the school, bring- 
ing the total number of gifted stu- 
dents served there to 500. The subject 
content taught there is both com- 
pacted and extended. Research and 
independent study are major compo- 
nents of each subject area, allowing 
students to cover material in more 
depth and at a faster pace. 

Each neighborhood elementary 
school benefits from the services of a 
gifted resource teacher who works 
with the cluster teachers and other 
staff members in order to ensure the 
best opportunities are available for 
all gifted learners. At all school lev- 
els, gifted resource teachers are highly 
visible within our schools as they 
work to present the challenge and 
choice necessary for each gifted 
learner to be successful. 

A well-rounded and complete 
gifted education program is one of 
the reasons that our school remain 
"ahead of the curve." The existence 
of such a gifted education program is 
one of the most-often school ques- 
tions asked by prospective new resi- 
dents to our city . I am always pleased 
to be able to answer positively and to 
extol the virtues of the program. 

It is to the credit of Superintendent 
Dr. Tim Jenney and the Virginia 
Beach School Board that this impor- 
tant — often under-served-segment 
of students is being served so well in 
Virginia Beach schools with new and 
expanded opportunities.

Nellie Hayse is a fireball of energy. 
She's up and down, barely able to stay in 
her seat, curious about all the proceedings 
taking place outside her office window. 

It's a big day at A Place for Giris, home 
of the Giri Scout Council of Colonial Coast. 
Since the center opened three years ago in 
Chesapeake, there have been plans for 
boardwalks, viewing platforms and trails 
leading through its acreage. 

It's all happening today — during the 
United Way's Day of Caring — and Hayse 
is eager to be where the action is. 

"I haven't been out there in 30 minutes. 
I'm having withdrawal." she cracked. 

If there's anyone supportive of Giri Scout- 
ing, it's Hayse. 

As director of the 16,000-girI Council of 
Colonial Coast, she's its ultimate fan. After 
all, it's her life. 

"I've been iii Girl Scouting since I was 
about 10 years old. I've done this all my 
life. I graduated from college in 1957 and 
went right to work with the Girl Scouts. I 
hadn't planned it — it just happened." 

Starting in an entry level job as field ex- 
ecutive in Massachusetts, Hayse muses that 
she's "done just about every job in Girl 
Scouting in seven councils around the coun- 
try." 

She came to the Colonial Coast in 1981 
as the result of a merger between the Tide- 
water Area Council in Norfolk and Heritage 
Council in Newport News. She's been exec- 
utive director ever since. 

As leader of a council covering a 25,000- 
square-mile area, which encompasses 
Williamsburg/James City County and 
Gloucester/Mathews Country to the north 
and several counties in North Carolina and 
Ocacoke Island to the south, she's a busy 
woman. 

As chief executive officer, Hayse works 
with the board of directors and is responsi- 
ble for the staff. Within the Place for Giris 
office there are 50 staffers, plus another 
seven or eight in Newport News. There are 
another three in North Carolina, as well as 
program staff available as needed for camps 
and other activities. 
The council also has 5,500 volunteers. 
"That's what it takes to make Giri Scout- 
ing happen," she said. 

Recent years have brought many of Hay- 
se's dreams to fruition, including the grand 
opening of A Place for Giris in May 19%. 
Until then the council operated out of rental 
space in Virginia Beach with no room fot 
recreational activities. 

"Here we have offices and a program cen- 
ter," she said. 

Hayse's focus, however, remains the giris 
— those who put the heart in Giri Scouting. 
She's committed to "growing giris strong" 
and would love to see the council grow to 
18,000 members within the next few yeai^. 

"It's important to have activities for giris 
and help them grow and develop — to de- 
velop values which will last them their 
whole lives. And the giris have fun in the 
process. They wouldn't participate if they 
didn't enjoy the fun and activities. A very 
important factor in all this and being a suc- 
cess is a good leader." 

A former troop leader, Hayse's vision for 
the next century is a larger council with a 
more diverse representation. She'd also like 
to see the Scouts "fund ourselves better." 

Still, she's happy with where Giri Scout- 
ing is and where it's going. 

"We've come a long way. I drive up here 
every morning and am awed. It has taken a 
lot of people to bring all this together — 
some foresighted people." 

Hayse is a board member of the Great 
Bridge Rotary Club and a member of the 
Elizabeth River Power Squadron. She's a 
graduate of Wellesley College and has 
achieved the Thanks Badge II, Giri Scouti- 
ng's highest honor.

Floyd's winds howled and rain 
soaked the region, Beach residents 
turned defiant faces to the storm. 

At the oceanfront, Cincinnati. 
Ohio visitors Al and Kim Schultz 
attempted to make ihe best of their 
vacation, Floyd had other plans, 

Standing al the 17th Street 
boardwalk as Floyd's gusts rolled 
across the ocean, the couple 
braved the wind to check out 
crashing waves. 

It was their first lime to witness 
a hurricane. 

"Actually, we were supposed to 
come here last week, but my 
brother got married so we pushed 
the trip back," said Kim, "just in 
time for this adventure," 



"We had everything all 
packed, got heer Monday and 
figured. 'Why not go with it?' 
said husband Al. "We figure once 
the storm is gone, it'll be 
beautiful," 

Their predictions proved 
correct, 

D,J, Scotty, port of Virginia 
Beach's ocean rescue personnel 
and an avid surfer, could only 
watch the waves from the 
boardwalk. 

"This is awesome. I just want 
to see the waves get bigger." 

But he admitted, "I wouldn't 
want to be out there in it," 

Most businesses along Atlantic 
Avenue played it safe and 
boarded up against the storm. 
Veterans of hurricanes, they 
weren't taking chances. 

"We've been through this 
before and we'll go through it 
again," said John Miller, 
hammering plywood to his 
daughters tarot card reading stand 
at 14th Street. "I've got a lot of 
plywood and we've already 



buckled up at home," 

Some businesses dared Floyd 
to show what he had, like Harley 
Haven at the oceanfront. 
Messages painted on the 
boarded-up windows and doors 
wondered, "Is that all you've 
got?" and urged, "Bring it on!" 

Another message down the 
street summed up the mood of 
the morning; "To stay or not to 
stay, That is the question," 

Many folks opted for the "not." 
Residents of Sandbridge and 
Croatan, areas prone to the wrath 
of hurricanes and nor'easters, 
were urged to evacuate by city 
officials, 

.rginia Beach opened 
eii.jrgency shelters at Corporate 
Landing Elementary and Cox 
High School for those who felt 
safer in such a setting. 

Vacationers and residents alike 
tried to make the best of their 
temporary home. 

At Cox High, Mike Kane and 
his family from Albany, N,Y, 
faced the challenge of keeping 
two small children entertained. 
They were staying in a timeshare

"We didn't think it was that 
bad," said Kane, "We knew that 
we were coming into this, but we 
thought Floyd was mostly going 
to stay down south," 

Until they could be given the 
thumbs up to return to their 
timeshare, the father was 
formulating a strategy: "We're 
just going to listen to the radio 
and play games, I guess," 

Jessica Hawkins, a Rosemont 
area resident, decided to play it 
safe and packed up her children 
for the shelter, 

"I was by myself and didn't 
want to be like that with two kids 
in a hurricane," she said. 

Hawkins' shelter stay brought 
some unexpected surprises. She 
checked in Wednesday night and 
awoke Thursday morning "with 
CNN in my face trying to get an 
interview," 

In Chesapeake, the city 

opened several shelters to help 
residents weather the storm. 

Virginia Evans, a Department 
of Social Services employee, 
said 188 people had registered at 
the Oscar Smith High School 
shelter by noon TTjursday, 

"It's calm, I think people are 
getting a little restless, though. 
We have to go outside in the 
hurricane and tell these children 
they shouldn't be playing out 
there," Evans said. 

Veterans of previous 
hurricanes, Norma Wiggins and 
her family brought sleeping bags, 
card games, food, and a good 
attitude as they weathered the 
storm, 

"We've got a lot of oak trees in 
our yard, which is why we're 
here," said the Etheridge Manor 
resident. We're playing it safe," 

In a previous storm, Wiggins 
said, 10 people were staying at 
her home when a huge oak fell 
on the home and nearly killed 
one child, 

"We're not taking our chances 
this time," she added, 
"especially not until the tornado 
warnings are gone." 

Betty Maguire of Hanbury 
Road, her sister, was concerned 
about husband Ted working 
during the hurricane. He's a 
supermarket employee, 

"They wanted him because the 
shelves were bare and they 
needed him to restock," she 
explained. 

Aunt Ella Beach observed 
wryly, "You don't want lo be out 
in this type of weather," 

Wiggins agreed, "There's a 
time and a place for everything 
— this is not the time to be out." 

But aa the rains ende$i^ 
and winds subsided, thaf^ 
exactly where many people were 
as they attempted to assess the 
damage. 

In Deep Creek, John Eavey and 
son Jarad donned rubber boots to 
observe the flooding in their Old 
Mill Road neighborhood. 

"This is probably about as bad 
as I've seen it in a while," Eavey 
said. "We usually have a little 
across the road — nothing like 
this." 

He continued, "Floyd came 
through here pretty quick. We 
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Neptune Festival culminates 
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in the regions, drawing many of 
the fastest runners in the area.

"And it's not even high tide 
yet," he said. "The water hasn't 



crested. God, this is Just starting 
to get high." 

By Monday, emergency 
personnel in Chesapeake 
continued lo respond to Hooding 
in purls ol the eit\ They looked 
to the skies Tuesday with 
concern over the threat of 
Hurricane Hurvcys rainlall. 

To abate flooding eondititjns. 
Chesapeake launched several 
efforts. 

In Mill Pond Forest. Llmwood 
Landing, Plantation Lake and 
Camelot - neighborhoods 
hardest hit by flooding - Public 
Works crews cleared the storm 
drainage system in Camelot. 
opened an additional lake 
discharge in Plantation Lakes 
and Mill Pond Forest, and 
activated pumps to increase lake 
discharge in FJinwood Landing. 

Because of Hooding from the 
Dismal Swamp, several roadways 



in Chesapeake were closed, 
including' Route 17 near the 
North Carolina border. About six 
U) eight inches of waier remained 
on sections of Route 17 this 
week, according to city reports. 

Road crews resurfaced a 
section of Battlefield Boulevard 
between Gullbush Road and 
Northwest River Bridge to raise 
ihe elevation of the pavement 
and reduce flooding along the 
roadway. 

And because ongoing road 
projects affected traffic, motorists 
were advised of rush-hour delays 
along Route 1 68 

Chesapeake city officials are 
working with the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) lo be designated as a 
federal disaster impact area. 
Residents affected by Hooding 
from Hurricane Floyd may be 
eligible for federal assistance. 



In Portsmouth, 

residents faced the reality that 
they could live without 
electricity.

Not everyone was taking the 
hurricane too seriously. 

"We're having fun — we're 
hurricane-hanging-out people just 
watching the water. Everything is 
shut down anyway — no water, 
no lights," said Portsmouth 
resident Lisa Simpson. 

David Devers and his retriever. 
Eclipse, trudged along in knee- 
high water during a break from 
the indoors. Friend Ricky 
Holloman. meanwhile, took 
advantage of the flooding to go 
fishing in Swimming Point.

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Green Sea Festival celebrates 
watershed area, promotes preservation

After hurricanes Dennis and 
Floyd, Hampton Roads may have 
had enough water, especially the 
kind that falls from the sky. 

But Oct. 2, the Green Sea 
Festival will pay homage to this 
precious resource and the natural 
habitats formed by it. 

The festival celebrates 
conservation and preservation of 
the Southern Watershed Area 
while highlighting its culture and 
history. 

In its third year, the Green Sea 
Festival is hosted by the cities of 
Chesapeake and Virginia Beach. 
Last year the Beach's Munden 
Point Park held the event. This 
year it moves to Northwest River 
Park in Chesapeake. 

Both parks are within the 
Southern Watershed Area 
(SWA), which is located in 
southeastern Virginia and 
bordered by the Atlantic Ocean 
to the east and Great Dismal 
Swamp to the west. 

The SWA is composed of three 
primary watersheds — Back Bay, 
North Landing River and 
Northwest River. 

The festival brings attention to 
the Southern Watershed Area 
Management Plan (SWAMP), 
administered by the Hampton 
Roads Planning District 
Commission. 

"Part of the goal of the plan is 
to promote preservation of the 
SWA. They decided one of the 
ways to do that would be to hold 
a festival within one of the parks 
in the Southern Watershed 
Area," explained Cindy Butler 
Focke, festival chair. 
What is a Green Sea? 
According to Focke, when 
William Byrd surveyed the area 
in 1728, he described it as a 
"green sea" due to the 
tremendous expanses of tall, 
green reeds. 

"It's our goal to highlight the 
importance of preserving the 
green sea area and brings 
awareness to its beauty, culture 
and history through 
entertainment, displays, 
demonstrations and delicacies." 

More than 25 exhibitors 
connected to the SWA mean 
there's something for the entire 
family. 

"The idea is for festival-goers 
to learn as well as have fun," 
Focke noted. 



Two stages will provide 
entertainment. The first will 
feature arts native to the area, 
including clogging, guitar, 
fiddling, dulcimer, mandolin and 
country-western music. 

On the children's stage will be 
Barnes and Noble with storytimes 
featuring the work of Outer 
Banks, N.C. children's author 
Suzanne Tate. Youngsters can 
also enjoy an animal show and 
presentations by the Wildlife 
Center of Virginia. Just for the 
fun of it, children can also take a 
mule ride. 

Visitors can get a "feel" for the 
watersheds with touch tanks 
provided by the Virginia Marine 
Science Museum. The mu.seum 
will also give a presentation on 
'The Art of Crabbing." 

Other participants include artist 
Kathleen Jones (fretwork and 
cloth dolls). Back Bay Wildlife 
Refuge. Chesapeake Bay Youth 
Conservation Corps, Chesapeake 
Fire Department, Chesapeake 
Master Gardeners, Chesapeake's

Crandall (crafts), Curtis 
Creations stained glass, and 
decoy carvers Joseph Lee and 
Capt. Don Ewell.

Virginia Beach finds 
from Chesapeake on

This week Chesapeake City 
Council came out supporting the 
preservation of Stumpy Lake by 
adopting a resolution similar to 
one passed by Virginia Beach City 
Council two weeks ago. 

But unlike the Virginia Beach 
resolution, which directed its ap- 
peal to the city of Norfolk which 
owns the property but plans to sell 
it to a developer, the Chesapeake 
resolution states in general that the 
city recognizes the importance of 
the Stumpy Lake area because of 
the presence of forested wetlands, 
critical ecosystems and rare animal 
and plant life in the region. 

The Chesapeake resolution sup- 
ports "the preservation of agricul- 
tural zoning and open space in the 
Stumpy Lake areas as a means of 
maintaining and improving the 
quality of life for residents of 
Chesapeake, protecting ground 
water against pollution impacts, 
ensuring the presence and protec- 
tion of valuable wetlands, provid- 
ing unique environmental educa- 
tional opportunities to the citizens 
of Chesapeake, providing natural 
landscaping for aesthetic byways, 
directing economic development 
and residential development to 
more conducive and productive 
areas, and providing a unique op- 
-portunity for the development of 
ecotourism." 

The Virginia Beach resolution 
asks Norfolk to stop efforts to 
lower the water level until neces- 
sary approvals on the use of the 
property have been s«:ured.

Local teacher's REACH impacting shelter children

A local teacher who is reaching 
into shelters with a new literacy 
program has been selected as the 
1999 Virginia Christa McAuliffe 
Fellow. 

As a recipient of the fellowship, 
Kristin Hildum, a second-grade 
teacher at Woodstock Elementary, 
will receive $31,000 to fund 
REACH (Reading Enriches All 
Children.) 

Hildum is the founder and direc- 
tor of the 9-month-old, non-profit 
organization that now serves five 
local shelters. The fellowship 
money will enable her to devote a 
year to stabilize the program aid 
research additional funding to make 
the program self-sufficient in future 
years. 

"I will be able to devote a year to 
the extensive demands of program- 
ming and funding, so that REACH 
will be able to grow to meet the 
needs of the burgeoning sheltered 
population and continue to do its 
part to improve reading perceptions 
and proficiency in Virginia," she 
said. 

Under the REACH program, vol- 
unteers go into a shelter and set up 
a comer for the reading program. It

is furnished with a rocking chair, 
bean bags and shelves of books for 
all ages. Each corner is adorned 
with a bulletin board decorated 
monthly with a reading-related 
theme. 

Then once a week, volunteers go 
in to read aloud to the children. The 
session continues with supervised 
fun and educational activities relat- 
ed to the stories. 

At the first session, each child re- 
ceives a colorful, handmade book 
bag filled with crayons, coloring 
books, pencils, drawing tablet, 
scissors, glue, notebook and other 
goodies. At each addition session 
they attend, they may choose a new 
book to add to their bag. 

Hildum said the program is a big 
hit with the children and their par- 
ents. 

"The shelters are nice. They are 



clean and have beds and playrooms, 
but they don't have a lot of room 
for other things," she said. "So 
when you give the children owner- 
ship of the books, they are excited 
about that." 

In addition, children often enter a 
shelter with no personal belong- 
ings, so ownership of reading ma- 
terials is a critical step in encourag- 
ing children to read for pleasure. 

Hildum said the program is com- 
prehensive, also offering parents 
tips and opportunities to read aloud 
to their children. 

"Generally, parents are pleased 
and grateful," she said. "But they 
have so many other things on their 
plates to deal with, they are happy 
to see us doing things with their 
children." 

Hildum's idea for the program 
began a year ago when she read 
about a similar program in Wash- 
ington, D.C. In the classroom, she 
reads to her children twice a day, 
once in the morning and once in 
the afternoon. She loves it and so 
do the children. So she wrote the 
Washington D.C. program for 
more information, and began re- 
cruiting teachers to volunteer, and 
soon REACH was bom. 

REACH Volunteers must be at

least 21 and be willing to commit 
once a month. They must also 
complete a short training course 
dealing with homelessness and 
children who have experienced do- 
mestic violence. Currently, the 



program has about 70 volunteers 
who service 30 to 50 children per 
week. 

But the need is great and there is 
always a need for more help. Here 
are some statistics to show the 



need of children in shelters: 

■ Children account for 25 per- 
cent of the homeless population. 

In 1997, one local shelter provid- 
ed refuge to 415 women and chil- 
dren. 

■ Reading stimulates brain cfc- 
velopmcni, vet only 50 percent of 
infants and toddlers are read to by 
their parents. 

■ 25 percent have experienced 
violence in their family. 

■ Nearly one-third of homeless 
children have a major mental disor- 
der that interferes with daily activi- 
ty, compared to 19 percent of ail 
other children. 

■ 74 percent worry they will 
have no place to live. 

■ 87 fear something bad will 
happen to someone in their family. 

■ Homeless children are twice as 
likely to repeat a grade. 

■ Within a year, 40 percent of 
homeless children attend two diffo-- 
ent schools, 28 percent attend three 
or more different schools. 

In addition, volunteers are always 
needed to read or sew bags, and do- 
nations of books and other items 
are gratefully accepted.

The Virginia Beach Department 
of Public Health has received con- 
formation that a kitten tested posi- 
tive for rabies. 

The animal was captured and con- 
fined at the Animal Control Bureau 
shelter on Leroy Road in Virginia 
Beach. It died that night and was 
tested at the Norfolk Laboratory for 
rabies infection. 

The kitten is described as a 12- 
week-old brown, black and orange, 
"tortoise-shell" short-hair, wearing 
no collar or tags. If you or your 
children had contact with a kitten 
fitting this description or any of 
the kittens at the animal control 
shelter between Sept. 10 and 14 or 
in the Landstown Road/Princess 
Anne Park area, call the Animal 
Control dispatcher immediately at 
427-5616. It is imperative that you 
receive medical treatment as soon 
as possible. 



The resident of the Landstown 
Road area was attacked and 
scratched by the 12- week-old kittei^ 
in her own yard. The kitten had 
been living in a vacant house along 
with numerous other kittens. Dur- 
ing this period the kitten scratched 
an animal control caretaker. Both 
victims have been treated with 
post-exposure shots to prevent the 
fatal rabies infection. 

Residents of the Landstown Road 
area who own dogs or cats should 
consult their veterinarian to keep 
rabies shots current or treat suspi- 
cious wounds. Pets allowed to be 
outside unattended should be boost- 
ed with a rabies shot as a precau- 
tion. 

The health department strong ad- 
vises that Virginia Beach residents 
and visitors take the following 
steps to prevent families and pets 
from being exposed to rabies. 



■ Eliminate outdoor food 
sources around the home. 

■ Do not feed stray dogs or cats, 
or any wild animal. 

■ Garbage containers should be 
securely sealed with lids. 

■ After feeding pets, bring left- 
over food inside or dispose of it 
properly. 

■ Bird food should be placed in a 
bird feederinaccessible to wild ani- 
mals. 

■ Food stored in outbuildings 
(bams, open garages) should be in- 
accessible to animals. 

■ Avoid contact between your- 
self (or your pets) and wild animals 
or stray dogs and cats. 

■ If you see an animal that ap- 
pears ill, or see' a raccoon during 
the daytime that exhibits no sign 
of fear (raccoons are normally noc- 
turnal animals) report this to Ani- 
mal Control (427-4158) and avoid 



any contact with this animal. If 
contact occurs between any wild 
animal and you or your pet, contact 
the Virginia Beach Health Depart- 
ment, 518-2646. It is imperative 
that you receive medical treatment 
as soon as possible. Call your vet- 
erinarian to examine your pet for 
wounds and administer a booster ra- 
bies shot. 

■ If you find any dead raccoons 
or other animals, avoid contact 
with these animals and call Animal 
Control. 

■ Trapping and removal of rac- 
coons is not recommended, howev- 
er, may be necessary for sick or in- 
jured animals. 

■ Keep pets confined to your 
property. 

■ Vaccinate all pets.

The neighborhoods involved ex- 
tend from Rudee Inlet to Norfolk 
Avenue, from 22nd to 28th Streets 
and from Pacific to Parks. 

Street closures have been sug- 
gested for 23rd, 24th, 26th and 
27th with 25th Street providing ac- 
cess to the neighborhoods. 

Deborah D. Zywna, special jmo- 
jects planner with the city, said 
planners are working on the Old 
Beach and Lakewood now and 
should have design ready (not in- 
cluding Shadowlawn) by October 
2000. She said design is directed 
toward making the neighborhoods 
look like private property. 

Also included are trails connect- 
ing to the proposed Ocean Walk 
Trail, a loop around the lake and a

City hangs 
on to Rudee 
Loop property

City Council by a vote of 9-2 has cfe- 
cided to extend its option on the Rudee 
Loop property keeping open the city's 
opportunity to participate in the way the 
prime development property will be ±- 
veloped. 

The city has already spent $405,150 in 
option feeson the property which would 
have been forfeited if the city let the op- 
tion, taken out in December 1997, ex- 
pire. It would lose its option fee. 

Tuesday council decided to extend its 
option to Sept. 30, 2000 appropriating 
from the Tourism Growth Investment 
Fund (TGIF), $25,000 for the one-time 
extension fee and $200,000 for extending 
the option. Counciimembers Reba Mc- 
Clanan and Don Weeks dissented. 

Under the option with Robert Herman 
Properties, L.L.C. and Herman, Inc., the 
city could purchase the 2.73 acre site for 
$6,155,250. According to staff, adjacent 
privately owned parcels could be assem- 
bled providing a prime development site 
of up to 10.17 acres which would include 
approximately four acres of city right-of- 
way and 1.07 acre in Virginia Department 
of Transportation property. 

Hunter Interests prepared a market 
study on the economic feasibility for a 
conference center and lodging component. 
In October 1998, the Department of Eco- 
nomic Development released a request for 
interest to participate in a public/private 
partnership. 

The private sector has expressed inter- 
est in mixed-use development including 
hotel, condominium, timeshare, enter- 
tainment and retail users. Public open 
space integration also is being consid- 
ered. With most of the proposals, the 
city would participate by providing a 
parking garage, infrastructure improve- 
ments nad the use of existing right-of- 
way. 



Museums, Tuesday at a City Council 
work session informed council of an x- 
rangement made between the two cities. 

Norfolk would turn over the operation 
of Thoroughgood House to Virginia 
Beach which is in a better position to 
open it up to more visitors. William 
Hennessey, director of the Chrysler Mu- 
seum, said that the real problem was its 
distance from the Chrysler. 

Rawls said Norfolk was willing to 
have Virginia Beach take over the opera- 
tion and lease the facility at no cost. That 
includes the furniture which, said Rawls, 
is very difficult to find for historic 
homes. 

Henry Clay Hofheimer bought the 
eariy 17th-century house, built by Adam 
Thoroughgood, in the late 1950s, Rawls 
said, gave it to Norfolk and fumished it. 
Rawls said it is truly a gem. 

He said that the house has been operat- 
ing on an abbreviated schedule during the 
past year and is open only to school and 
other groups. The public is free to visit 
on weekends. Hennessey said that the 
number of people who visited the house 
was so low that it was not economic to 
keep it open. 
Hennessey said that the museum has 



been struggling trying to figure out what 
to do with the property which is 20 
miles away from home base. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said that 
when Mason Andrews was mayor and a 
little afterward, most of the volunteers 
were fromVirginia Beach. Some joint ar- 
rangement was mentioned but never fol- 
lowed up. 

Rawls said that he found the prospect 
very exciting. 

The operation cost for a year will be 
$105,000, Rawls said, or $75,000 to op- 
erate the facility for the remainder of the 
current fiscal year. 

He said that the house has revenues of 
$15,000 a year, and a small gift shop 
was included in the arrangment. 

Councilman Linwood Branch III said 
that this kind of opportunity doesn't 
come along all the time. He noted that 
the city was always talking about off- 
season attractions. 

Hennessey said that Norfolk hasn't 
been doing a good job marketing the 
house. 

Council members talked about include 
the house on a tour of historic homes in 
Virginia Beach such as Wolfsnare Planta- 
tion and the Francis Land House.

AIDSIbrum delves disease's toll on youths

It is a disease that knows no bound- 
aries — black or white, gay or straight, 
young or old. 

But because of an alarming rate of 
increase among the young, a coalition 
of health-oriented community service 
organizations met last week in Virginia 
Beach to discuss plans for it's preven- 
tion. 

It is HIV/AIDS, and as reported at 
the Eastern Virginia Regional AIDS 
Coalition (EVRAC) "Prevention 
Strategies for Reaching Youth in the 
New MJllennium" seminar, it is taking 
it's toll on adolescents and teenagers 
not just across the country, but also 
right here in Hampton Roads. 

"This isn't just a national epidemic," 
said Coalition Co-Chair and American 
Red Cross/ Tidewater Chapter 
HIV/AIDS Education Coordinator 
Kirsten M. Bradley. ""Its right here in 
our own backyard, and we have to do 



something about it." 

For the second year, EVRAC has of- 
fered this free seminar. Last year a 
Centers For Disease Control (CDC) of- 
ficial from Atlanta addressed the group. 
This year, speakers were pooled from 
Coalition members. 

"There is a definite shift from our 
focus last year," said Bradley. "Our 
goal is to provide education to the 
community regarding HIV/AIDS. We 
wanted to do something different this 
year, and recognizing the increase 
number of cases among our youth lead 
to this year's topic." 

EVRAC was founded in the late 
1980s and its membership includes the 
American Red Cross, Planned Parent- 
hood, Tidewater AIDS Crisis Taskforce 
(TACT), the Virginia Beach Health 
Department, and the Virginia Beach 
Community Services Board. 

"Part of the problem in dealing with 
HIV/AIDS with the youth is their sense 
of invincibility," Bradley added. 'Too 



often, teens just don't think about the 
consequences of what they are doing. 
They say 'I'm too young,' or "I go to a 
good school,' or 'I made good grades.' 
None of those factors prevents 
mv/AIDS. 

According to the CDC, there were 
1 1,110 AIDS cases in adults and ado- 
lescents and 189 incidents in children 
under age 13 in the state last year. Of 
that, 3,200 adults and adolescents were 
affected in the Norfolk- Virginia Beach 
metropolitan area, as were 58 children 
underage 13. 

The number of 1998 HIV cases 
statewide was 7,252 adults and adoles- 
cents, and 72 children under age 13. 
No data was available to break down 
local numbers. 

"The statistics are sobering," Bradley 
said. "We have got to find a way to get 
the facts out there. I hope everyone 
here today walks away with informa-

put my 
choices in 
any kind of 
order, given 
the diverse arena in which each man 
has made his mark. But near the top 
of any list would have to be Issac 
Newtown for ushering in the mecha- 
nistic view of the universe, explain- 
ing gravity and proving sciencecould 
unravel the secrets of nature itself. 

Just as this giant would be our own 
century's genius, Albert Einstein, 
who discovered the theory of relativ- 
ity, unlocked the atom and paved the 
way for man's exodus into outer 
space. But it's not just the theorists 
who single-handedly changed man- 
kind. 

Who would question the incred- 
ible influence of Thomas Edison 
whose inventions literally powered 
and lit up the whole world?

While we are on the subject of men 
who brought about cultural change 
for millions, we must not overtook 
Martin Luther King, who succeeded 
in forever splitting the Christian faith. 
While John Calvin contributes more 
to founding the actual doctrines of 
Protestantism, without King's stance 
against the powerful papacy, there 
may never have been a Calvin. 

Now the pressure is on. Hundreds 
of men and even some women come 
to mind, but I have but two choices 
lefi 

I would pick Johann Gutenberg for 
his invention of the printing press, 
but that implies that it was more in- 
fluential than gun powder, the steam 
engine, the internal combustion en- 
gine, the telephone, radio, television 



or even the computer. All of those 
inventions produced earth-shattering 
impact on the lifestyle of men. 

So sticking with my standard of 
selecting based on the influence of 
the entire life work, I chose instead 
Louis Pasteur. 

After all, what could be more im- 
portant to the survival of humankind 
than the proving of the germ theory 
and the understanding of the inner 
space of life's metabolism itself? 

For my fmal choice, I d^ided to 
pass over Louis XTV, Napoleon and 
Adolph Hitler or even those great 
nnn who foiled their plans to subju- 
gate the world to their will. Certainly 
each of them were extremely influen- 
tial in their own time, but from an 
historical view, each represents but a 
briefly burning bonfire on the scions 
of time.

When I talk with parents and grand- 
parents of preschoolers, the conver- 
sation often turns to education. They 
realize that education is the key to 
their children's future. They also un- 
derstand that

The Virginia 
Beach Public Library answers this 
question an exciting new strategy 
called REEL: Reading Enhances 
Early Learning. It was developed for 
children, ages birth through six, and 
uses picture books to help them de- 
velop pre-reading skills, writing skills 
and vocabulary. 

Library books selected for the 
project have a bright yellow label 
inside the front cover that suggests 
simple activities for parents and chil- 
dren to do together. Based on the 
language arts Standards of Learning 
for kindergarten, the activities pro- 
vide a foundation for developing 
school readiness skills in oral lan- 
guage, listening and reading compre- 
hension and writing. They help to 
prepare children to meet success in 
kindergarten by providing age-ap- 
propriate, developmental experiences 
during the preschool years. 

For instance, a label inside the book 
'Time for Bed" by Mem Fox sug- 
gests using "a flashlight to highlight 
the words left to right as you reread 
the story. Explain that a story is read 
left to right." This activity, recom- 
mended forchildren ages two through 
six, helps them understand that print 
matches the spoken word and that it 
is organized from left to right and top 
to bottom. These are important read- 
ing readiness skills and also meet two 
of the language arts Standards of 
Learning. Many REIiLactivities, like 
this one, can be used with any picture 
books. 

To help children develop pre-writ- 
ing skills, the label in the book 'The 
Dragon ABC Hunt" by Loreen Leedy 
suggests that you "help the child trace 
the alphabet letter with his or her 
finger. (Always start at the top of the 
letter). Encourage your child to talk 
about how to form the letter as it is 
being traced (e.g., straight line, curved 
line)." This activity is designed for 
children ages three to six. 

The Friends of the Library funded 
the project for all of the public librar- 
ies. Each library has 250 books in the

REEL collection. Finding the books 
is easy. A REEL book has a colorful 
bookworm and the letters ABC on 
the spine. Fai-ents, grandparents and 
caregivers use these books to expose 
children to language aris skills a little 
at a time during the preschool years. 
The activities can be a natural exten- 
sion of enjoying books and making 
connections with other stories and 
experiences the child has had. 

I remember the joy I felt when I 
read regularly to my children. It was 
exciting to actually see learning tak- 
ing place as we talked about the sto- 
ries we read. Now, recent research on 
brain development has confirmed that 
reading is one experience that actu- 
ally influences the way young brains 
develop.

The experiences of 
reading, storytelling, singing and or- 
dinary conversations that take place 
in the courseof everyday lifecontrib- 
ute toachild's intellectual, social and 
emotional development. 

REEL activities lay the ground- 
work for language development and 
the critical thinking skills they will 
need throughout their life. The one- 
on-one interaction between a parent 
and child with a book in a relaxed, 
comfortable environment invites chil- 
dren to explore the process of lear^ 

ing- "'■ 

Through active parent involve- 
ment, REEL provides a seamless tran- 
sition from home to school for young 
children. The language arts activities 
give preschoolers early learning ex- 
periences that will help them fell com- 
fortable in the kindergarten class- 
room. Children gain confidence when 
they have success. They find that 
learning can be fun. A sound founda- 
tion in eariy learning gives the build- 
ing blocks for a lifetime of learning.

Patricia Sears has a chijd-like curiosity to 
see how things work. 

Like the mind, for instance. 

As early childhood coordinator for Virginia 
Beach City Public Schools, Sears must look 
into the way a youngster's brain operates and 
train teachers in the best methods of instruc- 
tion. 

Just as new challenges ^se each day. Sears 
looks for new ways to meet them. 

A former teacher and later pilot K-1 gifted 
program 4eacher for Virginia Beach, she be- 
came the city's early childhood coordinator 10 
years ago. 

Over the past decade Sears has develop^ a 
myriad of programs to help parents play a role 
in educating their children. Among her ae- 
ations is Enhancing Soon-To-Be Readers A-Z, 
Counting on Math and Purposeful Preschool 
Play. 

Sears compares children's minds to a sponge 
— ready to sop up all the Teaming possible. 
She's full of ideas on tapping that potential 
and making children lifelong learners. 

"One of the best gifts you can give a child 
is a tape of yourself reading stories," she sug- 
gested, noting it's an especially useful tool for 
distant grandparents and parents at sea to stay 
in touch with kids. 

One of Sears' primary goals is helping par- 
ents become successful educators. She believes 
that anything a parent can do to help their 
child develop an inquisitive mind is worth- 
while. 

With that in mind. Sears developed REEL 
(Reading Enhances Early Learning), which 
is utilized by the Virginia Beach Public Li- 
brary. It complements the state's Standards 
of Learning, of which one goal is having 
children start school prepared to learn. 

Through REEL, stickers placed inside li- 
brary books recommend ways for parents to 
help their children get more out of the book. 

Besides this latest invention. Sears is con- 
stantly looking for new methods to reinforce 
learning. In fact, her license plate reads 
"LOV2CR8." 

"My mind is always going," she shared. 'J 
wake up with new ideas all the time." 

As the city's early childhood coordinator, 
Sears works one-on-one with each of the 
Beach's pre-K teachers. 

"But it's hard for me to go into a classroom 
and not teach," she confessed. 'Teaching is 
just a lot of fun — it's creative, innovative 
and opens up new worlds for children." 

Sears is a graduate of Lake Taylor High 
School in Norfolk and holds degrees from Col- 
lege of the Albemarle and Old Dominion Uni- 
versity. She completed post-graduate work at 
Campbell College (now University) in North 
Carolina. She is active in the city's Ready to 
Learn Team and Strengthening Families 
Team. 

Sears has one daughter, Stephanie, whom 
she calls "my best buddy, my daughter, almost 
my mother."

Jones helped with windows, sid- 
ing, and virtually every part of the 
house. He learned a lot about build- 
ing, and felt it was all for a great 
cause. 

"This is the most gratifying 
thing I have ever done in my life," 
he said. 

The homeowners also work side- 
by-side with volunteers investing a 
minimum of 400 "sweat equity" 
hours in the construction of their 
home. In return, they receive a no 
interest mortgage, taxes and insur- 
ance on the home. Monthly pay- 
ments are kept at a minimal rate, 
often less than rent formerly paid 
by the families. 

The financial cost to the churches 
was minimal too. 

"The cost of the house was 
$56,000 to $60,000, including 
land," said Richard Busiciglio, 
communication coordinator with 
the Covenant. "Divide that by 26, 
it costs about $3,000 each to build 



a house. TTiat's prclly g(xxj." 

The neighbors arc also happy 
with the new house and the new 
neighbors. 

"I think it's great." said 72-year- 
old Nadija Spence. "I'm ticklwl 
pink. The girls already call me 
gramma." 

For five years, she has been 
mowing the lot and dealing with 
swarms of mosquitoes. She 
watched the work progress as work- 
ers cut down waist-high weeds and 
toiled long hours in the summer 
heat. She offered the workers cool 
water, fresh strawberries and cake. 

"Seeing someone work so haid 
for someone else makes your heart 
warm," Spence said. 

At the dedication, she gladly ran 
next door for a pair of scissors to 
cut the ribbon. 

A reception for the family and 
volunteers was held at St. Nicholas 
Catholic Church following the cer- 
emony.

Washington staff, 
with input from volunteers all over 
the country, identify the most cost 
effective programs which positive- 
ly impact the lives of the poor and 
then advocate for increased funding 
and replication of those programs. 
"We've been writing letters and 
visiting Reps. Owen Pickett and 
Bobby Scott and Sens. Warner and 
Orb, talking about WIC and Head- 
start especially," Nancy Barrows, 
another member of the group added. 
Barrows visited the congressman in 
their D.C. offices as part of the Re- 
sults International Convention in 
June.

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tion they can take back to the com- 
munity for education and preven- 
tion." 

That's the reason Virginia Beach 
Health Department official Anna 
Bell was in attendance. A member 
of the city's Communicable Dis- 
ease Team, she said her goal was to 
soak up as much information as 
possible. 

"Prevention is the key," Bell 
said. "The more I know as a health- 
care professional, the more I can 
pass along. When you are talking 
about HIV/AIDS, you have to get 
the fads out there so someone will 
not participate in behavior that 
puts them at risk." 

But much of this information can 
be misinformation, said Healthy 
Families representative Leslie 
Cole. 

"Many of these kids are scared to 
go to their parents for information, 
and arc not sure where else to turn 
too Often they get their knowledge 
from their peers, and often it is 
very wrong," she said. 

Cole added that rumors, like you 
can get AIDS from toilet seats, or 
you can take medicine to cure the 
virus leads to an increase in the 
chances of infection. 

"There has to be education about 
HIV/AID.S, and it needs to be start- 
ed by parents and followed up by 
schools - safe sex just isn't stressed 
enough," she said. "And many 
school officials shy away from 
anything controversial, so you 
don't have many frank discussions 
geared toward the youth concerning 
the disease." 

Ind^d, the fact that talking about 
sex is controversial leads many 
healthcare workers wondering what 
to say and how to say it. 

"You have to know your audi- 
ence," said Peninsula AIDS Foun-

dation Educational Coordinator

"Should you talk about safe sex 
as a prevention for HIV/AIDS, or 
only advocate abstinence of sex al- 
together? There are (tefinite barriers 
to consider. Many topics ac 
taboo." 

Jett said youth get a lot of con- 
flicting infomiation from many dif- 
ferent sources. 

"From television, the movies, 
the church, their parents — chil- 
dren are bombarded with differing 
points of view. Often they think 
'Everyone is having sex except me' 
and will make good choices when 
having sex," she added. 

Throughout the day, programs 
and discussions centered on strate- 
gies and ideas for community edu- 
cation. Internationally imowned 
poet Gayle Danley addressed the 
group during a slam poetry work- 
shop.

youth summit was shared. In open 
discussion, adolescents and teens 
spoke out, saying what informa- 
tion they wanted to receive from 
adults, and how they wanted that 
information presented. 

"We have to listen to the youth," 
said TACT Education Director Irma 
Hinkles. "Working with youth is 
difficult, but trying to put your 
mindset like that of a teenager, aid 
trying to think about what kids 
today are going through is going to 
make it easier to reach them." 

"This has been a great opportuni- 
ty to educate those who serve as 
protectors of health for our youth," 
Bradley said. "I look forward in the 
weeks and months ahead in receiv- 
ing feedback as to how information 
from today's seminar was used." 

Local agencies and health dqjart- 
ments offer two types of 
HIV/AIDS testing — anonymous 
and confidential. 

In anonymous testing, no name 
or identification is required, taken, 
or reported. A person is usually 
given an identification number be- 
fore testing so the results can be re- 
turned. The testing agency nevCT 
knows the person's identity, there- 
fore results cannot be reported to 
anyone else. 

In confidential testing, a name 
and/or social security number is 
given. Virginia state law requires 
that the names of people who test 
positive for HIV antibodies be le- 
[K)rtedto the health department. As 
with other sexually transmitted dis- 
eases, officials stress this informa- 
tion is used for disease control pur- 
poses only. The test results are 
confidential, and medical records are 
protected.

De- 
partment of Economic Develop- 
ment, city of Virginia Beach; and a 
representative of the architecture 
firm of Moseley, Harris and Mc-

vance Technology Center. 

Joint technology centers such as 
the Advanced Technology Center 
are expected to improve workforce 
development, including cost- and 
time-effectiveness and the state's 
ability to respond to business and 
industry demand for highly skilled 
workers.

Cellar Dcx)r recommended for 
city's entertai nment program

Cellar Door Productions of Virginia, 
which has provided the city with a gener- 
al entertainment and major events pro- 
gram since 1994. has been recommended 
by a staff selection committee and city 
manager James K. Spore to start a new 
contract beginning Feb. 1, 2000 over two 
other contenders. 

After a discussion of the proposal pro- 
cedure at a City Council work session 
Tuesday, some council members ques- 
tioned the cost — the city will put up 
$1.8 million, the suitability of the pro- 
grams and the higher administrative cost 
of the recommended firm. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker remarked 
that the types of some of the programs, 
notably those where alcoholic beverages 
were served, appeared to be in direct con- 
flict with the city's vowed goal of 
family-type entertainment. 



After a discussion of the proposal procedure 
at a City Council work session Tiiesday, some 
council members questioned the cost. 



She said it sounded as though the city 
were saying. "Come on down. We'rc 
going to have a big p;irty,"whilc on the 
other hand, the city was talking up fami- 
ly fun. 

Councilwoman Reba McCIanan said 
she didn't like special events where pub- 
lic money is spent on alcohol. She said 
her goal is to "put this thing in a differ- 
ent perspective. This is a lot of money; 
you can have a lot of parties — a lot of 
big parties." 

She said that she was not convinced 
that this was a legitimate expenditure of 
money. She said that somewhere the pro- 



gram put out of control. 

When she asked whether any of the 
programs would be alcohol-related. 
Tourism Director James Rickctis said 
that the city doesn't plan to have more 
than it has had in the past. He said he 
was aware of the concern. 

A retreat is being planned to more 
closely define the programs under con- 
tract. The staff will then return to council 
with more specific explanations. 

Councilman Don Weeks said that he 
could not support the recommended pro- 
posal because administration expenses are 
$160,000 more than the lowest proposal. 



Proposals also were submitted by Ris- 
ing Tide Productions, which is headed by 
William Reid, the former president of 
Cellar Door and Downie Productions of 
Ohio. Reid was fired in January 1998. 
Approximately a year later. Cellar Door 
v»as sold to SFX Entertainment Inc. of 
New York.

Norfolk

The Thoroughgood House, owned by 
the city of Norfolk but located in Vir- 
ginia Beach, will come under the man- 
agement of Virginia Beach under a one- 
year contract. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones, who is 
council representative for the Bayside 
District whfcrc the historic house is Iocs' 
ed, said it would be an experiment, 'la 
worthwhile experiment and an opportuni- 
ty we ought to try." 

City Council Tuesday voted 9-2 in 
favor of the agreement with councilmem- 
bers W. W. Harrison Jr. and Nancy Parker 
dissenting. 

Parker questioned the city's taking on a 
bill — the operation with cost approxi- 
mately $100,000 a year, and Harrison 
said there should be some basis for assur- 
ance, the city city could continue to man- 
age the house. He said, "This business 
deal is not a right business deal." 

Norfolk is receiving no money from 
Virginia Beach under the agreement and 
will be responsible for major repairs and 
improvements seen as necessary by the 
Chrysler Museum which has operated the 
house for the city since 1958 when 
Henry Clay Hofheimer gave the house 
and authentic period furniture to the city 
of Norfolk. 

The problem for Norfolk was the dis- 
tance of the house, built in the 17th cen- 
tury, from the Chrysler and Norfolk's 
other historic structures. 

As a result the house was open to the 
public only for a few hours on weekends 
and for special groups, such as school 
groups during the week. 

The cost of operating the house is esti- 
mated at $75,000 which should be offset 
by anticipated revenues of $15,000. 

The Francis Land Board of Governors 
is expected eventually to include the 
Thoroughgood House in its organization.

"Head, Heart. Hands and Health." 

These are the four "H's" of Virginia 4-H, a 
program benefiting youths in all 107 counties 
and cities in the commonwealth. 

Since 1913. when the first Virginia 4-H 
club was founded in Dinwiddle County, young 
people have discovered the value of hard 
work, community service, dedication and 
learning. 

In the process, they 
have also developed 
and awareness of the 
importance of 
agriculture, science^ 
conservation and 
economics. 

Others should take to 
heart 4-H's motto, 
"Learning is doing," 
during National 4-H 
Week, Oct. 3-9. It's 
good advice from a 
good organization. 

It's also a surprising organization keeping 
pace with a quickly-changing world. For 
example, how many know that most of 4-H's 
members — 46 percent — live in suburbs and 
cities of more than 50,000 people.

My fellow Virginians, autumn 
has arrived. The leaves are begin- 
ning to turn, the nights are getting 
cooler, and school buses are rum- 
bling through our neighborhoods. 
School is in session once again, 
and our youngsters are there to 
learn and to pKpate for their future 
in this great commonwealth. 

If you have been in a mickile 
school or high school this fall, you 
may have seen a School Resource 
Officer (SRO) walking the halls, 
working with students, or perhaps 
patrolling the parking lot. A year 
ago, I dedicated $ 1 .5 million to 
hire 30 additional SROs in schools 
throughout Virginia. 

In May, in the wake of the 
tragedy at Columbine High 
School, I committed another $1.5 
million to fund even more SROs 
in our schools. Their "beat" is the 
school; their goal is to keep our 
students safe. 

But School Resource Officers are 
not enough. Even the most highly- 
trained SRO can only be in one 
place at one time. The safety of our 
students, teachers, principals and 
other school staff should not cfe- 
pend solely on these officers. Our 
classrooms and our school halls are 
filled each day with hundreds of 
students, teachers, staff, parents and 
volunteers. Each of them, and in 
fact, every one of us, shares in the 
responsibility to protect our chil- 
dren. 

We are fortunate that we have 
corporations in Virginia that are 
also concerned about safety. Last 
spring I announced a public/private 
partnership with GTE and Bell- 
Atlantic to establish a toll-free hot- 
line so that any citizen can report 
safety concerns to law enforcement 
officials immediately. We began 
work on the program right away in 
order to have it up and running in 
schools throughout the common- 
wealth by the fall. 

Many of our students nowadays

are sophisticated users of the Inter- 
net. So, in addition to setting up 
the hotline, we entered into a part- 
nership with the Virginia Informa- 
tion Providers Network (VIPNet) 
to establish a web site where stu- 
dents or their parents who are con- 
cerned about possible safety threats 
at school can report those concerns 
to authorities anonymously. They 
can use the website to find out 
more about school safety opportu- 
nities. 

The hotline and the web site are 
mechanisms — tools we can use in 
our fight against violence, howev- 
er, our most valuable resource will 
always be our people. I was deto"- 
mined to use all the "eyes and ears" 
available in our schools to promote 
safety awareness. During my an- 
nouncement last spring, I directed 
Secretary of Public Safety, Gary 
Aronhalt, to develop the best 
school safety training available and 
then train as many people as possi- 



ble before the start of the school 
year. 

To accomplish our goal, we re- 
lied on the Virginia State Police 
and local law enforcement officers 
from communities around the state. 
It was an ambitious undertaking, 
but I am pleased to report to the 
citizens of Virginia that we trained 
more than 2,000 Virginians. We 
taught hundreds of current SROs 
and school administrators critical 
incident management techniques. 
Additionally, we trained hundreds 
of other school administrators and 
law enforcement officers from com- 
munities that don't presently have 
SRO programs. We also instructed 
School Board members, central of- 
fice staff, parents and community 
leaders. 

Then we looked further and took 
a decidedly unconventional ^- 
proach. Again, following the un- 
derlying philosophy that school 
safety is everyone's business, we 
provided training to school secre- 
taries, food service workers, custo- 
dians, bus drivers and other support 
personnel in safety awareness and 
response techniques. No other state 
is doing it, but these folks work in 
our schools every day. They know 
the students; they know the build- 
ings. They have a unique and valu- 
able perspective. 

The results were overwhelming. 
In August alone, we trained 500 
school support personnel. We will 
train more than 1,000 in the com- 
ing weeks. The waiting list for the 
training continues to grow. 

Why are we working so hard on 
these projects? Because the safety 
of our school children is our top 
priority. With the measures we 
have taken and the heightened com- 
mitment by school officials' and 
students to maintaining safety in 
schools throughout the common- 
wealth, I believe we are creating a 
safe atmosphere where students arc 
free to do what . they come to 
school to do, and that is, to learn.

School safety is everyone's concern

Why is it that those who complain 
the most about the decline of values 
among our youth are the first to refuse 
support for 
any public 
initiative to 
do some- 
thing about 
it? Teachers 
blame par- 
ents, parents 
blame school 
boards and 
school 
boards blame 
council 
members. 

This fin- 
ger-pointing 
is little more 
than a way 
for adults to 
continue shirking their responsibility 
to our youth. Educating the next gen- 
eration is a shared public obligation 
for all citizens. And that obligation at 
die dawn of the 2 1 st century includes 
a lot more than funding learning in a 
six-hour school day for nine months 
a year. 

Yes, we need safe schools but not 
for the sake of the schools, but for the 
children themselves. What good is it 
to keep the children safe while they 
are in school if we release them every 
afternoon into the unsafe and un- 
healthy environment of latch-key liv- 
ing. 

The YMC A is not the answer to the 
problem of latch-key kids. It charges 
$55 per week per child for its after 
school program. That is far beyond 
the budget of millions of American 
families. 

At enormous taxpayerexpense, the 
citizens of Hampton Roads have built 
modem school complexes, complete 
with athletic fields, gymnasiums, in- 
dustrial shops, computer labs and ar- 
tistic facilities. Yet when the school 
day ends, our schools are locked up 
tight as a drum except to the select^ 
few who "make the team" or its 
equivalent. 

Excuse me — to whom do the 
school administrators think those 
schools belong? TTiey belong to us, 
the public. We not only build them, 
but it is our tax dollars that maintain 
them and pay the salaries of their 
personnel. 

If we had an ounce of sense in this 
state, our school doors would be open 
at 8 a.m. and close at 5 p.m., 11 
months a year. With a month off in 
the summer, two- weeks at Christmas 
and a one week break in the spring 
and fall, the academic year would last 
10 months. 

And IK) child should be permitt^ 
to leave the scIkwI grounds except 
when accompanied by a parent.

given the freedom conferred on them 
by the automobile. 

Which leads me to another at-risk 
factor of our modem lifestyle — teens 
in the adult workplace. Our children 
should not be working in the exploit- 
ative commercial world after school 
or at night. It should be their job to get 
an excellent education and to de- 
velop social skills and personal re- 
sponsibility within their peer-world 
under adult supervision. 

Let's face it — any assistance teen 
salaries might provide their families 
are quickly gobble-up by the high 
cost of transportation and other work- 
related expenses. The only benefac- 
tors of teen employment are the ex- 
ploitative employers who increase 
profits by hiring teens at minimum 
wage and to avoid paying benefits. 

Even more important, the last thing 
a young person needs in today 's world 
of temptations is ready-cash to freely 
spend. Teen paychecks provide the 
financing for destructive habits, such 
as underage drinking, illegal drugs 
and addiction to tobacco. 

So why can't we institute the all- 
day school, with the academics end- 
ing mid-aftemoon and other healthy 
activities filling the rest of the day? 
Do I hear that it would cost money? 
Well, we are already paying dearly. 
We are not only sacrificing an entire 
generation to an unhealthy, and often 
immoral, lifestyle, but are wasting 
scarce public resources in the pro- 
cess. 

Juvenile crimes, 80 percent of 
which occurs between the hours of 
2:30 and 6 p.m., is extremely expen- 
sive for taxpayers, it is not just the 
cost of law enforcement, but the enor- 
mous expense of detention centers 
and prisons that put a very high price 
tag on our current idiocy. 

It's not as if teachers would have to 
supervise the after-school program 
— although they could if they wish^ 



to increase their salaries by taking on 
the added responsibilities. We could 
certainly hire other qualified adults 
to mn those programs. In the field of 
the arts, for example, there are many 
struggling artists who would relish 
the chance to apply their talents while 
supplementing their income with a 
steady part-time job. 

But what about the troublemakers, 
those who simply refuse to abide by 
the new restriction on their freedom 
to wander the streets. For them we 
should have altemative schools that 
are even more restrictive and tightly 
supervised. Students would be as- 
signed temporarily until they were 
ready to obey the mies and rejoin the 
general school population. 

Those altemative schools should 
also deal with the underlying prob- 
lem of the troubled youth, such as 
treatment for drug addiction and psy- 
chological counseling. And, if they 
don't work, well that's where the 
juvenile justice system or mental 
health facilities would have to step in 
to Insure their anti-social behavior 
does not threaten public safety. 

Think how many opportunities 
there would be in the all-day school 
curriculum for students to work on 
community service as part of learn- 
ing the lessons of good citizenship. 
Such citizenship is essential to any 
viable republic, and is precisely why 
we need to direct our youth into com- 
munity-awareness and service 
throughout theirdevelopmental years. 

The only reasons children were 
released from school at mid-after- 
noon in eariier times was to enable 
them to work on their family farms. 
That agrarian society is long gone, so 
why are we still operating under its 
irrelevant assumptions? 

From a societal point-of-view, tru- 
ancy ought to be the most enforced 
juvenile law on the books. Yet, it is 
almost totally ignored by our law 
enforcement community. 

To change tte culture for America' s 
youth back to one that is positive and 
healthy, we must firet deal with our 
collective failure to meet their needs. 
Until we care more about our chil- 
dren than we do our pocketbooks, 
there is little hope we can stem the 
tide of declining moral and social 
val IKS that imperils not onlyour youth 
but the future success of our nation 
itself.

Careful long-range planning, with 
a focus on continuous improvement, 
is paramount if we are to empower 
every Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools' student with the knowledge 
and skills necessary to meet the chal- 
lenges of the 2 1 St century. We would 
like to share some of the many ways 
Virginia Beach City Public Schools 
and the city of Virginia Beach are 
working together to meet the needs 
of our children. 

New schools 
New school construction is part of 
the current Capital Improvement Pro- 
gram (CIP). Eighty-one percent of 
the CIP is locally funded, with 18 
percent coming from state resources. 
During the 1999-2000 school year, 
the division adds three new elemen- 
tary schools: New Castle, Seatack 
and Cooke. The school division's 
first high school of the new millen- 
nium — High School 2001 — cel- 
ebrated its groundbreaking during the 
summer of 1999. A brief description 
ofVirginia Beach's new state-of-the- 
art school follows: 

New Castle Elementary is located 
in the Princess Anne Commons area 
of Virginia Beach — a designated 
growth corridor in the city — and has 
a design capacity to accommodate 
900 students in grades K-5 . The open- 
ing of New Castle Elementary in the 
fall of 1999 reduces overcrowding in 
existing elementary schools and sup- 
ports the school division's goal of 
reducing class size in the elementary 
level. 

Seatack Elementary is scheduled 
to open in January. This school con- 
struction project is in response to the 
safety of its students and replaces the 
Seatack Elementary School which 
was originally built in 1952. The origi- 
nal Seatack Elementary is located in 
the Oceana Naval Air Station's acci- 
dent potential zone, a fact which ne- 
cessitated a relocation. The new 
school remains on Birdneck Road, 
near Birdneck Elementary, approxi- 
mately three miles east of the original 
Seatack Elementary site. Seatack El- 
ementary has a design capacity of 
650 students, about 150 more stu- 
dents than it is now serving. 

Cooke Elementary, a new facility 
located on the same site as the exist- 
ing school, is scheduled to open in 
January 2000. It is the oldest school 
in the division, originally built in 
1906. No longer able to adequately 
house the required instructional pro- 
grams and in need of replacement, 
the school was demolished. Teach- 
ers, students and support staff were 
temporarily relocated to the old 
Linkhom Elementary site on Laskin 
Road in May of 1998. 

Secondary schools 
Groundbreaking for the school 



division's last high school to begin 
construction in the 20th century — 
High School 2001 — took place in 
July 1 999. The school division's 1 1 th 
high school will serve students in a 
designated growth corridor of the city 
within Princess Anne Commons. 
High School 200 1 — aworkingname 
during the construction phase — will 
have a design capacity of 2,000 stu- 
dents with amenities such as two iden- 
tical academic wings housing class- 
rooms, a 1,800-seat gymnasium, a 
media center, a cafeteria and a 650- 
seat auditorium. The opening date is 
scheduled for June 2001 . 

Advanced Technology Center 

The skills necessary to succeed in 
today's workforce and the workforce 
of the new millennium arc largely 
technological. Thecity and the school 
system recognize the value of ensur- 
ing our students have the competitive 
edge of up-to-date skills. They have 
therefore partnered with Tidewater 
Community College to construct a 
facility designed to train secondary 
and post-secondary students in in- 
dustry-certified programs and to pro- 
vide advanced and specialized tech- 
nological instructors. 

The city of Virginia Beach is pro^ 
viding $ 1 3 million of the $23 million 
cost. The Advanced Technology Cen- 
ter, adjacent to the Virginia Beach 
Campus of Tidewater Community

College and across the street from the 
school division's newest high school 
will be part of what has now been 
coined the academical village. The 
Advanced Technology center is 
scheduled to open in spring 2002. 

School modernization 
and renovations 

Funding the modernization of el- 
ementary schools — which are at 
least 25 years old — is a major city 
and school collaborative project. This 
effort will ensure parity in school 
facilities and services to children. 
The term modernization refers to rais- 
ing the standards of older schools by 
providing them with instructional 
programs and square footage compa- 
rable to the school division's newer 
schools. 

Based on a comprehensive pro- 
gram and design studies, the current 
CIP's six-year budget includes the 
modernization of 16 older elemen- 
tary schools and the replacement of 
Bayside Elementary at a total cost of 
$131.9 million. 

Funding for this modernization 
phase comes from six revenue 
streams, including Charter Bonds, 
school ending balance reversion, re- 
allocation of funds from completed 
CIP projects, revenue policy alloca- 
tion for capital, operations and main- 
tenance, current state budget alloca- 
tion and lottery funding proposed in 
the governor's budget.

Blackhawk Walters has countless things 
going on in his life — a thriving business, 
marriage, busy appearance schedule and 
chief counsel of the United Indian Nation. 
It's difficult to imagine him fitting in 
anything else. 

But he is — and it's all to instill pride in 
tomorrow's leaders. 

"The most important thing to me right 
now is the Blackhawk Foundation, for 
which my cousin Clark Walters is executive 
director. Most of what we've accomplished 
has been through his efforts, and I've been 
in the background doing everything I can," 
the Virginia Beach native explained. 

He's doing his part to help youngsters 
from Portsmouth, 

Two years ago, the foundation took 30 at- 
risk children from Portsmouth and trained 
them in motivalipnal and esteem-building 
activities. Walters, operator of Blackhawk 
Karate and Kickboxing in Great Bridge, 
taught them American Indian crafts and 
martial arts. 

"Within four months we had turned them 
around so much that they became the 
leaders of the schools they were going to. 
They learned discipline, motivation and 
how to believe in themselves. With that we 
now have a $100,000 grant coming from 
Portsmouth (the Community Services 
Board). They saw what was happening to 
these children and how we could turn them 
around and make them leaders — rather 
than those who lacked initiative to make 
the most out of their lives. 

"Next year, when we get the grant, we'll 
be shipping in lots of students," he said 
optimistically. "Since then the Chesapeake 
Sheriffs Office has heard what we did with 
these youths and is looking to work out a 
similar program with Chesapeake youths." 

No doubt the youngsters learn by the 
example set by Walters, who grew up in 
Deep Creek and once held the U.S. 
middleweight kickboxing title. He retired 10 
years ago. Proud of his heritage, Walters is 
a Creek-Choctaw Indian who makes 
frequent appearances to share his culture 
with others. 

Walters concern for young people has also 
led him to a new project with the United 
Indian Nation. While visiting out west two 
years ago, the Virginian was disheartened 
by the reservation youths' lack of pride in 
their culture and heritage. 

He knew something must be done — 
something to make them proud. 

"All they've seen is poverty and 
drunkenness on the reservations, but they 
had no current role models," he explained. 

Working with the United Indian Nation, a 
movie is now in the works about a modem- 
day role model. That person is a former 
Marine, law enforcement officer and leader 
— Walters' father, Grayhawk "Elmer" 
Walters. Once total funding is secured, 
Walters will portray his father in the fiick. 

"Who else could play my father but 
myself?" he wondered. "My father isn't real 
gung-ho on the idea of making himself a 
celebrity; he avoids publicity. But he has 
lived an extraordinary life — and it's a 
fantastic true story." 

Name: Blackhawk Walters. 

What brought you to this area: 

The richest man in Virginia Beach, Sam Jones, 
owned a huge farm called Sajo Farms. My 
grandfather was a horse whisperer who left his 
ancestral tribal lands in Oklahoma to run Jones' 
fann and train his horses. My father was 12 when 
he moved to Virginia. I was bom here and moved 
from Virginia Beach when I was 7.

Age: In this life, so far — 48.

does not hold true for contracts 
such as the entertainment contract, 
according to city attorney Leslie 
Lilley. 

The administration fee propcsed 
by $433,575 compares to 
$273,750 for Rising Tide and 
$40.5(K) for Downie. The city's 
current contract (initially for two 
years with three one-year renewals) 
expires on Jan. 3, 2000. 

The program, said Ricketts, has 
been very successful and has started 
to build momentum. Programs 
were added to the contract, such as 
the Holiday of Lights which at- 
tracted 39,000 visitors resulting in 
revenues of $320.0(X). 

The staff report shows that the 
three major events — Beach 
Music, Viva Elvis and the Ameri- 
can Music Festival — in 1998 
generated a combined economic and 
tax impact to the city of 
$3,860,000. They also were re- 
sponsible for 6,000 room nights 
and public attendance of over 
47,000. 

In addition to Holiday of Lights, 
Beach Street USA was adcfcd to the 
initial agreement. 

The new contract would be for 
two years with options for one-year 
extensions for three years. 

The contractor would plan, orga- 
nize, initiate, promote and/or con- 
duct entertainment and special 
events programs in Virginia Beach. 
Other responsibilities include fund 
raising, utilization of volunteers, 
preparation of program budgets, cb- 
velopment of public/private part- 
nerships and marketing the pro- 
gram. 

Funding to support the program 
will come from the general fund for 
general entertainment (10 percent) 
and for major events and a com- 
bined amount of 50 percent from 
TGIF (Tourism Growth Investment 
Fund) and 40 percent from the spe- 
cial hotel tax. 

The evaluation committee con- 
sisted of Henry Ruiz, from the re- 
sort management office; Elizabeth 
O'Malley, from the resort manage- 
ment office; Rick Rowe, parks and 



recreation, Lt. Tommy Baum, po- 
lice department and John Mc- 
Connell, purchasing. 

The proposals were ranked on the 
basis of experience, capability and 
skill, scope of services and finan- 
cial considerations. 

Ruiz said that Cellar Door, 
which has been directing the city 
program for five years, scored high 
on experience. He said its parent 
company SFX is one of the largest 
in the country and reduced its ad- 
ministration cost from 20 percent 
of the $1.8 million to 19.7 percent. 

Ricketts conceded that the city 
had a problem with holiday week- 
ends and will take a look at the 
issue which will be discussed in 
the retreat. 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. praised the Beach Street USA 
and had noticed an improvement in 
the programs over the years but 
"holiday weekends are a different 
story." He said that the city has 
some issues to deal with. He asked 
whether the city could have pro- 
grams like Beach Street on the hol- 
iday weekends. 

Ruiz said that there is a potential 
to build upon programs already 
here and a potential for expansion. 

Spore said that the programs arc 
capable of being molded as council 
wants them. He said the city has 
received a significant number of 
suggestions on how the programs 
can be more effective and that a 
tremendous amount of progress has 
been made over the past four or 
five years. 

Ricketts said that (he key to the 
program is to rely less on city 
money and more on sponsorship. 

Mayor Meycra Oberndorf re- 
marked that Norfolk puts on spe- 
cial events with alcoholic bever- 
ages but everything closes at 9:30 
or 10 p.m. and people go home. 
The beach, she said, is open around 
the clock. "We're concerned about 
the behavior after 10:30 p.m. No 
city has to tolerate prostitutions 
and drunkenness in public." 

She said that she has also heaid 
from operators of bars at the beach 
that they do not want the city to 
sell alcohol or beer. 



Council OK's house deal 
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The possibility is that the dimin- 
ished schedule of the Thorough- 
good House now may continue to 
be reduced. 

The operating funds are available 
in the Department of Museums and 
Cultural Arts' Operating Budget. 

Mac Rawls, director of mu.se- 
ums, told council Tuesday (hat 
while the Thoroughgood House 
will never pay for itself, the esti- 
mated revenues (from entrance fees) 
should be greater with expanded 
hours, pos.sibly making up 30 to 
40 percent to (he opera(ing costs. 

Jones said tha( a foundation could 
be set up where funds would go ex- 
clusively to (he Thoroughgood 
House. He added (hat the Thor- 
oughgood House is better known 
than the "^'^ncis Land House. 



Rawls agreed, saying (ha( the 
house has national significance. He 
said that while Virginia Beach was 
the gateway to the country, it does- 
n't have many famous people or 
huge mansions. 

"But we have this little gem. It 
has an historical significance that 
not all the others do," he noted. 

Rawls said (hat there is a possi- 
bility that the house will eventual- 
ly become the property of Virginia 
Beach. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said that Norfolk has no reason to 
operate a house in Virginia Beach 
and the agreement presents an op- 
portunity to work everything out. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said that the Lynnhaven House and 
the Thoroughgood House could 
both be promoted during the (rial 
period.

ArtZone cultivates creativity 
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Ironically, ArtZone is housed in 
a former Discovery Zone, where 
children once frolicked in those 
ball pits. 

But there are no more signs of 
ball pits, video games or 
climbing equipment. There are, 
however, rooms with such themes 
as "Under the Sea" and "The 
Enchanted Forest" where 
youngsters can immerse 
themselves in creativity — from 
music, dance and traditional art 
media, to contemporary art 
methods such as glass fusion, 
puppetry and storytelling. 

Morgan Rosso of Virginia 
Beach, 7, summed it up: "We 
get to do all kids of neat things!" 

The Swans, who were 
looking to move and expand their 
Beach location of Artifax, saw 
potential in the former Discovery 
Zone site. 

But with 12,000 square feet 
available, how could they 
possible fill it? 

"We've had Artifax for 12 
years and were ready to try 
something else. But what?" 
Patricia said. "We knew we 
didn't want to open another new 
store." 

Then they looked at the 
Discovery Zone site with their 
realtor and an idea began to form. 
There were marvelous, child- 
sized bathrooms, empty party 
rooms and the remains of a 
kitchen. 

So why not a place for children 
to play, discover art and hold 
celebrations? The 12,000 square 
feet could easily hold a larger 
Artifax, corporate offices and a 
children's art entertainment 
center. 

ArtZone was bom. 

"We built this for Spencer, but 
we also built it for people like 
me — working parents," said 
Patricia. 

At the heart of Ar(Zone is the 
Artitorium, a 1 .500-square-foot 
area painted like (he moon where 
supervised activides are offered 
all day long. ArtZone Family 
Nights bring all ages together on 
Fridays from 6:30 to 8:30 p.m. for 
live music and more — ending 
just in time for kids to get to bed 
at a decent hour. 

"I want children to come here 
and feel like they're home — a

safe place like the street you 
grew up on where 10 mothers 
were looking out for you," 
Patricia reminisced- 

However, these aren't (he '50s, 
'60s or '70s — when children 
could safely play outdoors 
without worrying about 
threatening adults. Safety is 
paramount at ArtZone, she 
continued. 

When children arrive with their 
parent or caregiver, each is 
issued a special ArtZone T-shirt 
to wear that is equipped with an 
electronic sensor tag should the 
child get too close to an exit. 
Child sign-in and sign-out is 
strictly enforced., much like at 
school. 

Bringing the fun alive for 
the children arc a staff of 40. 

Each ArtZone employee, 
regardless of tide, is known as 
"teacher."

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Contemporary kids explore yesteryear's Colonial skills

While many of those who are 
charged with operating historic 
sites are content with simply pre- 
serving and interpreting the historic 
structures, Shirley Bueche, site ad- 
ministrator at the Lynnhaven 
House, is not among them. 

For more than seven years, 
Bufxheand her volunteer staff have 
hosted Colonial Skills Day in Vir- 
ginia Beach in an effort to provide 
Lynnhaven House visitors — espe- 
cially local youngsters — with a 
taste of the colonial experience in 
Virginia. 

This annual program has offered 
visitors an opportunity to engage 
in making soap and candles and 
witness demonstrations of common 
colonial household tasks. 

"We try to get as many of the 
colonial skills as we can because it 
gives the children — and a lot of 
the adults — a whole brand new 
appreciation for the kind of life that 
people lived back in the 1700s," 
said Bueche. "It wasn't as easy as 
people often think. They talk about 
the good old days. It was plain hard 
work." 

Traditionally, area Scout troops 
have been extended a special invita- 
tion to visit and participate in the 
Colonial Skills Day activities. Girl 
Scout leader MargO Wolfe and her 
daughter, Katie, were among those 
who took advantage of the special 
offer and the weather. 

"This program is all interactive 
and hands-on which is really nice," 
observed Wolfe. "Kids like that. 
They don't like to sit and watch 
stuff. They want to do it." 

Wolfe's thinking was along the 
same lines as Bueche's — colonial 
life was hard. "It lets them (chil- 
dren) see how hard it was for peo- 
ple when they first hereto live and 
how many obstacles that they came 
up against," she said. "It's touch- 
able here. It makes it more real for 
them." 

The lure of candlemaking was 
too compelling for Girl Scout 
Katie Wolfe to resist. "No, it was- 
n't hard to make," Katie Wolfe in- 
sisted. "All you had to do was to 
dip it in the wax a little bit and 
then into the cold water.. .and keep 
on doing that for a while." 

Generally, candle making during 
colonial times was done in the fall 
when it wasn't too warm out — 
and not too windy. Harriet Frenzel, 



a Lynnhaven House decent, was 
supervising the morning candle 
making operation. 

"Candles were a necessity of 
colonial life. Without candles, 
there was no light," Frenzel noted. 
"We really use candles now for al- 
mosphere, but they needolthem to 
survive. It was labor intensive. It 
was a very big job." 

Even today, making candles the 
old fashioned way is not a fool- 
proof process because there is a cer- 
tain degree of skill involved. 

"The children love doing it. They 
start off with nothing but a piece 
of string and then they have this 
candle — and they made it," said 
Frenzel. "I think they also like to 
make a mess and drip wax on each 
other," she laughed. 

Although colonial Virginians 
were compelled to work hard in 
order to survive, they also knew 
how to enjoy themselves. 

"They felt that human beings 
were put on this earth to enjoy 
themselves, not to be somber and 
sober all of the time." remarked 
tour guide Majorie Smallie. "That 
was obviously a reflection of their 
religion." 

In Virginia, no shortage of 
amusements and entertainments ex- 
isted during ^e colonial era. Wa- 
gering was a most popular diver- 
sion among both men and women. 

Life was difficult for the 
colonists, and a respite from the 
daily stresses of work and climate 
was ntxded. 

"It must have been very impor- 
tant for them to let down their hair 
and laugh, dance, sing, and play 
cards," Smallie speculated. 

"Women loved playing cards. 
Whist was a very popular game — 
a forerunner of bridge," noted 
Smallie. "They loved playing 
games and having a good time, and 
they didn't feel guilty about enjoy- 
ing themselves — enjoying life." 

"Virginians liked their liquor. 
They drank a lot of beer, a lot of 
ale, and a lot of wine," said Small- 
ie. "They made a lot of toasts. Yes, 
they did! Even children drank a lot 
in those days." 

Music was also very much a part 
of the social life in colonial Vir- 
ginia. Dancing was vital to Vir- 
ginians, and music was vital to 
dancing. Violinists Randolph Do- 
nathan and Stephanie Barko provid- 
ed Lynnhaven House visitors with

music representative of the colonial 
period. 

"To be here and help recreate 
what that music could have been, I 
think, is very important. And that's 
what we're trying to do today," said 
Stephanie Barko. 

Of course, no colonial skills day 
would be complete without a spin- 
ning wheel. Volunteer Patricia 
Renn was an integral part of the 
colonial experience. 

"We've gone through the agricul- 
tural age and we're passing quickly 
out of the age of the industrial rev- 
olution into the technological age," 
said Renn. "These things (spinning 
wheels] are going to be practically 
extinct because there are not that 
many ladies interested in doing this 
sort of thing." 

Renn hoped that some of the 
children who experienced seeing her 
spinning wheel might develop 
enough of a interest to learn the 
skill of spinning and pass it along 
to others. "Uiiless the mothers and 
fathers sit down and actually show 
these children how these things are 
done, they will die away." 

Making soap was another colo- 
nial chore that was time consum- 
ing and labor intensive. Jane 
Siedlecki, a volunteer who demon- 
strated the process of making soap, 
felt that it was important for 20th 
century folks — especially children 
— to witness centuries old skills. 

"We have to know our history. 
We have to know the struggle that 
we had here in order to appreciate 
what we have now," Siedlecki 
commented.

City's health cai^e costs skyrocket

Under year 2000 health insurance 
plans, city and school employees will 
pay more in co-payments every time they 
see a doctor, they'll pay more every time 
they have a prescrip(ion filled and those 
in 4ieaith maintenance organizations 
(HMO's) may not find as many doctors 
to choose from as they do now. 

For the city, which will be paying a 
subsidy of $2,280 per health care partici- 
pant per year, a major part of the health 
care cost, the cost will also go up 16.10 
percent. 

Lynn Sachs, city benefits coordinator, 
did not have too much good news at the 
City Council work session Tuesday, but 
she said the city and the schools, which 
have a consolidated program in relation 
to health insurance, said the employees 
will still have a choice. 

A committee composed of school and 
city staff members has recommended that 
in order to provide employees with the 
option to choose their physician choices 
to those remaining in the HealthKeepers 
Network, an HMO dual option (one op- 
tion allows the employees to choose 
their own doctors) with t^e Trigon PPO. 
Also recommended were self-funded ar- 
rangements which would allow the city 
and schools to use a 2 percent cost of the 
cost savings (a cost differential of premi- 
ums) to build a reserve. 



Of the individual programs, Optima 
will increase by 22.90 percent; Health- 
Keepers by 10.70 percent, and Trigon by 
27.70 percent. 

The city and schools, with the greatest 
number of employees in the area next to 
Newport News Shipbuilding, has a total 
of 12.952 enrolled in the various pro- 
grams. The g-eatest number are enrolled 
in Hedth^«pers. 

Of majwjtoncem. said Sachs, arereim- 
bursemfOls to physicians and drug costs. 

She <aid that physicians are dissatisfied 
with reimbursements and three specialist 
groups have terminated from the Health- 
Keepers Network — two effective Octo- 
ber and another wiTI terminate at the end 
of the year. Three additional specialist 
groups have announced their intent to ter- 
minate from the network. By Oct. 3 all 
physicians need to be recontiacted and the 
rates may be different from the past, 
Sachs said. 

Prescription drugs, said Sachs, will be 
up 5 to 22 percent for the city and the na- 
tion. She said that savings from decreased 
length of hospital stays has been offset 
by the cost of drugs. 

Where co-pays for prescription drugs 
arc $10 for generic drugs and $20 for 
■hrand name drugs, they will be $10 for 
generic, S20 for multi-source generic and 
low-cosl brand names, and $35 for high 
cost brand name drugs. 

Co-pays for doctor's visit also will go 



up, from $10 and $15 to $15 to $25 for 
HMOs and for the PPO plan, from $20 
to $25 for an office visit and for major 
medical deductibles, the individual in- 
crease will be from $300 to $400 and (he 
family increase from $900 to $1 ,200.

Cellar Door offer OK'ed

Cellar Door, which has been providing 
entertainment and special events pro- 
grams in Virginia Beach for the past five 
years, will continue as the city's enter- 
tainment contractor for the next three 
years with options for another three 
years. 

At a work session Tuesday where City 
Manger James K. Spore provide! more 
background and answers to questions 
raised by some council members last 
week, council members were in agree- 
ment that Spore send a letter of accep- 
tance to Cellar Door. 

The option was starting the bidding 
process all over again, and Spore said he 
did not recommend that. 

The major issue raised last week was 
the $160,000 difference in administration 
costs between Cellar Door and the low 
proposal made by Rising Tide — a third 



proposal was submitted by Downie Pro- 
ductions. 

Both councilmembers Don Weeks aid 
Reba McClanan questioned the difference. 

Rising Tide also made allegations that 
about Cellar Door's minority relations 
and the fact that an employee had a crimi- 
nal background. Rising Tide is headedby 
William Reid, who was dismissed by 
Cellar Door. 

Spore told council that entertainment is 
not a standard product (where the contract 
would go to the lowest bidder). He said 
that the city requested proposals to find 
out what kind of program it could have 
for $1.8 million. He said that more was 
involved than administration. 

Even so, the $10,000 difference in al- 
ministrative costs between the two com- 
panies would go for salaries and staffing. 
He said, "I don't think an investment in

Technology Center benefits lauded

For now, it exists only in silicon and 
circuit boards. To 'get around, you use a 
mouse and keyboard instead of doors or 
elevators. Although seemingly a contra- 
diction, it is safe to say it is complete, 
yet years from being ready. 

It is the AdvancaJ Technology Center 
— for now a reality, but only in cy- 
berspace. 

The Advanced Technology Center is an 
educational facility designed to offer sa;- 
ondary and post-secondary students the 
highly technical training demanded in to- 
day's workforce. 

Although the building is not scheduled 
to house its first students until 2002, 
dozens of people received a virtual reality 
tour last week. 

The center is a partnership between 
Tidewater Community College (TCC). 
the city of Virginia Beach and Virginia 
Beach City Public Schools. Officials 
from each were acting like proud parents 
as they showed off the facility during a 
special program. 

"Fundamentally, this is the right thing 
to do," said TCC President Deborah M. 
DiCroce. "We are working in a partner- 
ship that is cost-effective and builds on 
individual strengths in a collaborative 



manner. The center will benefit the 
whole region and is already being herald- 
ed as a model of education in the state in 
the 21st century." 

The 137,000-square-foot, $22.5 mil- 
lion Advanced Technology Center was 
approved by the Virginia General Assem- 
blJ^Jthe Virginia Beach School Board and 
tlie Virginia Beach tity Council in 

1998. 

Funding sources for the facility an; 
combined jointly from the state and local 
level — $12.5 million has been ear- 
marked for the project by the city with 
the state picking up the balance of $10 
million. 

Located just across the street from what 
will become Virginia Beach's 1 1th high 
school, the center is being constructed on 
TCC's campus just off Princess Anne 
Road. It will be adjacent to the new Vir- 
ginia Beach Higher Education Center op- 
erated by Old Dominion University and 
Norfolk State University. 

Officials are calling the connecting fa- 
cilities an academic village for Virginia 
Beach. 

The center is anticipated to help the 
public schools and the community col- 
lege meet projected enrollment figures for 
training in technology.

as bright as the workforce development it 
offers," said DiCroce.

Residents speak out on revitalization

In an informal presentation to members 
of the resort community, officials from 
the city's Public Works and Planning 
Departments, as well as representatives 
of Rummel, Klepper and Kahl, a Vir- 
ginia Beach-based consulting and engi- 
neering company, talked with citizens 
concerning the controversial Resort 
Neighborhood Revitalization Plan. 

At Virginia Beach Middle School last 
Tuesday, more than 75 resort area resi- 
dents and citizens appealed to voice their 
concerns. Surveys soliciting comments 
from those who could be affected were 
available and people could be seen at 
cafeteria tables poring through the ques- 
tions with their pens. Many of those pre- 
sent had attentkd several previous com- 
munity meetings. 

The plan, as drafted, calls for changes 
to the Lakewood/Pinewood, Old Beach 
and Shadowlawn neighborhoods. Areas in 
focus include aesthetics of each neighbor- 
hood, parking, traffic control and travel 
conditions more fitting for pedesyians. 

The ro^s canvassed in the plan include 
16th, 17th, 19th and 22nd streets aid 
Pacific, Parks, Norfolk and Rudee av- 
enues. 

The most controversial aspects of the 
current proposal, as expressed by soitk: 
citizens present, include the possible 
elimination of some parking areas and 
the closure of rcwls and cul-{k!-s%;s.

War on the homefront 

■ Every 15 seconds a woman is battered in 
the United States by her husband, boyfriend 
or live-in partner. 

■ NInety-flve percent of domestic violence Is 
directed at women. 

■ There are at least 4 million reported inci- 
dents of domestic violence against women 
every year; of these, 20 percent are aggravat- 
ed assaults within the home. 

■ Fifteen to 25 percent of all pregnant 
women are battered. 

■ More than 53 percent of male abusers 
beat their children. 

These statistics, compiled by National 
Women Abuse Prevention, aren't pretty, yet 
neither is the problem underlying them — do- 
mestic abuse. 

Defined as a pattern of physical, verbal, sex- 
ual and /or emotional battering of one person 
by another, it robs the victim of self-esteem 
and creates a sense of hopelessness. It re- 
spects no one — no race, gender or social 
class. 

October Is Domestic Violence Awareness 
Month. Across Hampton Roads organizations 
are uniting to bring attenUon to this "dirty lit- 
tle secret" of America's households. But for 
some, simply understanding why a woman 
would tolerate repeated abuse is a puzzle. 

The reasons women stay are as varied as the 
women themselves. They may feel that the vi- 
olence Is their fault, or they may have no 
place to go If they leave. Other reasons are 
Just as compelling — they may feel divorce is 
wrong, that the must stay for the sake of the 
children, that if they leave their lives will be 
in danger. Still others accept levels of vio- 
lence in their relationship under the mistak- 
en belief that this Is Just the way of life for 
them. 

But It doesn't have to be. 

Domestic Violence Awareness Month Is the 
perfect time to make the change, or at least 
dispel myths about this nationwide dilemma. 
Among the most common: 

■ Domestic violence is not a big problem. 

■ Only lower-class men beat their partners. 

■ If a woman really wants to avoid abuse, 
she can Just leave. 

■ Drunkenness causes assaults. 

The first step to getting out of an abusive 
home is recognizing that you are an abused 
partner. 

You maybe battered if you are frightened of 
because you are afraid to hurt "your partner's 
feelings or are afraid of your partner's anger; 
have the urge to "rescue" your partner when 
your partner Is troubled: find yourself apolo- 
gizing to yourself or others for your partner's 
behavior; make decisions about your activities 
and friends according to your partner's 
wants; drink heavily or use drugs; or, have 
been abused as a child or seen your mother 
abused. 

Once you've recognized any of these symp- 
toms In yourself — or someone you care about 
— the next step Is finding the way to stop this 
cycle. 

THIs may mean leaving your partner, which 
isn't always easy, or first making a call to one 
of Hampton Roads* domestic violence hotli- 
nes. A caring, confidential listener on the 
other end of the line will counsel you on your 
options, or provide you the listening ear you 
need: Norfolk, Women in Crisis. 625-5570; 
Portsmouth and Chesapeake, Help and Emer- 
gency Response, 485-3384; Virginia Beach, 
Samaritan House, 430-2120; or Suffolk, Ge- 
nleve Shelter, 1-800-838-8238. 

These hotlines also provide shelters to bat- 
tered women and children, allowing them 
time to get back on their feet and start anew 
in a safe, discreet haven. 

There are no easy answers, and still more 
questions. In this war on the homefront. Dur- 
ing Domestic Violence Awareness Month, take 
the time to learn what you can do to stop the 
violence. — V.E.H.

airways. 

Everyone agrees that money has 
corrupted our political process be- 
yond recognition. American is no 
longer the land of the free, but is a 
people struck mute by the tyranny of 
the dollar. At every levd government 
has lost the people's trust, because it 
is no longer us. It belongs instead to 
the plutocrats who control our politi- 
cal parties and the public officials 
who serve their interest. 

Just as dangerous is the fact that 
our press is less free. It is controlled 
by corporate monopolies whose fi- 
nancial clout and national tentacles 
havedrivenouttheindependent voice 
that once preserved our freedom. The 
real reason so few Americans read 
newspapers these days is that they 
are little more than echo chambers of 
each other. 

The claim that we have a vibrant 
liberal press vying against its conser- 
vative counter-point is a joke. They 
are all membersofthe corporate press, 
whose real agenda is to compete with 
each other for influence within the 
power structure of which they play 
an integral part. 

Sure the media and political lead- 
ers are often combative. But they are 
merely engaging in the one-up-man- 
ship that determines winners and los- 
ers in the power struggle among the 
kingpins who make policy in Wash- 
ington, our state capitols and the city 
halls across our nation. The Ameri- 
can people are mere bystanders in the 
process.

Still, the usurpers of power have a 
growing problem. As our founders so 
correctly noted, mankind was en- 
dowed by its creator with the bless- 
ing of common sense.

So time is 
on the side of the people, not the 
power brokers whose control depends 
upon manipulation of public opin- 
ion. 

But how does a muzzled public get 
its voice heard when their govern- 
ment and national media are in the 
pockets of the powers-that-be? They 
find champions, men and women who 
will demand their First Amendment 
rights be honored in spirit as well as 
by the letter of the law. 

First and foremost, our guaranteed 
right to freedom of speech means 
political speech. And, political speech 
is not free if our candidates for public 
office have to pay for it. The minute 
you limit public access to political 
speech by the dollars in a candidate's 
campaign chest, you sell our public 
forum to the highest bidder. 

Before the corporate takeover of 
radio, television and newspapers, 
candidates access to voters was free 
via public rallies, debates and inde- 
pendent journalism. Now, other than 
very limited access provided by C- 
Span and the rare televised debates 
broadcasM'n elections to our highest 
offices, all political speech carries an 
exorbitant price tag. 

And, who is the chief beneficiary 
of this rip-off of the American people 
— none other than the media moguls 
themselves. Any candidate who hopes 



to compete for public office must 
cough up a king's fortune to line the 
pockets of the media. And for what 
— hollow slogan sound bites that are 
totally useless in assisting citizens to 
chose the best person for the job. 

What good is one-man, one-vote if 
the process by which we choose can- 
didates for office is on sale to the 
highest bidder? Our vote is meaning- 
less if citizens have no say in who is 
running for office in the first place. 

So, where is the media coverage of 
the process by which our political 
parties select theircandidates? A truly 
free press would be all over that pro- 
cess like a blanket, exposing the lack 
of openness and how party insiders 
dictate the nominee with the same 
fervor as they showed over Monica' s 
dress. 

Could it be that the media is afraid 
of losing its own special access to the 
movers and shakers that control our 
political parties? If so, they are just as 
guilty by association as those who 
use their financial clout to deny our 
citizens the free choice to select can- 
didates that refiect the people's will. 

Why doesn't our Justice Depart- 
ment break up the media monopolies 
that interfere with our First Amend- 
ment right to the protection of a free 
press? And, why doesn't the FCC 
require that licensed broadcasters 
support our democratic process in 
exchange for profiting from the use 
of our airways? 

Good questions. The answers may 
be for the same reason every cam- 
paign reform initiative goes down to 
defeat in the halls of Congress. Such 
measures would not be in the best 
interest of those who profit from their 
undue influence overourgovemment 
in the first place. 

Ah-h-h, but history leaches us that 
plutocrats only li ve on borrowed li me. 
Still, for the sake of my country and 
the principles for which it stands, I 
hope the reforms that return the po- 
litical power to we the people come 
about soon.

Should a school 
receive a threat that has the potential 
of being a violent act against students 
and staff, the Virginia Beach Police 
Department and Fire Department step 
in to investigate the threat and take 
appropriate action which may include 
an arrest if a crime has been commit- 
ted. 

Having a positive impact on pre- 
venting bomb threats and maintain- 
ing asafeenvironment in every school 
in the division, is Carlo the bomb/gun 
dog. He is housed by the Virginia 
Beach Police Department and assists 
the school division by locating ex- 
plosive devices on school property 
that could potentially cause harm to 
our students and staff. 

Crime Solvers, an anonymous 
hotline operated by the Virginia 
Beach Police Department, has estab- 
lished Junior Crime Solver student 
organizations at all high schools and 
most middle schools. Through Jun- 
ior Crime Solvers, students learn to 
be more aware of inappropriate and 
illegal activities and are encouraged 
to report suspicious activities to the 
appropriate authorities. The Crime 
Solvers hotline is 427-0000 — all 
information remains confidential. 

The program Options, Choices and 
Consequences helps high school stu- 
dents understand the ramifications of 
gun violence. This program was de- 
veloped through a partnership be- 
tween the school division, police de- 
partment and corporate sponsors 
(Sentara Virginia Beach General 
Hospital and RK Chevrolet).

City, $1.5 million minimum annual 
effort, additional funds up to the total 
of $3.5 million may be required if the 
school division's commitment can- 
not be met; Schools, $2.0 million 
minimum annual commitment, from 
various resources, including but not 
limited to any state or federal grants 
dedicated to instructional technology 
hardware, subject to fund availabil- 
ity. 



Unique Library-School Partnership 
The Creeds Elementary renovation 
includes a construction of a public 
library. The library-in-a-school ap- 
proach is a unique partnership not 
only in the region, but in the state as 
well. 

Construction has begun for the 
Pungo/B lack water Library/Creeds 
Elementary School Expansion 
Project, a resourceful cooperative 
venture between the city of Virginia 
Beach and Virginia Beach City Pub- 
lic Schools. When school is in ses- 
sion, the public library and the school 
media center will have separate op- 
erations — each with its own en- 
trance and staff Creeds Elementary 
School teachers will be able to bring 
classes to the public library during 
school hours and have full access to 
the collection. After school, both fa- 
cilities will be managed as one li- 
brary by Virginia Beach public li- 
brary staff The new facility is slated 
to open September 2000 and will add 
4.000 square feet to the Creeds El- 
ementary School building.

Larry Cears' nickname could well be 
"Giving Spirit" because that epitomizes his 
unselfish willingness to help others. 

President of the Tidewater Native 
American Support Group, Cears is better 
known as "Graylocks." His flowing white 
ponytail explains it all. 

Founded two years ago by Cears and 
several friends, the support group provides a 
network of outreach assistance to people of 
Native American ancestry. 

"I met Don Brightpath, owner of 
American Heritage (a Native American arts 
and crafts store in Virginia Beach), about 
six years ago," Cears said. 'The store was a 
meeting place for Native Americans in this 
area for those more or less transient in the 
military — they live here, but their tribes 
are somewhere else. Everybody comes there 
to get their herbs, spices and that kind of 
thing." 

American Heritage also became the 
unofficial place people turned when they 
needed help. 

"We were always running into someone 
who wanted help in one way or another. 
About six or seven of us were the mainstay 
and willing to go down to the jail to bail 
someone out, visit VA hospitals, give 
people rides or whatever. It got to the point 
where it was too much for the few of us." 

That's how the Tidewater Native 
American Support Group got started. 

"That way all the burden wouldn't fall on 
just a few of us," Cears said. 

Today there are 210 members on the 
roster, and 55 to 75 typically attend the 
group's monthly meetings. 

Including the transient military 
population, Cears said a U.S. Census survey 
estimates there are approximately 20.000 
Native Americans in Virginia. There are 675 
tribes in the United States, 514 of which are 
federally recognized. Virginia has eight 
tribes — including the Nansemonds, 
Pumunkeys and Mattaponi — which are 
state recognized, but not federally 
recognized. 

The Tidewater Native American Support 
Group is served by eight committees which 
work to make life better for its members. A 
Welcome Lodge delivers gifts and 
information to help Native American 
families get acclimated to their new 
community. 

Another committee, the Office of 
Education, provides help to those seeking 
information about Native American culture 
and history. 

"One big problem is education in schools. 
They just don't promote much history of the 
Native Americans anymore — they've even 
talked about taking it off the Standards of 
Learning," Cears lamented. 

To counter that, the support group 
frequently does school presentations. Last 
week, for example, three members set up a 
long house display at an area middle school 
and shared their heritage through 
storytelling, drumming and singing. 

The group also spreads its message at 
area events, like the annual Pow Wow at 
Lone Star Lodge in Suffolk. Cears calls 
such happenings the "best way for people to 
learn about the Circle. We believe what 
goes around comes around. That's the 
Circle, and the drum is the heartbeat." 

A third committee, the Office of Job 
Development, recruits prospective 
employers and sets job interviews for Native 
Americans according to their skills. 

The latter is of critical importance, said 
Cears, an Abenaki (Northwest Woodland 
Native American). 

"Unfortunately, many don't have resumes. 
They've never even heard of one," he noted. 
The organization also sponsors a support 
group for young Native Americans, youths 
who want to know more about their culture 
and meet similar young people. Cears noted 
that Native Americans are an often- 
forgotten minority group, especially in the 
schools. 

A Navy retiree who served 20 years in 
ordinance, Cears completed a second career 
with Norfolk Paint before retiring after 16 
years 

Today, he said, he's enjoying the good 
life. 
"Well, working at least," he smiled. 
Cears has completed three semesters at 
Tidewater Community College and is a 
member of the American Legion, Veterans 
of Foreign Wars and Fleet Reserve. He is 
also active in the North American Hunt 
Club, NRA, Virginia Hunters, Virginia 




Trappers and National Trappers Association. unsweetened tea or ice water.

This 
antic was performed at the rodeo. 

"I've been in the Bill Pickett 
Rodeo since 1989," said Cowboy 
Brian Richard, from Houston, 
Texas. "I started riding when I was 
5. It's a big ole' rush. 

"I love the atmosphere. Like we 
say in Houston, it's a family pic- 
nic. You can come out here, forget 
about your problems and just relax. 
We're doing this for the fans." 

Kanesha Jackson was another 
rodeo-loving performer. 

But she differs from other cow- 
boys and girls because she is 10- 
year-old cowgiri who does borough 
racing. She and her Texas family

Rodeo. 

Her older brother, Reuben Hay- 
nes, said he has been riding all his 
life. Reuben said his father, 
Sedgewick Haynes, got him in- 
volved in rodeos. Their mother, 
Stephanie Haynes. has won all- 
round in the women's competition 
several times. 

"I like the traveline we do as a 
family," said Stephanie. 

"I'm from Houston, so it was ei- 
ther this or gangs," said 
Sedgewick. "I won first place in 
my first competition and I've been 
hooked ever since." 

There were 60 cowboys and cow- 
giris at the rodeo this year. 

"We take experienced riders from 
ail over. Our cowboys and cowgiris 
are from California, Oklahoma. 
Texas, Kansas, Georgia and St. 
Louis," said Lu Vason, producer 
and founder of the Bill Pickett 
Rodeo. "They train every day to 
keep the horses in shape and to 
learn the movement of the horse." 

The number of people coming 
out to see these cowboys and cow- 
giris has increased over the years. 
Vason said the crowd that came out 
for Sunday's rodeo was as big as 
the total crowd the first year. 

"Now more people know there 
were African-American cowboys. 
We travel through 20 cities. This 
year is the 16th anniversary of the 
rodeo. It was started in 1984. 
Throughout those 16 years we've 
made quite a few people aware." 



said Vason. 

"The goal is to educate the public 
about not only the rodeo but also 
the development of the west." 

For the first lime since its open- 
ing, the Bill Pickett Rodeo featured 
a revisitation of western and a re- 
enactment of the Pony Express. 
The rodeo revisited the pioneers in- 
cluding people like Clara Brown, 
who was involved in the develop- 
ment of Colorado, Deadwood Dick 
and James Beckworth, who discov- 
ered the path through the Sierras to 
California. 

"They don't teach you those 
things in history books," said 
Vason. "We try to bring a history 
lesson as the people present them- 
selves." 

Vason said the history lesson 
went over well with the public. 

"Initially when we started the 
rpdeo we had to get people to come 
out. So we did things like playing 
hip hop music to keep the younger 
crowd's attention. Now we have 
built up an audience," said Vason. 

"What I enjoy the most is seeing 
little kids get excited," he contin- 
ued. "It's another side of sports be- 
sides football, basketball and base- 
ball." 

With sports comes something 
that most don't think about — 
sports injuries. "We need to know 
when someone gets hurt. We had 
one cowboy get hurt today," said 
Vason. Vason explained that along 
with cowboys and horses, medical 



personnel and veterinarians also 
travel with the rodeo. 

Vason said he began the Bill 
Pickett Invitational Rodeo because 
it "perked my interest to put on a 
rodeo so the public could see black 



cowboys and be educated about 

them."

Environmental stewards honored for contributions

A whole lot of people care 
about the way Virginia Beach 
looks. 

Make that some 6,983 
residents, who made a conscious 
effort to keep their community 
clean and green in fiscal year 
1998-99. 

The Virginia Beach Clean 
Community Commission 
gathered recently to honor its 
environmental superstars, who 
gave 20,650 volunteer hours to 
making their city a more 
beautiful place to live. 

'That amounts to a dollar value 
of $305,595," said Mayor Meyera 
Obemdorf. 

The commission has a variety 
of programs in place to actively 
involve citizens in keeping their 
city a more earth-friendly place.

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Racism dialogue brings mixed reactions

Racism. Just mentioning the 
word makes most people in the na- 
tion cringe. 

A panel of 10 Tidewater Com- 
munity College (TCC) students 
openly discussed the subject in a 
video designed as part of the na- 
tion's Campus Week of Dialogue 
on Race last week. The video was 
viewed in some classrooms and 
available in campus learning labs. 
Additionally, footage was available 
via the World Wide Web. 

Group members' opinions con- 
cerning racism at TCC ranged from 
it is non-existent to it is rampant. 
For the most part, students felt safe 
and welcomed at any of the col- 
lege's four campuses, located in 
Virginia Beach, Portsmouth, Nor- 
folk and Chesapeake. 

However, no one denied racism 
exists in the world outside TCC. In 
45 minutes, the group shared inci- 
dents concerning racism between 
blacks and white. Oriental students 
and professors and almost every- 
thing in between. 

Cathy Lewis, host of the WHRV 
talk show "Hear/Say" facilitated the 
student discussion with thought- 
provoking questions. 

"These conversations are not 
easy," she noted, "but they are 
most assuredly essential if we are 
to build a college community that 
will live together in harmony." 

Jackie Harris. 30, is a Vietname- 
se student at TCC and an English 
as a Second Language (ESL) tutor. 
She and her family emigrated to the 



United States in 1975 when Saigon 
collapsed. 

"I have experienced racism in my 
life," said Harris. "Once I did an in- 
terview over the telephone for a 
job. They were very enthusiastic 
and wanted to meet with me. When 
I met the person I was interviewing 
with, she took one look at me and 
told me the position was full." 

Concerning TCC, Harris said as 
an ESL tutor she has had some 
Oriental students come to her and 
express feelings of being looked 
down upon by professors. Com- 
mon concerns she said she hears are 
professors not wanting students 
from other countries in their cours- 
es because of their English lan- 
guage skills, even though the pre- 
requisites for the course have been 
successfully completed. 

"There is always the big stereo- 
type surrounding Oriental students, 
which is "Well, they're not good in 
English, but all Orientals arc good 
in math," Harris added. 

Bruce Marringer, a white student 
from Alaska, expressed concerns 
about professors whose first lan- 
guage is not English. 

"When I went to Old Dominion 
University, there were about eight 
professors from foreign countries 
in the science department," he said. 
"Six of them did not have English 
as their first language and the other 
two's skills were very poor. Chem- 
istry is something essential to have 
every component understood to get 
it down. It's not fair to me or other 
students when we have to nudge 
each other to figure out what the 



professor is saying in our country's 
language. By the time we realize 
what he said, he already moved on 
to another point we need to learn." 
Harris object to Marringer's 
statement, saying, "It's not their 
fault. It's unfair lo them when stUr 
dents get in little groups lo talk 
about foreign professors and say 'I 
can't understand him because he's 
from...' That is a racial issue. En- 
glish is my second language so I 
understand where they are at. If it's 
anyone's fault, it is the administra- 
tion's for not screening their skills 
better." 

Smith asked Marringer if he or 
fellow students raised the issue 
with school officials. 

He replied, "Wc all fell ripped off 
because we paid for classes we (fid- 
n't gel as much out of as we 
should've. But it's not worth the 
trouble to complain to the adminis- 
tration." 

Harringcralso expressed feelings 
of being stereotyped as a racist be- 
cause of his Southern accent. 

"People see and hear me and as- 
sume my grandfather started the 
Civil War and had a farm full of 
slaves," he said. "My family came 
from Alaska so none of them were 
involved in any of that. But I still 
feel perceived as one of the instiga- 
tors of racism in the South. Be- 
cause of this, I usually keep my 
mouth shut in sensitive di.scus- 
sions and when I do .say some- 
thing, I think about it three or four 
times before I speak." 

Bethany Cahill, 30, attends the 
Virginia Beach campus and works 



in its library. Cahill decided to .see 
die video because she and Harris are 
friends. 

"I heard they had a hard time find- 
ing younger students to be in it, 
which was disappointing," she 
noted. "It would*ve been nice to 
have a better mixture of ages, be- 
cause no one in there seemed to be 
in their teens or early 20s." 

Cahill has been attending the 
Virginia Beach campus for a year 
and previously went to classes at 
the Norfolk facility. 

"I haven't seen any real racial 
problems here," she said. "People 
are really friendly. It's a lot differ- 
ent from the Norfolk campus, be- 
cause there's more of a racial mix 
there. I haven't ever seen any fights 
or people being nasty to each other 
because of race." 

Cahill was generally pleased with 
the video, but had a few sugges- 
tions for the future. 

"I would've liked to see them 
focus more on that it is OK lo be 
different," she added. "It seemed to 
me people were hesitant to say 
how they really felt. That's unfor- 
tunate, because it overrides the 
whole thing the administration was 
trying to do. 

"I'd also would've liked to see 
them discuss more about racism 
not just being between blacks and 
whites. A little concerning Viet- 
namese and whiles and Hispanics 
and whiles was mentioned, but I 
would've liked to hear about racism 
between Vietnamese and Chinese 
and other similar problems around 
the world."

She said the center will also be a 
service lo area employers for work- 
force training, especially in the area 
of advanced electronic technology. 

"We are talking about a facility 
that offers life-long learning," Di- 
Croce added. 

" Those were sentiments echoed by 
Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools Superintendent Timothy 
R. Jenney. 

'The technology-driven interna- 
tional economy will force Ameri- 
cans to compete based on brain- 
power," he said. "The blue collar 
safety net, for the most part, is 
gone.

Jenney added that with the addi- 
tion of the Advanced Technology 
Center, the future looks bright. 

"Virginia Beach is poised to not 



only welcome the future, but also 
to play a key part in its unfolding," 
he said. 

Beach schools will offer advanced 
technology programs for high 
school students with opportunities 
for dual enrollment at TCC. 

Programs offered at the center 
will include computer operations, 
computer network admin- 
istration/engineering multi-media 
and digital imaging, television 
communications and production, 
drafting and design, materials sci- 
ence technology, manufacturing 
technology, statistical process con- 
trol, Cisco, Novell networking and 
Microsoft NT training. 

A high-tech film from the archi- 
tectural firm of Mosley, Harris and 
McClinlock showed a towering 
building with a soaring atrium and 
classrooms lined with computers 
and other state-of-the-art equip- 
ment. 

"All of us are excited about what 



this facility means to the cities in 
Hampton Roads," said Virginia 
Beach Mayor Meyera E. Obemdorf. 
"The Advanced Technology Cen- 
ter will provide the means neces- 
sary to compete in a global econo- 
my. Higher education is no longer 
an option — it is a necessity.

cause real problems," said Lake- 
wood resident Louise Lowery. "The 
idea of renewing this whole area is 
wonderful; however, the planners 
need to recognize that some people 
who live in apartments have two 
cars. 

"The ideas just need to be ironed 
out. Another concern I have is the 
plan lo close the area between 16th 
and 17th streets. That will be 
somewhat of a handicap if imple- 
mented. The effort is good, but 
there is still a lot of work that 
needs to be done." 

Old Beach resident Henry Scott 
echoed some of Lowery's concerns. 

"Some of these proposals really 
make sense, but some might create 
a real problem with parking," he 
noted. "I would like to see my 
neighborhood have less traffic con- 
gestion and less people walking 
through there who have no reason 
to, such as people floating through 
there to go somewhere else. Fd 
also like to see something done 
about all the people speeding." 

Carmen Freebum, a resident of 
the Pinewood/Lakewood neighbor- 
hood, is concerned about drainage 
and traffic flow. 

"My main concern is the idea of 
closing off some of the drainage 
areas," he said. 

"It is unfeasible for them to close 
off the area at the end of Cypress. 
However, if they do, they should 
open an alternative. 



"They also should re-evaluate 
what they want lo do about traffic 
problems. They need lo do a lot 
more planning — they need lo 
think." 

Richard Olivieri, who lives near 
Laskin Road, is strongly opposed 
to several key aspects of the plan, 
particularly those concerning clos- 
ing streets. Olivieri is an urban 
planner for the city of Norfolk. 

"I don't want ihem closing 
streets off," he said. "That will 
make things worse than ihey are 
now. Currently, tourists can easily 
navigate their way around. They 
won't be able to if things change 
and streets get closed. It's going lo 
be a nightmare and no one's going 
to want to come down here." 

Olivieri believes more parking 
spaces need to be ad(fcd to the area, 
rather than some being removed. 

"It's ridiculous," he said. 
'They'redoing everything opposite 
of what they should be doing." 

The reasoning behind closine 
streets, Olivieri feels, is to deto- 
speeding. 

"That's not going to do anything 
but cause severe problems," he 
acMed. "If they want to stop pizza 
delivery drivers from speeding, just 
get a cop with radar to sit in the 
problem areas for a week. That's a 
lot cheaper and more realistic than 
shutting down a street. What they 
want to do is like if you go to iIk 
hospital for the flu and they cut 
your arm off. It is a true hand-aid 
a^Hioach."

in staff is a waste of money." 

He said that other bidders could 
have been eliminated sooner be- 
cause the companies, evaluated on 
a point system, were not that 
close. 

He said overall resources were 
considered, thai Cellar Door has a 
greater capacity, and that as a larger 
company it enjoyed economy of 
scale. 

Sponsorships also played a big 
part in the decision — Cellar Door 
anticipates $2.34,000 a year, while 
Rising Tide anlicipates $25,000. 

Weeks wanted to know whether 
there was a way to gel around the 
budgeted amount. 

Rick Berry said there were two 
ways to go ahoul asking for pro- 
posals. In one case, ihe city would 
say this is what we want, how 
much would it cost. In the other 
instance, ihe city would say this is 
a fixed amount of money; offerihe 
highest level of service you can for 
the money. The latter way is how 
the city chose to ask for entertain- 
ment proposals. 

Berry said Ihal in most proposals 
the city sets the level of service it 
wants to achieve at the lowest pos- 
sible price. In answerto a question 
from councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan. tourism direclori^James 
Ricketts said that $750,U00 is 
spent on the American Music Fes- 
tival. 

McClanan said she still wanted 
lo look at major weekends. She 
said thai there already arc too many 
people showing up for major week- 
ends and didn't see much point in 
attracting more visitors to the 
beach on those weekends. 

Councilman Linwood Branch 
said ihal what the entertainment 
program has done is extend Ihe 
beach season from a 90-100 season 
lo year-round. He said now over 
half of the revenues are made in 
off-season and the events program 
is a major contributor. 

In a letter from Michael L. 
Gayler, associate general counsel to 
SFX, the parent company of Cellar 
Door, the minority relations claims 
and criminal record of an employee 
wCTe discussed. 

Gayler wrote that the lawsuit 
filed by several African-American 
music promoters last year in which 
Cellar Door was named, also 
named every major concern pro- 
moter of any note in the United 
States along with every major 
booking agency. That Rising Tide 
was not named in the suit, he said.

He said that Cellar Door has 
fully investigated ihe circumstances 
surrounding the employee's pa.st 
and is satisfied that this was a sole 
aberration in a long and distin- 
guished career. It had not occurred 
while he was employed by SFX 
and was fully disclosed before the 
employee joined Cellar Door. 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. said that he supported the pro- 
fessionals on the staff. 

As for threats of lawsuits. Mayor 
Meyera Oberndorf said that it 
would not be the first contested 
contract. She said that the situation 
was traumatic and needs lo be han- 
dled by professionals and not 
brought into politics. She said she 
had confidence in the staff 

McClanan said that she would 
still like to review activities over 
the special weekends where too 
many people are already attracted.

Eight lanes and pretty?

There's something about an 
eighl-lane road that defies tradition- 
al ideas of tree-lined and flowerbed- 
decked city streets, but the city 
staff is taking a slab al combining 
aesthetics with necessity. 

Laskin Road Phase I is a $19 
million project including eight- 
laning from First Colonial Road to 
Freemore Crescent and a six-lane 
divided road to Birdneck Road. The 
idea also is lo make the road aes- 
thetically pleasing. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker had 
some doubts about how an eighl- 
lane road in the city could be aes- 
thetically pleasing and asked why 
the road couldn't be cut down to 
six lanes all the way. 

The project, a Virginia Depart- 
ment of Transportation (VEXyT) 
funded program is expected lo be 
completed by 2004. Public Works 
Director Dean Block said that the 
project is on schedule. Serving one 
of the city's major commercial dis- 
tricts. Hilltop, the staff expects to 
enhance the project with landscap- 
ing. 

City Engineer John Herzke said 
that the staff did not approach the 
project as size versus aesthetics. He 
said that various treatments ae 
being considered on Ihe outside of 
the road, the median and the busi- 
ness fronts. He said details will be 
developed with VDOT. He said that 
the city is aiming for "aggressive 
landscaping" lo create an aesthetic 
corridor and still meet traffic needs. 

Herzke said part of the road has a 



ready-made landscaping, a wooded 
area over about five lots just before 
Linear, which the city wants to in- 
clude in the right-of-way acquisi- 
tion. He said the city has not been 
able to find any good development 
for the property which will make a 
beautiful buffer for the residential 
community. He added the city also 
will have an opportunity for exten- 
sive landscaping at Laskin atid 
First Colonial Roads. 

Block said the staff is convinced 
that the eight lanes are what is 
needed. 

Since the service roads are being 
removed, Herzke said that three 
property owners have been asked 
whether they would sell their prop- 
erties. But the properly owners 
want to stay. That will mean only 
three points that lead directly out to 
the road. The project includes a 
bridge replacement at Linkhorn 
Bay. 

Planning Director Robert Scott 
said that an eight-lane road will be 
difficult to work with. 

A public hearing will be held 
early in November and then the 
city will work with VDOT and its 
consultant. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that a lot of people feel strong- 
ly that an eighl-lane road divides a 
community. 

Scott said there will be an oppor- 
tunity for everybody to voice an 
opinion. 

Laskin Road Phase II, just rein- 
tnxluced into the capital operating 
program this year, will continue 
the road from Birdneck Road lo the 
proposed 30lh/31st Street split.

The center's location off 
New Bridge Road cuts 40 to 50 minutes 
off trip limes to the Back Bay Refuge. 

And it's worth it. 

The center, which was converted from a 
home and its surrounding 17 acres, offers 
environmental activity stations, nature 
trails, site tours and exhibits. It's also on 
the Charies Kuralt Interpretive Trail, a 
collection of refuges in Virginia aid 
North Carolina which are a part of the 
world's foremost collection of wildlaniLs 
managed for the conservation of fish, 
wildlife and plants.

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CRIME PREVENTION MONTH 

Community empowerment 

October is National Crime Prevention 
Month, and citizens across the country are 
being challenged to take action in driving 
crime from the streets. By taking an active 
role in preventing crime, citizens can actually 
do more to prevent illegal activities than the 
police and courts. By taking away the oppor- 
tunity, the threat is lessehed. 

Law enforcement officials say there are 
three elements to crime — opportunity, abili- 
ty and desire. When someone removes one of 
the three, the crime can't occur. Having citi- 
zens become involved in crime prevention 
often removes the opportunity, resulting in a 
better environment for all. But it only works if 
residents take an active role. 

Action makes the difference. It reflects the 
belief that when prevention becomes every- 
one's business, crime and fear no longer dom- 
inate people's lives. Experiences in our com- 
munities and across the country have demon- 
strated that grassroots, collaborative action 
works. 

A prime example is the Neighborhood Watch 
program that empowers residents and and 
joins together members of a neighborhood to 
help each other. By having an entire street 
active in crime prevention, criminals are 
forced to look elsewhere for the opportunities 
they need to commit crimes. 

Locally. Hampton Roads can also boast of 
McGruff safe houses for children, as well as 
new and aggressive community policing ef- 
forts in Portsmouth. Chesapeake and Virginia 
beach. Even community cleanups represent 
people banding together to take back their 
streets. 

The worst reaction to crime violence and 
drugs is to recoil in fear and retreat into iso- 
lation. This month law enforcement agencies, 
schools and other organizations are attempt- 
ing to increase awareness about crime pre- 
vention, even if it only involves making one's 
home more secure. 

Other measures to take: 

■ Help spread the message that preventing 
crime is everyone's business and not just a 
Job for law enforcement. 

■ Join a Neighborhood Watch program. 

■ Keep doors locked even when you are in 
the yard or the house. 

■ Don't hide keys outside your home (bur- 
glars know where to look). Rather, give that 
extra key to a neighbor you trust. 

■ Don't open the door for a stranger without 
proper identification. 

■ Install outside lights and keep them on at 
night. 

■ Prune shrubbery so it doesn't hide doors 
and windows. 

■ Stay alert while in public. 

■ Don't walk alone. If possible, walk with a 
spouse or friend, especially at night. 

■ Report all crime, no matter how minor or 
embarrassing, to the police. 

Law enforcement alone cannot make the 
community safe and free from crime. They 
need help. Look around and ask. "Am I help- 
ing prevent crime?"

Like so many Virginlhns last week, 
my heart sunk when the internation- 
alist and moderate leaders of the Re- 
publican 
Party fell into 
lock-step be- 
hind the dan- 
gerous isola- 
tionist poli- 
cies of Sen. 
Jesse Helms 
of North 
Carolina. 
Senators like 
Dick Luger, 
John McCain 
and even our 
own, John 
Warner, 
moderates 
who pleaded 
with their 
party not to force America to aban- 
don its leadership on nuclear non- 
proliferation, nonetheless caved into 
partisan pressure and voted for just 
that. 

Not since the Republican isola- 
tionist Senate rejected our participa- 
tion in the League of Nations in 1919 
has the U.S. Senate been more wrong. 
And, Sen. Warner knew it — as was 
obvious from the speeches he made 
on the Senate floor urging his col- 
leagues to hold further hearings rather 
than reject outright a nuclear test ban 
treaty signed by 113 nations. After 
ail, these tests fuel escalation and 
proliferation of nuclear weapons, both 
of which pose a serious threat to the 
very survival of our planet. 

But, the Senate's decision to with- 
draw from the treaty and to thumb 
America's nose at the entire interna- 
tional community did not have to 
happen. If Sen. Warner and the oth- 
ers that support a nuclear test ban but 
could not ratify the treaty in its cur- 
rent form, had voted "present" as did 
Democratic Sen. Robert Byrd, the 
treaty would have neither been re- 
jected or ratified. It was their votes 
against the treaty that gave their 
party's isolationist wing the majority 
vote it needed to walk away from the 
treaty altogether. So, why didn't they 
just vote "present?" 

There is no rational explanation 
other than their unwillingness to defy 
the leadership of their party, even 
over such an issue of such major 
national importance. This is so out- 
of-keeping with Sen. Warner's repu- 
tation for independent judgment that 
it is perplexing beyond belief.

Those are harsh words, to be sure, 
and not ones I feel any satisfaction in 
uttering. I have been a Warner sup- 
porter for years, primarily because I 
believed he would always put our 
national interest before his personal 
ambition and partisan politics. 

That belief was shattered last week, 
and flot only with regard to Sen. 
Warner. Republican presidential can- 
didate John McCain also failed to 
stand by his publicly-stated position 
that it was not in America's best 
interest to reject the treaty, even 
though he believed it needed to be 
modified before being ratified. 

But, at least Sen. McCain is fight- 
ing for the American people to clean 
up the cortuption of our campaign 
finance system that is destroying our 
Republic. Sen. Warner is wrong on 
that issue as well; choosing instead to 
support the interests of powerful lob- 
byists who control our public policy 
with the power of their wallets. 

How well 1 remember telling 
friends during the Warner versus 
Warner senatorial race in 1 996 that at 
least it would not matter wjiich 
Warner won, since both men were 
extremely capable leaders whiiijhad 
our state's and nation's best interest 
at heart. 

But it has mattered after all. Sen. 
Warner by toeing his party's line has 
since cast many important votes in 
this term that are contrary to the will 
and the best interest of the American 



people. 

He voted with his party not to hold 
tobacco companies accountable for 
their illegal campaign to hook a whole 
generation of our youth on cigarettes. 
He al.so voted against an effective 
closing of the gun-show loophole that 
still permits firearms to fall into the 
hands of violent criminals, the men- 
tally unstable and immature minors.

We have talked before about Re- 
side with Pride, a nonprofit public- 
private volunteer partnership, but we 
would like to bring this great organi- 
zation to your attention again. This 
group started in 1 992 and was estab- 
lished exclu- 
sively to as- 
sist Virginia 
Beach 
homeowners 
who needed a 
helping hand, 
and to help 
keep our city 
beautiful. 

In the 
seven years 
of its exist- 
ence, 1998- 
1999 was the 
busiest pe- 
riod ever 
with 26 
homes being 
improved 
and more 
than 10,000 
hours of volun- 
teer time donated to the city to help 
the elderly or disabled homeowners 
who were unable to repair their homes 
themselves. 

In the City Council briefing on 
Oct. 5, it was reported that over the 
past 1 2 months, 247 people requested 
an application for assistance through 
Reside With Pride. Most requests 
were initiated by phone and informa- 
tion about the program was promptly 
returned. Referrals were made by 
Code Enforcement inspectors and 
other Department of Housing and 
Neighborhood Preservation staff. 

Of the 247 applications mailed out, 
145 were returned, a 59 percent re- 
turn. Of the applications reviewed, 
79 met the preference for being either 
elderly or disabled, or both. Thirty- 
three percent of these applications 
received assistance. Generally Re- 
side With Pride projects are limited 
to exterior repairs, but some groups 
have the ability to make repairs on 
the interior of homes as well. 

Volunteers screened the returned 
applications and then forwarded then 
to groups such as Paint Your Heart 
Out with Rotary Clubs of Hampton 
Roads playing a major role and Im- 
pact Virginia, a project of the Vir- 
ginia Baptist Mission Board. These 
community organizations selected 
projects to match their capabilities 
considering the type of home im- 
provement work to be done, the num- 
ber of volunteers available to do the 
work and the largely donated materi- 
als on hand. 

In April 1999, Paint Your Heart 
Out painted 1 1 houses, made minor 
repairs, repaired windows, repaired 
storage sheds, cleaned up yards and 
repaired fences. More than 2,250 
hours of volunteer time were com- 
mitted to this project, aiid more than 
250 volunteers made it happen. The 
Solid Waste Division of the city's 
Department of Public Works was a 
tremendous help by providing yard 
dumpsters and making special pick- 
ups to assist the volunteers with sev- 
eral of the projects. 

In July 1999, more than 225 youth 
from across the state rehabilitated 1 7 
homes through Impact Virginia, a 
group of teenagers from across the 
state who take off part of their sum-

mer to help repair houses for those 
who cannot afford to pay for the 
work. These youthful volunteers, 
under adult supervision, were able to 
replace roofs, hang vinyl siding, in- 
stall replacement windows, paint, 
repair fencing and clean up yards. 
More than 8,000 volunteer hours were 
committed to this project. 

Working together with groups like 
Paint Your Heart Out and Impact 
Virginia, Reside With Pride, links 
low-income homeowners with vol- 
unteers and other city agencies. The 
cost of materials ranged from $500 to 
$5,026 per home and funds for male- 
rials for 13 of these projects wer^ 
provided by the Departmentof Hous- 
ing and Neighborhood Preservation. 
With the help of volunteer labor, the 
average cost per home was $2,225. 

If you know of someone who needs 
help, or if you need help, call 563- 
1000 to get an application. Leave a 
message; if no one is there, your call 
will be returned. Homeowners are 
encouraged to be as involved in the 
project as possible and may contrib- 
ute materials and assistance. 

Application for assistance criteria: 

■ Must reside in Virginia Beach; 

■ Must be owner occupied prop- 
erty; 

■ Gross annual household income 
of $25,000 or less; 

■ Preference is given to elderly, 
physically or mentally challenged 
homeowners; 

■ Application will be kept on tile 
for one year. 

Criteria for home selection; 

■ House must be structural ly .sound 
— able to be repaired in three to four 
days with 10 volunteers. 

Typical types of repairs made: 

■ Painting of exterior surfaces; 

■ Reglazing of windows; 

■ Window/door screen repair; 

■ Repair of gutters and down- 
spouts; 

■ Repair to rails, steps, porch, 
decks; 

■ Replace missing roofing 
shingles; 

■ Clean up yard, trimming hedges. 
minor tree trimming, etc. 

If you need assistance and you fall 
within the criteria listed above, do 
not hesitate, call today and get an 
application. If you qualify, the price 
couldn't better — it's free. 



Delegation travels to Japan 
for volunteerism summit 



Beach hosted first 
event; now Sister 
City returns favor 

A delegation of staff, volunteers 
and community members from Vir- 
ginia Beach will travel to Sister 
City Miyazaki, Japan to participate 
in the second annual international 
summit on volunteerism Saturday 
and Sunday. 

The first international summit 
was held in Virginia Beach in 1998 
when 44 delegates from Miyazaki 
visited to study the city's volunteer 
program. The Miyazaki cmfamx 
will bring together more than 
150,000 volunteers from all over 
Japan and 23 delegates from the 
Virginia Beach community. 

The main puiposes for the trip is 
to share information on ctevelcqjing 
volunteer programs and to continue 
helping Miyazaki establish a vol- 
unteer council patterned after the 
Virginia Beach Volunteer Council, 
which originated in 1978. In 1988. 
more than 10.000 volunteers in 
Virginia Beach city government do- 
natMl 1.5 million hours of servfce 
valu^ at $17.3 million. 

"This is a real first for Virginia 
Beach," said Mayor Meyera E. 
Oberndorf. who will serve as a 



keynote speaker during the confer- 
ence. 

"Since we established our sister 
city relationship in 1992, Miyazaki 
City has sent numerous delegations 
to Virginia Beach. Seven of these 
were to study our volunteer pro- 
gram. This is the first time we've 
organized a delegation from Vir- 
ginia Beach to visit Miyazaki. We 
know it will be an invaluable ex- 
change for all of us," she said. 

During the trip, Virginia Beach 
staff members who serve as volun- 
teer coordinators for various city 
departments will be conducting a 
session on leadership and providing 
training activities for their counter- 
parts on the Miyazaki City staff. 
They'll also be meeting with mem- 
bers of Miyazaki 's newly-created 
volunteer organization, the Rain- 
bow Society. 

The Virginia Beach-Miyazaki 
partnership was recently recognized 
with a Sister Cities International 
Award for "Outreach in Volun- 
teerism" for cities with populations 
of 300.000 or above. 

The Virginia Beach delegation in- 
cludes representatives from the (fe- 
partments of Fire/EMS. Parks and 
Recreation. Libraries, Museums 
and Police, as well as individuals 
from Virginia Beach Public 
Schools, City Council, the Clean 
Community Commission and the 
Virginia Beach Rotary Club.

Aubrey "Mike" Mitchell is a man who has 
donned a variety of uniforms in his life. 

Retired from the Navy after 20 years of 
service, Mitchell now spends most of his time 
volunteering for the Making A Diffwence 
Foundation, working at America's Computer 
Training Source in Virginia Beach, and being 
one of the majority owners and president of 
the Hampton Roads Sharks, a local football 
team. 

He became involved with the team as a 
volunteer for the Making A Difference 
Foundation, an organization that provides 
academic support services for students of all 
backgrounds. 

"Five or six years ago, I started running 
concessions for the Sharks and eventually 
bought into a small ownership," said 
Mitchell. 'Three years ago, I became one of 
the majority owners and am currently also 
acting as president." 

With volunteer work, his family, job and 
the Sharks, he says there is not much time for 
sleep or hobbles. 

"I usually get home at 10 p.m. every night 
and end up falling asleep in my chair," said 
Mitchell. "I just do what I have to do. I am 
one of those people who gets bored easily, and 
don't want to spend a lot of time watching 
TV." 

What does give him great satisfaction is 
working four nights a week with students in 
his volunteer work. 

"When I started nine years ago with the 
Making A Difference Foundation, I 
volunteered only one night a week," added 
Mitchell. "Now, I do it four times a week. It 
gives me a real sense of fulfillment." 

He began volunteering through Bob 
Bobulinski, a friend of his with whom he 
served in the Navy. 

"Right now, I'm also the chief financial 
officer of the foundation," said Mitchell. 
"What keeps me going is knowing that kids 
need and want to help to succeed in school, 
and they can't get it through the system, 
because people have either discarded them or 
don't care. I feel we're building something that 
is a positive influence in the community. 

"We help everyone who asks, from star 
athletes, to class valedictorians and kids who 
just want to pass high school. We don't turn 
anyone away." 

A major factor in his preparation for his job 
and volunteer work was the Navy, he said. 
Mitchell, retired as a lieutenant commander, 
was able to earn both a bachelor's and master's 
degree through his service. 

Serving his country also enabled him to see 
the rest of the world. 

"We went to Europe many times," said 
Mitchell. "I really liked being in Spain. 
What's great about being in Europe is the 
authentic food, such as in Italy. Europe is an 
older, more structured society than the U.S. 
The buildings are older, and they do things 
differently than us." 

He was led to Norfolk through the service, 
and chose to remain after his retirement 
because of the activities he was involved with, 
and his wife is a Norfolk native. 

"Being in the Navy gave me a lot," noted 
Mitchell. "I got an education, I was able to see 
the world, and I was given a lot of 
responsibility at a young age that wouldn't 
have been possible in the civilian worid." 

His advice to modern youth is to do 
everything possible to better their station in 
life. 

"Definitely get all the education you can." 
added Mitchell. "Learn what makes the system 
work and use it to your advantage."

I'd nice to say that some of my best 
friends are ghosts, but that would be 
pretty far from the truth.

I've even 
taken an evening lantern tour of the 
town. "The Ghosts of 
Williamsburg.. .And Nearby Envi- 
rons" by L.B. Taylor, Jr. has been 
added tomy personal library forready 
reference. 

I had it personally autographed for 
luck. The inscription read: 'To Bob, 
In the best of spirits!" 

Although r vc made sincere efforts 
to establish some mode of communi- 
cation, I've had no luck at all — not 
even one lousy ghost. I have finally 
arrived at the point where even a 
partial sighting would be welcome. 
A headless ghost would do, even 
just a ghostly head would bring at 
least some satisfaction. So far, I've 
experienced nothing related to psy- 
chic phenomena. 

I really am making a concerted 
effort to believe in the world of spir- 



its. I swear. One little apparition 
might help push me over the 
threshhold of skepticism. 

Using Taylor's book as my guide, 
I've been hanging out in spots that 
seem most conducive to spiritual in- 
teraction. 

I've looked behind every headstone 
and tomb in the local churchyard, and 
r ve even considered enteri ng Bruton 
Parish Church. 

I've been through the George 
Wythe House on the Palace Green a 
dozen times or more — not a spook in 
sight. 

Exasperated, I approached one his- 
toric interpreter at the Wythe House 
and asked her directly, "Is this house 
haunted?" 

"Some people say it is," she re- 
plied. 

"What do you say?" I pressed for a 
candid answer. 

"I haven't had any experience with 
ghosts here," she said frankly, look- 
ing me straight in the eye. 

Just what I thought. Those bogey- 
man stories have no real basis. Those 
tales are simply flights of fantasy. 
"All that talk about haunted houses in 
Williamsburg is probably totally un- 
founded," I decided. 

'The Wythe House isn't the one 
where they had the trouble," she 
noted. 

My ears stood straight up, eager to 
hear the rest. 

"It's the Peyton Randolph House 
where the real problems occur," she 
said. "They've had people actually 
quit because of experiences they've 
had at that house," she added. 

"Now, we're getting somewhere," 
I thought. 

"Have you seen a ghost there?" I 
asked impatiently. 

"No, but my son has," she said. 
She recalled her son's encounter. 

It seemed that a door slammed 
shut, and there was a puff of cold air 
that blew out a candle that her son 
was carrying. When he managed to 
relight the candle, he turned to open 
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the door. The door was open. 

"I used to laugh at those stories," 
her son claimed. "But I'll never 
laugh at them again," he said! 

I thanked the lady and decided to 
go upstairs to the bedchambers. I 
climbed the stairs to the second level. 
After looking into every room and 
spotting nothing unusual, I turned to 
another interpreter and asked him 
about the Wythe House. "Well, Lady 
Sl^ipwith is supposed to clamber up 
the stairs at midnight," he said. 

"Have you ever seen or heard her?" 
I asked. 

"No, I haven't," he answered un- 
equivocally. "But then I'm never 
here at midnight," he pointed out. 

I decided to check out the Peyton 
Randolph House. 

Walking across the Palace Green, I 
took the most direct path past the St. 
George Tucker House to the Peyton 
Randolph House. It was closed to 
visitors. I walked slowly around the 
white clapboard building and looked 
in the windows. I saw nothing out of 
the ordinary. There were some men 
building a smokehouse in the back- 



yard, but there wasn't a ghost in sight. 

Disappointed, I left shaking my 
head. I've been in that house any 
number of times; the most frighten- 
ing thing about the Peyton Randolph 
House has to be the family portraits 
inside. Those familial visages could 
stop a clock as well as a ghost. 

Still no luck! I decided to check 
out the Ludwell-Paradise House 
which allegedly harbors the spirit of 
Mad Lucy Ludwell. I must have 
stood outside for 1 5 minutes or more. 
Again, there was no sign of anything 
even remotely unusual. 

But there was still a chance that 
there might be a spirit or two drifting 
around between Jamestown and Rich- 
mond roads on the Wi 1 1 iam and Mary 
campus so I headed in that dircclion.

My two year search through Colo- 
nial Williamsburg has not put me in 
touch with a single ghost or anything 
other woridly, but it has put me in 
touch with the spirit of colonial Vir- 
ginia. I have gained an insight into 
the colonial history, heroes, and 
homes of the Old Dominion that no 
book or documentary could ever come 
close to duplicating.

a fee lo wield a huge hammer — 
a la comedian Gallagher — and 
bash pumpkins to smithereens. 

One of Princess Anne County's 
most colorful characters — Grace 
Sherwood, the Witch of Pungo — 
will be portrayed by a re-enactor 
and sharing her talcs. 

It's fitting, Nash explained, 
since the Ferry Plantation House 
is located on ihc site of the 
former courthouse where 
Sherwood was tried for 
witchcraft. Sherwood's homesite 
is near the Henley Farm on 
Muddy Creek Road. 

"It all sort of fit together — a 
celebration of Princess Anne 
County." said Nash. 

Expect Friends to share the 
history of the Ferry Plantation 
House, which they are 
painstakingly restoring piece by 
piece. 

Located on a point of the 
western branch of the Lynnhavcn 
River in Peinbroke's Old 
Donation Farm community, the 
10-room Federal farmhouse is 
being restored for adaptive re-use. 
A private residence until 1980, 
the home sat uninhabited for 
some years. But the Friends knew 
its past — and potential. 

The three-story brick center has 
a brick wmg and one frame wing 
constructed in 18.50. The brick 
sections were covered with 
white-washed oyster shell stucco 
until the house and its 33 
surrounding acres were sold in 
1986. 

According to the Friends, 
"insensitive treatment" of the 
historic home included removal 
of the stucco and repainting the 
exposed brickwork with 
inappropriate materials. It was 
left vacant for years — neglected 
and vandalized — until being 
donated to the city of Virginia 
Beach in 1996 by investor owners 
who purchased it from the 
developer. 

In 1997, the city and the non- 
profit Friends of Ferry Plantation 
House signed a public-private 
agreement for restoration. 

Slowly, history is being 
uncovered. 

The Tirst recorded reference to 
the properly is in a court record 
from 1642. The house's land is 
the site of the trial of Sherwood, 
Virginia's only convicted witch, 
who was sentenced in 1706 and 
impri.soned until her release in

In 1735, Princess Anne 
County's third courthou.se was 
built somewhere on Ferry 
Plantation land. The plantation 
house itself was constructed 
partly from brick salvaged from 
its predecessor, the 1780 Waike 
Manor Hou.se. 

Discoveries at the site include 
50,000 artifacts dating from 1730 
to 1810. More archaeological 
work is planned. 

In recent years, the friends 
have completed restoration of an 
upper room, "making it available 
for someone to be in the house at 
all times now," said Nash. There 
is also a security system, and a 
heating/air conditioning system 
was recently completed. 

Upstairs the Friends hope to 
rent rooms to various 
organizations. The American 
Institute of Architects' Hampton 
Roads Chapter is currently 
preparing to move into a second- 
story ro(im. 

"Downstairs will take longer to 
do because we would like to 
bring it back to the style of 1820 
to 1830 — depending on the 
funds we have, of course," Nash 
said. 

From Nov. 6's Pumpkin Fling 
organizers hope to raise enough 
funds to complete restoration of 
one room. 

Eventually, the Friends would 
like the Ferry Plantation House 
to host a research center for the 
history of Princess Anne County. 
In other developments, the 
house was placed on the new 
Bajside History Trail and now 
has a city-placed marker. 

The Friends are also seeking 
new members. A membership 
meeting is set for Monday, Nov. 
22 at 7 p.m. at the hou.se.

Batsel's CCC involvement 
quickly took off. DEQ sent a 
volunteer crew to Clean the Bay 
Day, and he and Kattan became 
their employer's unofficial 
outreach representatives. 

"We really started to get out 
there in the public, be it the 
Elizabeth River Project, Bay 
Days, etc.," he said. 

Two years ago Robert Dean 
asked Batsel to serve on the 
Clean the Bay Day executive 
committee. 

As a CCC volunteer, he's been 
cited for significant contributions 
in four ureas of commission 
endeavors — Clean the Bay Day. 
Earth Day, Scenic Waterway 
Cleanup and as vice chairman of 
the Special Projects Committee. 
During Clean the Bay Day 
1998. Batsel's zone was London 
Bridge Creek, Number Two 
Canal, and the headwaters of the 
eastern branch of the Lynnhaven 
River. The project required 
several boats with skippers and 
crew enlisted by Batsel. 

A total of 328 volunteers were 
able to clear 30,000 pounds of 
refuse. 

Among other things, the 
volunteers removed an entire 
truck axk from the creek. He's 
particularly proud of that 
accomplishment, which al.so 
called for the help of police 
divers. 

"We're talking a tandem truck 
axle," he said. 

Just don't ask him how it got 
into the creek in the first place. 
Batsel IS rarely surprised by the 
callousness of those who 
carelessly discard their garbage 
— whether it's a truck axle or 
cigarette — in the waterways. 

Or cigarettes anywhere, for that 
fact. Butts are his particular 
peeve. 

"If you go to the (Lynnhaven) 
river (to my) bulkhead and walk 
on the dock, you can look (town 
and see all these little white 
flecks in the water. If you look 
closer, you see that they're 
cigarette butts," he said. 



And who wants to sunbathe on 
a beach strewn with the butts? 
Batsel chaffs at the thought. 

"I like the saying, 'Think 
globally, act locally,'" he said. "1 
think we have a beautiful city 
and wonderful resources." 

Batsel has strong beliefs about 
other issues which will have 
environmental impacts on the 
city. 

"I would love to see light rail 
— I'm all for it," he said. " I'd 
like to see more awareness of our 
scenic waterways. I'd like to see 
better stormwater management. 
And I think they should leave 
31st Street a public park, not 
more concrete. We don't need 
another hotel. Wouldn't it be nice 
to come to the beach and 
actually see the beach?" 

Batsel's hobbies also run to the 
great outdoors. He enjoys 
boating, fishing, hunting, diving, 
rimningand gardening. He's a hot 
pepper lover and a member of the 
Virginia Beach Pepper Club. 

'And I'm an eligible bachelor, 
very eligible. Make sure you get 
that in there," he smiled.

Council considers extending new 
surfing poiicy for another season

The Department of Medical Services 
has recommended that the new surfing 
policy enacted by City Council during 
the past resort season be repeated for the 
year 2000 season to give staff a better 
grasp of the impacts. 

This summer council eased restrictions 
on surfing in Virginia Beach on a trial 
basis, opening surfing areas Monday 
through Thursday at the North End 
Beaches Croatan and Sandbridge. 

Restrictions remained in place for the 
resort area daily, and all other areas Fri- 
day through Sunday. A provision also 
was made to allow open surfing any time 
lifeguards limited swimming due to 
rough surf conditions. 

Bruce W. Edwards, director of Emer- 
gency Medical Services, Tuesday at a 



council workshop recommended that a 
new ordinance be re-enacted for the 2000 
season with modification to the 
sunrise/sunset restrict. 

Edwards said that there had not been 
enough time to truly assess the impact of 
the eased restrictions. 

An education program to make surfers 
aware of the rules was not started until 
mid-August, and further evaluation of the 
new policy was hampered by the hurri- 
canes and bad weather. 

With the adoption of a new ordinance, 
Edwards said, a full summer will be pro- 
vided to allow more accurate assessment 
of the impact of increased surfing access. 
An ordinance is being prepared for coun- 
cil's consideration. 

Edwards recommended that the new or- 
dinance return surfing hours to 30 min- 
utes before sunrise and 30 minutes after 



sunset as they were before the new ordi- 
nance went into effect. The sunrise-to- 
sunset hours were established in the 1999 
ordinance as a change from a longstand- 
ing ordinance which allowed surfing 30 
minutes prior to sunrise and 30 minutes 
after sunset. 

Some surfers, including a group known 
as the First Street Longboard Associa- 
tion, had been taking advantage of that 
legal predawn period for years without in- 
cident. 

Evaluating the new police with the 
EMS were the police department, the 
Contracted Lifeguard Services, the EMS 
Aquatic Rescue Teams, the Resort Man- 
agement and the Department of Manage- 
ment Services. 

The effective period for the ordinance 
included only 35 days where surfing was 
permitted in the new areas and during that 



time beaches were closed five days due to 
storm conditions. 

The main conclusions drawn from the 
evaluation were: 

■ No documented surfer-swimmer re- 
lated injuries were reported during the re- 
view period. 

■ Violations were commonplace — 
many surfers were unaware of local rules. 

■ The police department conducted 
several targeted enforcement operations 
on the beaches — 30 summonses were 
issued for leash violations alone. 

■ An education program was initiated 
by Surfing Access for Everyone (SAFE) 
in conjunction with area surf shops and 
staff. Flyers, posters and handouts were 
provided tu raise awareness of local rules. 
Forty-three percent of those cited for surf-

Hunt Club offers several varieties of 
pumpkins — Howdens, Great At- 
lantics. New England Pie, Long Nieck 
and many gourds. 

"Wc have thousands of pumpkins,"

Council hears concerns from 
citizens affected by flooding

Last Sunday night when more rain in- 
undated the area, councilwoman Barbara 
Henley at her home in Pungo wondwed 
where she would go evacuate to. "Every 
direction we would go was under water," 
she said at a City Council workshop 
Tuesday. 



She said that people not only have to 
worry about flood damage, but how to 
get to work. 

Henley was mostly concerned with the 
city's slormwater management and 
drainage program and policies. She said 
that council should be considering re- 
vamping its drainage standards. 

Henley said that the farther the city is 



developed into the lowlands, the present 
standards become less adequate. When 
building is allowed in the southern part 
of the watershed, she said, more flooding 
problems will result. 

She said she had received a lot of calls 
over the past weeks of flooding and many 
calls were from areas that had not experi- 
enced flooding before. "The more we are 
building in the lower marginal land, the 
more flooding." 

She said that she could not remember a 
hurricane (like Dennis) that continued for 
seven days. Then, on Sept. 20, the city 
experience more unusual rain. Next week 



came Floyd and Irene. 

"We need to look at standards to see if 
design standards are satisfactory." 

She said she was worried about the 
worst case scenario and found it difficult 
to explain to the public what was hap- 
pening. 

Henley said that marginal land was 
now developing and council has afpoved 
some of the zoning needed for develop- 
ment. 

"I'm real nervous about that," she 
noted.

Hurricanes menace by any name 



Dennis or Irene, 
storms still annoy

Hurricane season brings storms with 
odd names. In October it was Irene. Ew- 
lier it was Floyd and before that, Dennis. 

But a storm by any other name spells a 
nuisance. Just a few weeks ago, when 
Floyd hit the Virginia Beach oceanfront, 
the fun-filled vacation destination was 
ready for the coming invader. Half of the 
businesses along Atlantic Avenue had 
boarded up windows and doors covered 
with what appeared to be iKon-colored 
graffiti. 

A closer look at the spray-painted or- 
ange and yellow words revealed not gang- 
related markings, but rather a united re- 
sponse to the incoming intruder's threat. 

"Annoyed with Floyd" and "Floyd 
who?" were just a couple of the inessages 
left out for the former Category 4 hurri- 
cane, which once had winds exceeding 



131 miles per hour. 

The vivid letters must have caught 
Floyd's eye because that is exactly where 
the "eye" of the storm landed, resulting 
in a quieter and calmer storm than was 
initially expected. The same could be said 
of Irene or Dennis. 

Now that it's over, Mark Marchbank. 
the city's deputy emergency management 
coordinator, called Floyd "a non-event," 
but no one considers the hurricane season 
over. 

The city had (xeparcd for a Category ! 
hurricane bringing in tides of nine feet 
and flooding water. Instead, a six feet tide 
pushed up the coastline, and Virginia 
Beach only received three inches of rain 
— not enough to cause the damages 
found in Portsmouth and Franklin where 
1 8 inches fell. 

Anticipating a possible repeat p«for- 
manceof last year's hurricane, the city of 
Virginia Beach took more severe mea- 
sures for Floyd's arrival than they dU 
with Bonnie, such as opening shelters

When you turn back your clock on Sunday, 
don't fall behind in checking your family's 
smoke detector. 

Each day in the United states, an average of 
three youngsters die in home fires — 1,100 
children each year. About 3.600 youngsters 
are injured. 

Approximately one-third of homes that 
experience fires have smoke detectors that 
don't work, resulting in hundreds of deaths 
every year, according to the National Fire 
Protection Association. Residential fires 
represent approximately 80 percent of all fire 
fatalities and 75 percent of the injuries to 
civilians. 

Many of these tragedies could be avoided 
with a working smoke detector. 

The 12th annual Change Your Clock, Change 
Your Battery home fire program, sponsored 
by the International Association of Fire Chiefs 
and more than 4.000 fire departments 
nationwide, including those in Hampton 
Roads, is out to change that. 

Supporters are enlisting children of all ages 
to urge parents, guardians and neighbors to 
make a habit of changing their smoke 
detector batteries when they change their 
clocks back to standard time in the autumn. 

In addition, the Tidewater Builders 
Association's Multifamily Housing Council and 
area fire departments are reminding 
apartment dwellers about this potentially 
lifesaving precaution at daylight savings time 
this year. Last year, the campaign reached 
more than 112,000 individuals in more than 
45,000 South Hampton Roads apartments 
units. 

Change Your Clock, Change Your Battery 
organizers know through statistics that home 
fires can kill selectively and 
disproportionately — often claiming the lives 
of those most defenseless. Ironically, one of 
the most powerful solutions is a simple 
inexpensive smoke detector. 

But it has to work to be effective. 

Smoke detector maintenance is one of the 
easiest, most effective ways to survive a home 
fire. A working smoke detector reduces by 
nearly one-half the risk of dying in a home 
fire by providing an early warning. Yet as 
many as one-fourth of these life-saving 
devices are not working because of old or 
missing batteries. 

A simple reminder to change your smoke 
detector battery before it could be too late? 
It's easy — just do what the campaign says. 
"Change your clock, change your battery." It 
could be the most important minute you 
spend ''falling back." — V.E.H.

■ Every 15 seconds a woman is battered in 
the United States by her boyfriend, husband 
or live-in partner. 

■ Ninety-five percent of domestic violence is 
directed at women. 

■ There are at least 4 million reported 
incidents of domestic violence against women 
every year. Of these, 20 percent of aggravated 
assaults are within the home. 

■ More than 53 percent of male abusers 
beat their children. 

These statistics, compiled by the National 
Woman Abuse Prevention Project, aren't 
pretty, yet neither is the problem underlying 
them — domestic abuse. 

Defined as a pattern of physical, verbal, 
sexual and/or emotional battering of one 
person by another, it robs the victim of self- 
esteem and creates a sense of hopelessness. It 
respects no race, gender or social class. 

October is Domestic Violence Awareness 
Month. Across Hampton Roads organizations 
are united to bring attention to this "dirty 
little secret" of America's households. Yet 
understanding why a woman would tolerate 
repeated abuse Is often puzzling. 

The reasons women stay are as varied as the 
women themselves. They may feel that the 
violence Is their fault, or that they have no 
place to go If they leave. Others accept 
violence in their relationship under the 
mistaken belief that this Is just the way of life 
for them. 

But it doesn't have to be, and Domestic 
Violence Awareness Month Is the perfect time 
to make the change — or at least dispel 
myths about this nationwide dilemma. 

There are no easy answers, and still more 
questions, in this war on the homefront. 
During Domestic Violence Awareness Month, 
take the time to learn what you can do to stop 
the violence. — V.E.H.

In fact, the failure of our state gov- 
ernment to provide the critically 
needed resources and reforms has 
only made a bad situation worse for 
Hampton Roads over the past two 
years. 

When the Republicans were 
pressed in the last election on how 
they planned to turn our K-12 public 
education into one that was world- 
class, we were told that the answers 
lay in forcing public schools to com- 
pete with private ones and that paren- 
tal control of the school boards would 
restore excellence in education. Both 
ideas sounded implausible at the time;

In fact, candidate Gilmore 
claimed that Virginia could forgo 
participating in the national plan to 
devise learning standards because our 
tests were superior and would result 
in our children being held to a much 
higher standard. 

Then we saw the tests — most of 
which a college-educated person 
would have difficulty passing. Their 
greatest failing was that they overly 
focused on testing memorization of 
obscure and even irrelevant facts 
rather than the basic skills and stan- 
dard body of knowledge which a stu- 
dent needs to master at each level.

Oops! The state responded that, 
after all, it was a new program and it 
just needed more time to devise tests 
that could serve as a more accurate 
measure.

It is 
perfectly understandable that such a 
radically new system for determin- 
ing student achievement would take 
a long time to implement. 

So what have the Republicans done 
in the meantime to improve the qual- 
ity of our public education system?

Salem, Mass. was the center and most 
notorious community to punish 
people accused of being a witch. 

In actual fact, 19 were hung and 
one was pressed to death for refusing 
to plead guilty. Although Princess 
Anne County was not that bad, the 
did have the only person that was 
convicted as a witch in the state of 
Virginia. 

Grace was an only child John 
White, a carpenter and small land- 
owner. She married James Sherwood, 
alsoacarpenterin 1680 at which lime 
herfather deeded land toherhusband 
and they lived on this small farm on 
Muddy Creek Road with their three 
children, it was said that she was 
beautiful, independent and inclined 
to be flirtatious with other women's 
husbands. She was reputed to have 
danced naked in the moonlight and 
wore men's clothing when she chose 
to do so. All of these things caused 
her to be unpopular with her neigh- 
bors and in fact some were quite 
hostile. 

During this time it was very easy to 
accuse someone of being a witch but 
if it went to court and it could not be 
proven then the person or persons 
making the accusation were fined 
and had to give a public apology. 

In 1698, Grace and her husband 
brought suit for slander against John 
and Jane Gisbume and Anthony and 
Elizabeth Barnes, but lost both suits. 

On Dec. 7, 1705 Grace won a suit 
against Luke Hill and his wife in 
which she said Mrs. Hill had tres- 
passed on her property and assaulted 
her. She was awarded 20 shillings 
equivalent to our $20. The Hills were 
not happy and in February 1706, 
brought suit against Grace for witch- 
craft. They claimed she danced in the 
moonlight and where she danced no 
grass would grow; that she had be- 
witched cows to sour their milk; and, 
that she could make herself small 
enough to ride in an eggshell. The 
minutes of the court noted that she 
had long been suspected of witch- 
craft. 

A jury of women with Elizabeth 
Barnes, an old enemy , as forewoman, 
was commanded to examine Grace's 
body for marks indicative of traffic 
with the devil. This jury testified that 
they had found such marks. Grace 
would not answer her accusers. 

The court refused to pass judgment 
and Luke Hill carried his suit to the 
attorney general in Williamsburg in 
March 1706. This higher court re- 
fused to hear the ca.se and sent it back 
to Princess Anne. Further examina- 
tions and hearings were held in May 
and June. The sheriff searched the 
Sherwood house but no objects of 
suspicious nature were found. Grace 
was said to have enjoyed her notori- 
ety, laughing at her accusers. 

Finally on July 5. the county court, 
anxious to close out the case, decided 
to subject her to a "trial by water" 
where if she drowned, she would be 
declared innocent; if she survived 
she would be declared guilty. Since 
Grace could swim and was good at 
untying knots, she readily consented. 
The ducking site was at a point in the 



Lynnhaven River near John Harpers 
plantation which is known today as 
Witchduck Point. Bad weather caused 
the ducking to be postponed to July 
10; it saemed the courts felt the bad 
weather would endanger her health. 

The big day finally came. It was 
told that fami I ies from over the colony 
arrived to view this history making 
event. The day was warm, sunny and 
bright and legend has it that before 
she was thrown over the side of the 
boat, Grace told the spectators they 
would get a worse ducking than she. 

She was stripped naked; her right 
thumb was tied to her left large toe 
and her left thumb tied to her right 
large toe. She was examined by the 
women to make sure she was not 
carrying anything to aid her in the 
water. She did not drown and was 
therefore declared guilty of being a 
witch. Legend continues to report 
that as Grace was taken out of the 
water, a severe storm came up. Tradi - 
tion says hundreds of people were 
washed into roadside ditches and 
drowned trying to escape the fury of 
the storm. Grace spent the next seven 
years in jail, unbowed and unrepen- 
tant. Her husband died intestate in 
1708 while she was in jail. 

By 1715, the furor over 
witchhunting had gone out of style 
and Gov. Spotswood granted Grace 
her release and gave her 140 acres of 
land in recompense. She had to pay 
only two pounds of tobacco per acre. 
This land was adjacent to her own 
land on Muddy Creek. 

During this time, it 
was very easy to 
accuse someone 
of being a witch 
but if it^ent to 
court and it could 
not be proven then 
the person or 
persons making 
the accusation 
were fined and 
had to give a 
public apology. 

For the nexr25 years no one dared 
molest her artd she lived peacefully 
with her .sons until her death in 1740. 
When her will was probated she left 
everything to her son, John, except 
for five shillings apiece left to her 
other two sons, James and Richard. 

The inventory in her will except 
for the land was listed as;one steer 
and heifer 3 years old, two heifers at 
two years old, one hand mill, one 
frame table with a draw, one chest 
and box, one iron spit, one box iron, 
three low chairs, one Inglish blanket, 
one iron pot, one pewter dish and 
bason.

Nothing herein shall be construed as 
prohibiting cmy parent, guardian or 
other responsible person, having law- 
fully in his custody a child 12 Years 
old or younger, from accompanying 
such child who is playing "trick or 
treat" for the purpose of caring for, 
looking after or protecting such child. 

If any person shall engage in the 
activity commonly hu)wn as "trick 
or treat" or any other activity of 
similar character or nature under 
any name whatsoever after 8 p.m., he 
shall be guilty of a Class 4 misde- 
meanor.

Up close and personal

Roger R. Huff knows that when he's gone, 
others will still be enjoying the fruits of his 
lifelong labor for the city of Virginia Beach. 
Trees will wave in the gentle breeze on 
warm summer day. Leaves will turn amber, 
scarlet and orange when autumn makes its 
arrival. Plants will thrive provided they get 
tender, loving care. 

As arborist for the resort city, Chesapeake 
resident Huff keeps Virginia Beach green. 

"I'm in a profession where I can drive 
down the street and see the results of my 
work," he smiled. 
, Huff takes satisfaction in that. 
Though he calls Great Bridge home, his 
office is a pleasant 12-minute, tree-lined 
drive down Mount Pleasant and North Land- 
ing roads to his office at the Virginia Beach 
Municipal Center. But once he arrives. Huff 
doesn't don his grungiest clothing to dig 
ground for new plantings. 

His work making the city beautiful is ac- 
complished mostly behind a desk. 

"City arborist is a misleading title, " he 
quipped. "I don't get out there and get dirty 
too much. Sometimes I'm jealous of my 
staff." 

After serving in the military. Huff learned 
of the Virginia Beach city arborist position 
while still living in his native Pennsylvania. 
He was selected for the job and and has 
been here since. 
That was 24 years ago. 
"I was interested in forestry and was more 
interested in the urban aspect than timber 
production, paper making and that type of 
thing. I got into the park aspect of forestry 
through municipal work while working for 
two organization. Fairmont Park, and the 
Lower Merion Shade Tree Commission, be- 
fore going into the service in 1968," he said. 
Beyond that. Huff was simply fascinated 
with the great outdoors. 

"My father used to take me camping and 
fishing all the time. I really liked the out- 
doors and thought it would be a good career 
to get into. As you can see, that's pretty 
much what I have done," he said. 

As city arborist. Huff has a myriad of du- 
ties. He's responsible for contract adminis- 
tration for all of the city's roadway land- 
scaping, the city's urban forestry ordi- 
nances, plan review for street trees, urban 
forestry tree removal and maintenance on 
public properties, permitting for removal of 
hazardous trees on private property, and re- 
view of capital project plans to minimize 
impact on the environment. 

Huff also serves on numerous commis- 
sions and task forces and works closely with 
other departments. 

Maintenance of the city's ground and 
trees is no small job. Sixty-five people are 
responsible for landscape maintenance of 65 
parks, 15 schools sites, 20 building sites, 
410 pump stations, three major stormwater 
retention areas, 150 miles of divided high- 
way and 180 miles of rural roads and three 
recreation centers. 

"And that's all overseen by five inspec- 
tors," said Huff. 

Thus, his biggest challenge is understand- 
able. 

"It's dealing with the volume of work and 
keeping quality with the resources we have. 
It's about trying to stay on top and having 
the ability to continually work toward the 
vision and constantly improve our service to 
customers. We play a key role in how this 
city works," said Huff. 

"Fortunately, we all work together as a 
team. There's no one off on one side who 
doesn't want to help or be part of it all. We 
come together to realize a clean and green 
city is attractive." 

Huff dispelled a common belief about ar- 
borists. 

"There is professionalism in the arbor in- 
dustry. Too many people have got the mind- 
set that a person involved in tree work is 
just a person who owns a chainsaw and 
pickup truck. That's not the case. 

"I've been involved with the International 
Society of Arborculture that promotes proper 
tree care and carries certification. In fact, 
I've been a board member of the Mid- 
Atlantic Chapter for 16 years and president 




twice. We've held several chapter meetings 
here and think the training we do is invalu- 
able. I can't stress enough the importance of 
keeping people educated." 

Ironically, Huff isn't a big fan of yard 
work. 

"I get by," the Etheridge Manor resident 
smiled. "But I do keep a vegetable garden."

said Vogel. "There are plenty of 
pumplcins left. We don't have room 
for any more." 

"My daughter is picking out our 
pumpkin and I have no idea what 
she's looking for." said Liz Tonam. 
visiting the farm with her husband 
and 2 i -year-old daughter. "I took 
her around to all sorts of different 
pumpkins and she didn't like any of 
them. She finally chose a warty, 
flat one that she liked." 

Bill Huffman was on the same 
pumpkin hunt with his 4-year-old 
daughter, Mariah. 

"We'll know the perfect pumpkin 
when she finds it," laughed 
Huffman. "Her birthday is on 
Halloween, so she gets to pick 
whichever one" she wants." Mariah 
was set on finding a pumpkin with 
a long stem on the top, or as she 
said "one with a handle on it." 

"We're looking for one that's 
round, not tall," said John Durant 
who was searching throughout the 
pumpkins with his wife, Tanya. 
"We're going to carve a big one and 
decorate with the smaller ones." 

"We've already bought the big 
pumpkins for our kids and small 
ones for my nieces and nephews," 
said Jennifer Glisson. "Right now 
we're getting ready to take the kids 
to the haystacks and all of the other 
stuff the farm has." 

Vogel said the busiest time for 
the farm is the week before 
Halloween. 

"Most of the crowds come out at 
this time to buy pumpkins and go 
on the hayrides. The people who 
decorate their homes with straw and 
cornstalks usually come out earlier 
in the month," said Vogel. 

To prepare for the cnawd 
takes a lot of labor. 

"We set the pumpkins above the 
ground so they're not sitting on the 
ground," said Vogel. 

"I learned the hard way one year 
because a lot of my pumpkins 
soaked up the moisture from the 
ground and rotted early. By keeping 
them off the ground, they don't get 
squashed and they last longer." 

Although most people buy 
pumpkins to carve and ctecorate, 
there are other uses for the 
vegetable of Halloween. As far as 
baking a pumpkin pie by using the 
inside of a pumpkin, there are two 



types Vogel said are best. 

"The Long Neck Pumpkin is the 
best for pies," said Vogel. "It 
comes from the Amish in 
Pennsylvania. It's a long, crooked 
pumpkin and inside is full of solid 
pumpkin meat. I've never made one 
myself, but I have eaien them and 
they are good! Another good 
baking pumpkin is the New 
England Pie Pumpkin, which is a 
smaller pumpkin." 

Despite the huge crowd a week 
before Halloween, Vogel said this 
year has not been as good as past 
years because of the hurricanes and 
constant rain. 

"We had to pump the water out 
from the woods where the haunted 
hayridegoes through," said Vogel. 
"It really hurt us because we lost a 
lot of business due to the weather. 
Luckily, our pumpkins come from 
Pennsylvania, so we have great 
crop. A lot of farmers' crops from 
around this area were hurt by all of 
the water." 

Other attractions include a 
petting zoo, giant haystacks for 
kids to play in, kiddie rides, a 
hayride around the farm, which is 
open to the general public Monday 
through Friday from 1 p.m. to 5 
p.m. and Saturday from 10 a.m. to 
5 p.m. and Sunday from 1 1 a.m. to 
5 p.m. At night, the haunted 
hayride goes from 7 p.m. to II 
p.m. on Thursday through Sunday. 
October 14 to 31. The haunted 
hayride. in its lOih year, features a 
cast of over 60 live performers, a 
hayride through the "haunted w(xxls 
of Hunt Cliib," the Village of the 
Dead and Wes Iscli's Circus of the 
Scars. 

"We use about 100 people to put 
on the show, including actors, 
parking attendants. There are a lot 
of jobs that need to be done." siiid 
Vogel. 

Vogel's family has owned the 



farm for 30 years. The produce 
stand and Halloween activities 
started 1 2 years ago. 

"We offer field trips for schools," 
said Vodel. 'The kids love it. They 
get to go through the petting farm, 
pick a pumpkin to take home and 
play in the giant straw pile. I 
started the haunted hayride this 
way." 

For those younger children who 
may be scared by the haunted 
hayride. Hunt Club is offering their 
first ever Little Pumpkins Play 
Patch. 

"It's an old fashioned harvest 
festival," said Rhonda Harder, 
manager at Hunt Club. "I thought 
we needed something for the 
smaller kids that wasn't so scary. 
We try to meet the needs of 
everyone because sometimes the 
haunted activities aren't the best." 

The play patch will feature 
different children's characters such 
as Alice in Wonderiand, Bugs 
Bunny and Dorothy from the 
Wizard of Oz. The children will go 
from scene to scene, do an activity 
and get a Halloween treat. 

"We did a trial run eariier in the 
week and the parents and the kids 
seemed to love it," said Harcter. 
"I'm the 'Mistress of the Graveyard' 
for the haunted rides and I wanted 
to do an event where I would see 
the little kids happy and not 
screaming! The haunted rides are 
really for kids over 10 years old." 

The play patch is recommended 
for children two to 10. It runs on 
Thursday and Friday from 6:30 
p.m. to 9 p.m. and on Saturday and 
Sunday from 1 p.m. to 9 p.m.

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She referred to the 38 lots being 
developed on Seaboard Road and 
more of First Landing Road. When 
additional houses are put there, 
they will impact the houses that 
are there even more she said. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
asked whether the staff had an in- 
ventory of major drainage ditches 
and other flood prevention projects. 
He said that Lake Bradford was an 
example of a type of drainage prob- 
lem that, if it had been identified at 
an early enough stage, the prob- 
lems would not have been as sev- 
ere. 

Dean Block, Public Works direc- 
tor, said that the staff has been 
doing an inventory but that it is 
not complete. He said that some- 
times the city knows the problem 
but does not have the money to fix 
it. Sometimes, he said, the city 
does not know about the problem. 

Jones said that he felt sorry about 



the woman whose furnace was ra- 
ined last year and had to be replaced 
at a $5,000 cost. This year the 
same thing happened again. 

Councilman Linwood Branch ID 
said that he had attended a meeting 
with Lake Placid residents, an area 
that could not be built today under 
today's rales, but that is little con- 
solation for the residents there 
now.

"Maybe we ought to put up 
something saying flood insurance 
is available on home owners poli- 
cies." 

Heischober added that the experts' 
opinions of 10, 20, 50 and 100 
year storms have always been ac- 
cepted as fact. But hurricanes are 
going to get worse; tropical storms 
are going to get worse. "We don't 
even know the departments that 
make up the criteria," he said. 

He recalled that former council 
member John Baum complained 
that flood criteria was not suffi- 
cient. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
said the questions were trouble- 
some but that he did not have the 
answers. 

Block added that council has not 
been standing still. He said that the 
flooding would have been much 
worse without the council's invest- 
ment and improvements.

"Bonnie told us don't let your 
guard down," said Marchbank. 

But while Bonnie had winds of 
more than 75 miles per hour with

Marsh thinks the storm was great 
practice for the city's emergency 
disaster team; particulariy because 
they got the experience of prepar- 
ing for a m^or threat, but didn't re- 
ally have to face one. 

City workers who took care of 
the aftermath of the storm woe 
equally pleased with how things 
turned out. According to workers at 
the Public Works Department, the 
beach and boardwalk took only a 
few days to clean up after Floyd 
hit, while efforts to restore the 
coastal area after Tropical Storm 
Dennis struck last month took 
weeks longer. 

That was not how Duane Kessel, 
maintenance supervisor of tte 
city's dredge operations, and his co- 
worker, Danny Johnson, anticipat- 
ed the tropical fury to end. 

"Floyd's bark was bigger than 
his bite," Johnson said. 

Kessel could not agree more. 
"We are really blessed that's for 
sure." he said. 

One area resident had mixed feel- 
ings about the storm. Although 
Cheryl Johnson was relieved ha 
three-story, gray and white town- 
house on Baltic Avenue and 9th 
Stieet, located just a few blocks 
from the beach, was left complete- 
ly untouched, she did admit that 
after all the anticipation it was 
rather anticlimactic. 

"Floyd wasn't much at all," she 
said, noting that it was not what 
she expected. 

Emid and Bill McCready of 
Toronto had similar feelings about 
the storm. The couple was vaia- 
tioning along the occanfroni when 
Ihc warning came that a huirkunc 
wtw uf^Miching.

"It wasn't as bad as we expected 
it to be," said Bill McCready, how- 
ever, he joked that he would tell 
his friends back home that was 
much worse than it actually was, 
adding that he hoped to find a T- 
shirt that said, "I survived Floyd." 

Most of the tourists weren't as 
brave as the McCreadys who stayed 
through the storm. 

At Marjac Suites on 22nd Street, 



they had no vacancies on Tuesday 
before the rain moved in, but by 
Wednesday afternoon 47 of the 60 
rooms were open. 

Several hotels along the main 
strip were making the most of the 
situation in order to draw back 
business. Comfort Inn's sign beck- 
oned guests with "Floyd special 
rates. We are dry," while the Best 
Western was touting, "Floyd dis- 
count tonight with great view." 

The tourists were not gone for 
long, however. The forecast for the 
weekend that followed was warm 
and sunny, so many decided to head 
back to the beach, said Gilda Sora- 
no, front-desk receptionist at Mar- 
jac Suites. 

The Virginia Beach oceanfront 
may have made it through Dennis, 
Floyd and Irene, but plenty of time 
remains before the hurricane season 
ends on Nov. 30 — when perhaps 
Katrina could blow through here. 

If another hurricane threatens Vir- 
ginia Beach, Marchbank is confi- 
dent that the city will be ready fw 
it. 

"We only have a 2 percent chance 
of having a hurricane," he said.

In the early hours of Oct. 1 , the first 
day of National Domestic Violence 
Awareness month, a tragedy occurred 
on the outskirts of Richmond. A man 
threatened his wife, iround her hands 
and feet, 
dumped 
gasoline in 
the house 
where his 
two young 
daughters 
slept, and 
started a 
fire. He 
shot his 
children as 
they slept 
and then 
look his 
own life. 

As her 
family was 
being de- 
stroyed, his 
wife es- 
caped and called the police. She was 
the only survivor. 

As October comes to an end, this is 
but one example of the horror and 
tragedy of domestic violence. We 
must turn our attention to the preven- 
tion of these crimes and to a proactive 
stance against this type of behavior. 
Domestic violence occurs when a 
family member acts in a way that 
results in physical injury or places 
one in danger of serious bodily harm. 
In 1 996, Virginia enacted compre- 
hensive laws designed to protect vic- 
tims and their loved ones. For the 
good of Virginia's families and our 
children's future, it's imperative that 
domestic victims know what they 
can do to regain control of their lives. 
It's also important for all of us to 
know how to help victims. 

What can you do legal ly to prevent 
domestic violence? 

As attorney general, I encourage 
every Virginian to know their legal 
rights. Many abusive and criminal 
behaviors can occur between family 
members where an arrest warrant can 
be issued. These include assault and 
battery; telephone harassment; prop- 
erty damage; stalking; cursing and 
verbal abuse. 

Anotheroption is aprotective court 
order which protects the health and 
safety of a victim. A protective order 
tells the abuser their behavior will 
not be tolerated and gives the victim 
the security of the court without bring- 
ing a criminal action against the 
abuser. To initiate this process, one 
must file a written petition with the 
local Juvenile and Domestic Rela- 



tions Court. 

Many communities have programs 
toassist victims of domestic violence 
through the court process. Often vic- 
tims go to court without an attorney. 
However, it may be in the victim's 
best interest to have counsel. 

To obtain a legal services attorney, 
you can call the legal services office 
in your county or city to determine if 
you are financially eligible for free 
legal services. Victims can also con- 
tact the Virginia Lawyer Referral 
Service at 1-800-552-7977 or con- 
tact the local bar association about 
pro bono services. 

What if you need to talk or help 
someone else? 

If you are in immediate danger or 
witness an act of domestic violence, 
call 91 1 for the police. For a referral 
toadomestic violence shelter in your

area, call the Virginia Family Vio- 
lence and Sexual Assault Hotline at 
1 -800-370-0459.

The last time Edgar Allan Poe 
passed through southeastern Virginia, 
I only missed him by about 99 years 
— close but no cigar. His final visit 
was in mid-September of 1 849, and I 
arrived in 
Virginia's 
Princess 
Anne 
County in 
1948 — 
less than 
100 years 
later. Obvi- 
ously and 
regrettably, 
our paths 
never 
crossed. 
. Passing a 
few days at 
Old Point 
Comfort as 
a guest of 
some Nor- 
folk friends, Poe spent an evening on 
the moonlit veranda of the Hygeia 
Hotel (near the present site of Fort 
Monroe) reciting his poetry — 
"Annabel Lee" and "The Raven" were 
among his favored selections. From 

During his brief, 
tragic lifetime and 
for the last 150 
years, Poe has 
been called any 
number of things, 
but no one ever 
called him boring. 

Old Point Comfon, Poe traveled to 
Norfolk by steamer to present his 
lecture on 'The Poetic Principle" at 
Norfolk Academy on Sept. 14. The 
lecture was only "a modest success, 
appreciated but not well attended" 
according to a newspaper of the day. 

Poe returned to Richmond on Sept. 
17. On Sept. 27, he left Richmond 
bound for Baltimbfe by steamer with 
a trunk containing his meager per- 
sonal effects — a few books, assorted 
manuscripts, and miscellaneous 
clothing. 

By the end of the first week in 
October 1849, he was dead and bur- 
ied in the Poe family plot in 
Westminster Churchyard at the cor- 
ner of Green and Fayette streets in 
Baltimore. 

Edgar Allan Poe was an anomaly 
— there has never been any writer 
quite like him. As poet, critic, master 
of the short story, and father of the 



detective story, the man and his work 
defy convention and classification. 
He was, perhaps, the first American 
writer whose eccentric character was 
as well known as his work. Poe, both 
personally and professionally, 
seemed to bounce back and forth 
across that fine line that separates 
sanity and insanity. 

As far to the eariy 19th century 
American writers were concerned, 
Poe was in a class by himself — at 
least in his own eyes and in the minds 
of his devotees. And I unabashedly 
confess I have long been among them. 

During his brief, tragic lifetime 
and for the last 150 years, Poe has 
been called any numberof things, but 
no one ever called him boring — 
never.. .nevermore. 

Meeting Edgar Allan Poe would 
have been that kind of experience 
that one would not soon, if ever, have 
forgotten. I missed it once — back in 
1 849 — and vowed never to let the 
opportunity escape again. 

When I learned that Lee Hall Man- 
sion Museum in Newport News was 
hostingaprogramcalled"An Evening 
with Edgar Allan Poe," it was simply 
too tantalizing a proposition for me 
to ignore. When Braxton Gutierrez, 
the program coordinator at Lee Hall, 
invited me to attend, it was an offer 
that I just couldn't refuse. No one in 
his or her right mind — or out of it — 
could decline an opportunity to spend 
an evening with Mr. Poe. 

This superbly restored antebellum 
Italianate mansion, completed by af- 
fluent planter Richard Decanter Lee 
in the 1 850' s a few years after Poe's 
death, provided a superb setting for 
Ron Furqueron's 20th century rein- 
carnation of America's most infiuen- 
tial literary genius — certainly, he 
has had plenty of stiff competition 
over the past 150 years. 

After a brief but laudatory intro- 
duction, Edgar Poe descended the 
central stairs of the mansion and 
greeted the guests assembled in main 
corridor. 

"Contrary to what you've heard, 
ladies and gentlemen, Edgar Allan 
Poe is not dead. I am very much alive 
and am happy to be back in my nali ve 
state of Virginia." said the distin- 
guished poet and critic. "I've lived in 
Richmond fully half of my life now 
and always come back here every 
opportunity that I get." 

Beginning tift program with an 
account of his early life, Poe spoke 
fondly of his mother, his early child- 
hood, and his education. His com- 
mented on his bouts with his "mi- 
serly" foster father, John Allan and 
his extreme sensitivity to alcohol. He 
also lamented the recent loss of his 
young wife and cousin. Virginia

Mr. Poe favored those gathered at 
Lee Hall with an account based upon 
his short story, "The Black Cat," as 
well as recitations of some of his best 
known poetry such as "Alone" and 
"Annabel Lee," a tribute to his late 
wife. 

The highlight of the poetry reading 
was, of course, Poe's inspired ren- 
dering of the poem that brought him 
fame — if not fortune — "The 
Raven." Mr, Poe concluded the pro- 
gram with a cheerful rendition of his 
widely acclaimed "Eldorado" — en- 
couragingeachofthoseinattendance 
to pursue the search for his (or her) 
personal Eldorado. 

Poe considered himself a South- 
erner and a Virginian — as does Ron 
Furqueron, the man who so compe- 
tently portrays the unique Mr. Poe. 
. "EdgarPoe lived here (Virginia) in 
fourdifferent phases of his life. Alto- 
gether he lived a little over a third of 
his life here," noted Furqueron. "He 
really got his start at the Southern 
Literary Messenger v/hkhpmpelkd 



him into the national forefront as a 
writer. That, of course, was located in 
Richmond." 

For a century and a half. Poe's 
poetry and prose has remained both 
popular and influential — for a num- 
ber of very good reasons. 

"His stories are powerful, and his 
poetry is beautiful and powerful," 
Furqueron remarked. 

"He's the fatherof the modern hor- 
ror story, he's the father of the detec- 
tive story, and you could also make a 
strong case that he's the father of 
science fiction," said Furqueron. 
"This man gave us some of our most 
important genres of fiction, and his 
work today remains, in many ways, 
unsurpassed." 

Poe*s unmatched capacity for 
blending the contrasting elements of 
beauty and horror with superb crafts- 
manship has won him a permanent 
place as America's most original 
man of letters. 

Well done, Mr. Poe. In pace 
requiescat.

Six Virginia Beach professional 
firefighters will be going for their 
own version of Olympic gold when 
they compete against 30 teams 
Nov. 3-6 in the Firefighters' Com- 
bat Challenge worid championship 
competition in North Las Vegas, 
Nevada. 

The local competitors arc Mike 
Barakey, a four-year Beach fire- 
fighter assigned to Woodstock Sta- 
tion 10; John Keyes, a first-year 
firefighter assigned to Kempsville 
Station 9; William Gerstein, a 
two-year firefighter assigned to 
Stumpy Lake Station 19; George 
Hughes Jr., a 10-year veteran with 
Plaza Station 16; and Billy 
Reynolds, a three-year firefighter 
with Plaza Station 16. The team 
manager and videographer is Rob 
Valentine, a 13-year veteran as- 
signed to the Virginia Beach Fire 
Training Center. 

Each firefighter will participate 
in a specific event testing his speed 
and skill in: maneuvers firefighters 
encounter regularly. 

Barakey will compete in the 
tower climb and hose pack carry, 
requiring contestagts climb a five- 
story tower, carryi% 100 feet of I- 
3/4-inch hose or the equivalent 44- 
pound load. 

Keyes will be matched in the 
hose hoist, calling for the hoist of 
a 45-pound doughnut roll of hose 
with a rope, hand-over-hand, up a 
five-story lower and then requiring 



the fircfighterto run to the bottom 
of the tower. 

Gcrstein's event is the forcible 
entry, for which he moves a 160- 
pound steel I-beam five feet with a 
sledge hammer. 

Hughes will represent the team 
in the hose advance, requiring him 
to run 140 feet through a cone 
course and pick up a hose with 
water running through it and run 
75 feet with it. 

Reynolds' event is the victim 
rescue, which will require him to 
carry a 175-pound manikin "vic- 
tim" 100 feet. 

The firefighters will wear full 
turnout gear and air packs through- 
out. Total weight of the gear is 60 
pounds. 

"While the greatest measure of 
our ability as firefighters is the ser- 
vice we render to Virginia Beach, 
the Combat Challenger enables us 
to see how we compare with others 
who do the same job as we do," 
says team captain Billy Reynolds. 

In regional competitions July 24 
in Baltimore and Oct. I in 
Winston-Salem, Virginia Beach 
Combat Challenge team members 
finished under two minutes in all 
the events, earning the team the 
right to advance to the worid cham- 
pionship.

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Keep future commuter 
options for community 
open; 'yes' to light rail

On Nov. 2, Virginia Beach vot- 
ers will have the opportunity to 
render an advisory opinion on 
whether a Virginia Beach-Norfolk 
light rail system should be built. 

A "yes" vote keeps the light rail 
option on the table so the final 
choice can he made when all the al- 
ternatives for mass transit can be 
considered as part of a complete 
transportation plan. To receive fed- 
eral funding for our highway needs, 
our region is required to have a 
multi-modal plan that includes 
mass transit, of which light rail is 
a possible element. As congestion 
inevitably grows, we may need it. 

This referendum neither gives 
final approval to light rail nor rais- 
es taxes. 

A "no" vote prematurely kills 
light rail for years, perhaps perma- 
nently, because the federal and state 
governments will drop our region 
from priority consideration for 
matching funds. We may regret 
having wasted that time.

Regardless ot what you think 
your final position might be, you 
should vote Yes on the Nov. 2 ref- 
erendum in order to keep all op- 
tions open until final decisions are 
ready to be made. 

That's really all there is to it. 
But for those who are still wary, 
consider these thoughts: 

Opponents say the system will 
cost "$1 billion," implying that 
the entire burden will be on local 
taxpayers. Actually, the cost to 
local taxpayers is likely to be $150 
to $200 million, spread over 30 
years, with the federal and state 
governments paying the balance. 
(Those are tax dollars, too, but if 
there continues to be federal fund- 
ing of transit, we might as well get 
those dollars back as let them go to 
some other U.S. city.) 

Development spurred by light 
rail will help pay for it. Consider- 
ing the costs in lost work time and 
fuel if the system is not built, 
light rail may be, like airline ser- 
vice, a necessary part of the multi- 
modal network. 

Opponents suggest these projects 
invariably overrun their cost esti- 
mates and underperform on their 
ridership estimates. The fact is, 
some do and some don't — as 
might be expected given the uncer-

tainty of making any long-term 
forecast of human behavior. Alter- 
native highway expansions are very 
costly and enjoy siniilar levels of 
subsidy. 

One authoritative source states 
flatly, "Since the mid- 1 980s, every 
American light rail project has 
been completed on or ahead of 
schedule, within budget, and has 
met or exceeded ridership 
forecasts." 

Opponents say light rail seldom 
carries more than one percent of 
local traffic. This is a fallacious 
measurement because it includes 
trips over routes where light rail is 
not built and cannot compete for 
riders. (It's like saying light rail 
carries too low a percentage of 
ocean travelers!) 

Where it competes as a com- 
muter alternative to congested des- 
tiaalions (usually a central busi- 
ness district), the percentage of traf- 
fic carried is higher. For example, 
the Chicago Metra carries 2 1 pa- 
cent of all people going to down- 
town. 

Of course, today we do not have 
the high levels of congestion of 
major cities like Chicago, but the 
overall story is that most cities arc 
happy with their systems and arc 
expanding them. We may want it, 
too, some day. 

It's a straightforward, simple and 
honest message. We believe that 
light rail should remain a viable 
option ifi the area's total a[^)roach 
to dealing with present and future 
transportation needs. Vote "yes" on 
the light rail referendum.
